Allfih ^ said, “The best rows for the men are the first rows 
and the worst rows for them are the last rows. The best 
rows for the women are the last rows and the worst for 
them are the front rows.” Related by Muslim. 
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441. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘One night I prayed with thc 

Messenger of Allah $0$, and I stood on his left side. He caught my 
head from bchind and drew me to his right sidc.” Agreed upon. 
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442. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘One night an orphan and I prayed 

behind the Prophet and Um Sulaim (his mother) was standing 
behind us (forming a row by herself).’ Agreed upon. The wording is 
from Al-BukMri. 
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443. Abu Bakrah (RAA) narrated that he reached the Prophet 

M in the mosque while he was pcrforming ruku ‘ (bowing) in pra- 
yer, so Abu Bakrah bowed too before he joined the row. He men- 

tioned this to the Prophet M and he said to him, “May Allah 
inerease your love for goodness. But do not repeat that act 


again (bowing before joining thc row)."<50 Related by Al-Bukhari. 

Abu Dawud added to this narration, ‘He bowed before he reached 
the row and then walked (bowing) to the row.’ 
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444. Wabisah bin Ma'bad (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of Allah saw a man praying alonc behind the row, so he ordered 
him to repeat the prayer. Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawtid, At- 
Tirmidhi and it was rendered Sahih by Ibn HibbSn. 
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445. Talq bin 'Ali (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of All&h 

said, “Nobody should pray alone behind the row.” Related 
by Ibn Hibban. At-Tabarani added in the Hadith of W&bisah, 

“Couldn’t you have joined them or pulled a man to be with 
you and form a row? 


150- One should not join the prayer until he reaches the row. 
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446. AbCl Hurairah (RAA) narratcd that thc Prophet ^ said, 

“When you hear the Iqamah, proceed to the prayer with 
calmness and dignity and do not rush. Pray what you can 
(with the congregation) and complete what you miss.” Agre- 
ed upon and the wording is from Al-Bukhari. 
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447. Ubay bin Ka'b (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of 

Allah 01& said,“A man’s prayer performed aiong with another 
man (i.e. in congregation) is better than his prayer on his 
own, and his prayer with two men is better than his prayer 
along with (just) another man. But if there are more people 
it would be more pleasing to Allah, the Almighty.” Relatcd 
by Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i and Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahik. 
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448. Umm Waraqah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah instructcd her to lead the women of her household (in the 
obligatory praycr. Related by Abu Dawud and Tbn Khu7.aimah 
graded it as Safii/j. 
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449. Anas (RAA): ‘The Messengcr of All&h appointed Ibn 
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Umm Maktum to lead thc people in prayer and he was blind.’ 
Related by Ahmad and Abu Dawud. 


450. Ibn Hibban narraterl a similar narration on the authority 
of 'A’ishah (RAA). 
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451. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 


M said, “Offer the funeral prayer for the one who says (i.e. 
believes) “There is none worthy of worship but Allah,” and 
pray bchind (take him as your Imam) the one who says (belie- 
ves), “There is none worthy of worship but Allah.” Related by 
Ad-Daraqutni with a weak chain of narrators. 
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452. 'Ali (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of Allah M said, 
“Whcn any of you comes to the prayer and the Imam is in a 
certain position (in prayer) he must do what the lmam is 
doing.” Related by At-Tirmidhi with a wcak chain of narrators, 
(its chain of transmitters is also disconnected). 
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Chapter XI: The Prayer ofa Traveler and 
the Prayer of the ill. 
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453. 'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd, ‘When prayer was first enjoined 
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by AllSh, the Almighty, it was only two rak'at (in every prayer, 
whether in residence or on journeys). The prayer of the traveler 
was later confirmed as being two rak’dt while two more rak'dt 
were added to (the original prayer) for the one who is rcsident 
(except for the Maghrib and the Fajr prayers).’ Agreed upon. 
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454. In the narration of Al-Bukhari, Then he emigrated so 
prayer was then prescribed as four rak 'at, while the prayer of the 
traveler was left as it was originally prescribed (i.e. two rak 'at).’ 
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455. Imam Ahmad added in his narration, ‘cxcept for the Ma - 
ghrib prayer as it is the witr of the daytime and the dawn prayer 
due to its lengthy Qur'anic recital.’ 

'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ us- 
ed to shorten the prayer in his travels and also used to offer the 
full prayer. He also used to fast or not fast during his journcys.”

traveled for a distance of three miles or ( Farsakkas 1!i 2 ) he would 

pray two rak'&t (i.e. shorten the prayer which was originally four 
rak 'at ).’ Related by Muslim. 
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459. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘We traveled with the Prophct 
from Madinah to Makkah and he used to pray two rak'at (for 
every prayer) until we retumed to Madinah.” Agrccd upon, and 
the wording is from Al-BukhSri. 


152- A Farsakh is a Persian measure, which is equal to three miles. The nar- 
rator was in doubt whether he said miles or Farsakhs. 
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460. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratfKi, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ 
once stayed for nineteen days shortening the prayer.’ In another 
narration, ‘(stayed) at Makkah for nineteen days.’ Related by Al- 
Bukh&ri. In a narration by Abu Dawud, ‘seventccn’, and in ano- 
ther narration, ‘fifteen.’ 
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461. Abti Dawud also related, on the authority of Tmr&n bin 
Husain (RAA), ‘for eighteen days.’ 
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462. Jabir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of

sed the meridian) before he traveled, he used to pray the Dh uhr 
prayer and then ride (for the journey).’ Agreed upon. In a narra- 
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tion by Al-HSkim with a sound chain of narrators, ‘He ^ prayed 
Dhuhr and 'Asr (combined) and then rode (for his joumey),’ Abfl 

Nu'aim related, ‘Whenever he was on a journey, and the sun 
had declined, he would pray Dhuhr and 'Asr combined and then 
proceed on his journey.’

from the Prophet ^ for he recited it upon the pulpit every Friday, 
whcn he addressed thc people in the Friday Khutbah Rclated by 
Muslim. 


157- Innovated in religion and not innovated in worldly matters if they do not 
contradict the fundamentals of IslSm. 
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479. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Mcssenger of Allah 

said: “Whoever speaks in the Jum'ah while the Imam is 
delivering the Khutbah is like a donkey who is carrying bo- 
oks, and for he who tclls him to be quiet, there will be no 
(reward) for his Jum'ah prayer.”

of Allah ^ uscd to rccite in thc two 'ids and thc Jum'ah prayer, 

surah al-A'la (no. 87), “Glorify the Name ofYour Lord”, and 
surah al-Ghashiyah (no. 88), “Has tliere corne to you the 
narration of the overwhelming (the Day of Resurrection).' 

Related by Muslim. 
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484. Zaid bin Arqam (RAA) narrated, ‘The Prophet ^ praycd 
thc id praycr and thcn gavc an cxcmption concerning the Jum'ah 
praycr, and said, “Whocvcr wishcs to pray it may pray it (i.e.

(RAA) said to him, ‘Whenever you have prayed the Jum 'ah, you 



should not follow it (immediately) with another prayer, unless you 
have talked or gone out (of the mosque), as the Mcssenger of Allah 

has ordered us to do so, and that we do not follow it with ano- 
ther prayer unless we talk or go out.’ Related by Muslim. 
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487. Abu Ilurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, M Whoever performs Ghusl (full ritual washing), 
then comes to the Jum'ah Prayer, and prays as many (rak- 
'at) as much as(Allah has) written for him, and then remains 
silent and listens until the Imam finishcs his Khutbah, and 
then prays with him, his sins - between this present Friday 
and the next one- would be forgiven, and even(sins of) three 
days more.” Related by Muslim. 
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488. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Al-

Agrecd upon. In the version of Muslim, “It is a short pcriod of 
time.” 
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489. Abu Burdah 15 ^ narrated on the authority of his father, ‘I 

heard the Messenger of Allah say: “It is (i.e. this hour), between 
the time when the Imam sits (i.e. upon the pulpit) and the 
time that the prayer is completed.” Related by Muslim, but 
Imam Ad-Deiraqutni says that it is the saying of Abu Burdah and 

not the narration of the Prophct ^, 159 
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490, 491. Ihn MSjah narratcd on the authority of 'Abdullah bin 
Salam, while Imams Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i narrated on the 
authority of Jabir bin ‘Abdullah: “It is between the time of al 
'Asr prayer and sunset.” Scholars differed as to the cxact time 
of this hour, up to almost forty diffcrcnt sajdngs. I mentioned all of 


them in ' Fath- ul- BarVilhc intcrpretation of ‘_Sahih al Bukhari". 160 
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492. Jabir bin 'AbduIIah (RAA) narrated, ‘It is from the Sun- 
nah of the Prophet that the Jum ah prayer can only bc held, 
whcn forty people or more congregatc for it.’

Muslim in a community (of Muslims), save four: a slave, a 
woman, a child, or a person who is ill.”Related by AbO Dawud 
who commented that T&riq did not hear the Hadith from the Pro- 

phet jcg. Al-H&kim related the Hadith. on the authority of Tariq 
who transmitted it on the authority of Abu Musa. 


Prophet stating an exact number as a condition for the Jum'ah to bo 
held, and that is why most scholnrs say that any number %'hich is 
suitable for a Jama ah prayer is valid for the Jum'ah. 

162- The chain of narrators has Abdul Azfz bin Abdur Hahman who is con- 
sidered a liar, and a fabricator of tladith. 
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496. Ibn Tlmar (RAA) narratetl that the Messenger of Allah

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497. 'Abdullah Ibn Mas'dd (RAA) narrated, ‘’When the Mes- 


senger of Allah $$ mounted the pulpit, he would turn his face to 
us.’ Related by At-Tirmidhi with a weak chain of narrators. 
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498. The above Hadith is supported by another narration on 
the authority of Al-Bara bin 'Azib, related by Ibn Khuzaimah. 
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499. Al-Hakam bin Hazn (RAA) narrated, ‘We attended the 
Jum'ah with the Prophet M- and he stood leaning on a stick or on 
a bow.’ 163 Related by Abu Dawud.

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Chapter XIII: Prayer During Times of 
Fear or Danger (Salatul Khauf) 
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500. Salih bin Khawwat (KAA) on the authority of those who 
prayed galatul Khauf (prayer during time of danger) with the Pro- 

phet ■%% at the battle of Dh&t ar-Ri.qa ', ‘A group lined up with the 


Prophet -and praycd along with him- while another group faced 
the enemy. He prayed one rak 'ah with the group that was with 
him and remaincd standing while they finished thc prayer (by 
praying another rak 'ah ) and thcn left and faced the encmy. The 
second group camc and praycd thc remaining rak 'ah with him, 
then he remained sitting until they had completed their prayers 
themselves, after which hc led them in making the Taslim . ’Agreed 
upon, and the wording is from Muslim. 
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501. Ibn TJmar (RAA), narrated, ‘I took part in a battle with 
the Prophet in Najd. We faced the enemy and arranged ourse- 
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Ives in rows. Then the Messenger of Allah $$ stood up to lcad thc 
prayer. A group lined up to pray with him while the other faced 

the enemy. The Prophet bowed in ruku' and the first group 
bowed with him and then he performed two prostrations. The first 
group then left (after praying one rak'ah ) and took place of those 
who had not yet prayed. The second group came to pray with the 

Prophet and he prayed one rak 'ah and performed two prostra- 
tions and then said thc Taslim. Then the latter group stood up 
and prayed another rak'ah and performed two prostrations on 

their own.’ Agreed upon, and the wording is from Al-Bukh&ri. 164

Khauf (prayer when one is afraid) with the Prophet and he 
arranged us in two rows behind him. The enemy was between us 
and the Qiblah (i.e. the enemy in this case was in the direction of 

the Qiblah). The Prophet stl made the Takbir and we all followed 


164 - Im&m as-San'Sni in ’Subul as-Sal&m’ says that it is apparent that the 
second group completed their prayer, and prayed a second rak'ah, after 
the Imam made the Tasltm without disconnecting their prayer. The first 
group did not complete their prayer unti) the second group had comp- 
leted theirs and returned to face the enemy and guard the rest of the 
army, and then they would pray their second rak'ah. This is another 
way of performing the prayer when one is afraid. (the fear prayer) 
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him. Then he made ruk&' and wc all performed ruku' aftcr him. 
Then he raised his head from the rukti' and we all raised our 

heads from the ruku'. Next, the Prophet went down for Sujud 
(prostration) as well as the row closcst to him (i.e. the front row),

Following this, thosc in 
the back row moved to the front, while those in the front row

Then, he raised his head and we raised our heads 
from ruku '. Afterward, hc made the SujCtd and the row that was 
previously in the back during the first rak 'ah prostrated with him 
while thc [new) back row stood facing the enemy. When the Pro- 
phet and the (new) front row had completed their Sujud, the [new] 
back row pcrformed Sujhd. Finally, the Prophet madc the Taslim 
and we followed him in this.* Related by Ahmad, Muslim and An- 
Nasal. 

In another narration, ‘...then he prostrated and the first row pros- 
trated with him. When they stood, the second row performed 
SujCtd...’ and mentioned the sarne as the rest of the first Hadith' 

Finally, ‘Thcn the Prophet madc the Taslim and wc all made 
the Taslim with him.’ Related by Muslim. 
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503. Abu Dawud related on the authority of Abu 'Aiyash az- 
Zuraql, a similar Hadith with the following addition, ‘It was per- 
formed (i.e. the fear prayer) at 'Usfan.’ 
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504. An-Nasa’i narrated on the authority of J&bir (RAA), with 

a different chain of narrators that the Mcssenger of Allah ^ pra- 
ycd two rak'at with one group of his companions and then made 
the Taslim. Then he prayed another two rak'dt with another 
group, and then made the Taslim. 
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505. Abu Dawud transmitted a similar narration on the auth- 
ority of Abu Bakrah. 
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506. Hudhaifah (RAA), narrated, The Messenger of Allah 
prayed the fear prayer with his companions. He led one group in 
one rak'ah, and then the othcr group in one rak'ah, and they did 
not pray a second rak 'ah (to complete two rak at as they had in 
the previous cases). Rclated by Ahmad, Abu Dawud, an-Nasa’i and 
was graded as Sahih by Ibn Hibban. 
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507. Ibn Khuzaimah transmittod a similar Hadith on the au- 
thorityoflbn Abb&s. 
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508. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Prophet ^ said, “ Sal - 
dtul Khaufjthe fear prayer) is one rak'ah and is to be per - 
fonned in any ivay. n Related by Al-Bazzar with a weak chain of 
narrators. 
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509. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Prophet ^ said, 
“ There is no Sujud as-Sahu (prostration due to forgetfulness 
during prayer), to be performed in Salatul Khauf." Related by 
Ad-Daraqutni with a weak chain of narrators. 
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Chapter XTV: The Prayer ofthe Two 'td Festivals 
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510. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Allah ^ 
said, ‘Breaking the fast at the end of Ramadan is (determ- 
ined) when people break their fast, and 'tdul Ad-h& (the 'td 
of sacrifice), is (determined) when people offer their sacri- 

fices .’ 1B5 Related by at-Tirmidhi. 
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511. Abu TJmair bin Anas ibn Malik (RAA) narrated on the 
authority of some of his uncles from among the Companions of the 

Prophet ^ that some riders camc and testified that they had seen 
the crescent (of the new moon) the previous night. Thereupon, the 

Messenger of Allah ^ ordered the pcople to break their fast, and 
to go out to their praying place (where they pray the 'td prayer) 

the next morning (to perform the 'td prayer in congregation).’ 166 

Related by Ahmad and Abu Dawud, and the wording is his, with a 
sound chain of narrators. 


165- Some scholars said that this Hadlth refers to the fact that one should 
start fasting and break his fast with thc Muslim community, and do as 
they do. The same applies for the day of sacrifice. 

166- In the Hadith there lies cvirlence that it is possiblc to pray the 'td pra- 
yer on the second day of td, if people did not know that the crescent had 
already bcen seen, except alter the time of prayer has passed , as in this 
Hadith. It is also evidence that if one misses the Id prayer for any rea- 
son, he may go out and pray it the following day. 
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512. Anas (RAA) narratcd, ‘The mcssenger of Allah je| would 
not go out on the Day of 'tdul Fitr (Festival of breaking the fast) 
until he had eaten some dates.' Rclated by Al-Bukliari. In another 
narration by Ahmad, there is the additional phrase, ‘He would eat 

M an odd number of dates.’ 
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513. Abu Buraidah narrated on the authority of his father 

(RAA), ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ would not go out on the Day of 
'idul Fiir, until he had eaten (something), and on the Day of 'Idul 
Ad-hu he would not eat until he had returned from the prayer.’ 
Related by Ahmad, At-Tirmidhi and Sahihatcd by Ibn Hibban. 
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514. Umm 'Atiyah (RAA) related, ‘We were ordered to come 
to the prayer of the two 'ids and (even) bring out with us the 
young (virgin) girls (who had not yet rcached puberty) and the 

menstruating women, so they might witness the good(seen) 167 and 

the Takbir and supplications of the Muslims. However, the mens- 
truating women would keep away from the praying place (i.e. sta- 
nd to the side and watch).’ Agreed upon 


167- Of performing the 'Id praycr in eongregation, that everybody joins in 
including children, and women, cxcopt. for the menstruating women. 
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515. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
Abu Bakr and 'Umar used to offbr the two 'tds prayer before the 
Khutbah.’ Agreed upon. 
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516. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, “The Messenger of Allah 
went out to the 'Id prayer and prayed the two rak 'at (of the 'fd ) 
and did not offer any other prayer before or after it.’ Related by 
the seven Imams. 
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517. Ibn 'Abb&s (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of Allah 
ofTered the 'Id prayer without calling for the Adhdn or Igarnah. ’ 
Related by Abu Dawud. 
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518. Abu Sa'id (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
never used to observe any prayer before the 'ld prayer, but when 
he returned home, he would pray two rak'at. i Related by Ibn 
Majah with a good chain of narrators. 
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519. Abu Sa'id (RAA) narrated, ‘On the Days of 'ldul Fitr and 
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'idul Ad-ha, the Messenger of Allah i^g would go out to the pray- 
ing place, and the first thing that he started with was the 'ld pra- 
Oyer, and when he had finished he would stand facing the people, 
while the people were sitting in rows, and he would admonish 
thcm and advisc thcm.' Agrccd upon. 
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520. Amro bin Shu'aib (RAA) on the authority of his father 
on the authority of his grandfathcr 168 (May Allah be pleased with 


all of them), narrated, ‘The Messcngcr of Allah would make 
seven Takbirdt in the first rak'ah of the 'id prayer, and five Tak - 
btrat in the second, and then he would start reciting the Qur’an, 
after the Takbirat in each rak'ah.’ Related by Abu Dawud. 
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521. Abu Waqid Al-Laithi (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of 

Allah ^ used to recite in the prayer of ’idul Ad-ha, “Qaf. By the 
Glorious Qur’an” (surah no. 50:1) and “The Hour has draum 
near, and the moon has been cleft asunder. y ’(surah no. 54:1). 
Related by Muslim. 
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522. Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘On the days of 'ld, the Messenger 

of Allah would take different routes (i.e. would go to the prayer 

in one way, and return home in anothcr.’ Related by Al-Bukhari. 


168 - He is 'Amro bin Shu'aib bin Muhammad bin 'Abdullah bin 'Amro bin 
AI-'As. 
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523. Abu Dawud narrated a similar narration on the autho- 
rity of Ibn Umar. 
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524. Anas (RAA) narratcd, ‘When the Messenger of Allah ^ 
came to Madinah, they had two days of sport and amusement. The 

Prophet ^ said, “Allah, the Exaltcd has exchanged these 
days for two days better than them; the day of sacrificc

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526. Abfl Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘It was raining on the day 
of 'id, so the Prophet 5 &t led thcm in the 'Id prayer insidc the 
mosque.’ 169 


169- It is preferable to pray the td prayer in a place outside the city, in an 
open area, unless there is an excuse such as rain, in vvhich case it could 
be prayed in the mosque. The Prophet prayed thc two Id prayers in 
the outskirts of Madinah. 
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Chapter XV: The Prayer During a Solar Eclipse 
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527. Al-Mughirah bin Shu'bah (RAA) narrated, ‘The sun ecli- 

psed during the lifetime of thc Mcssenger of All&h ^ on the day 
when (his son) Ibr&him died. So, the people said that the sun had 

eclipscd bccause of the death of Ibrahim. Allah’s Messenger 
said, “The sun and the moon are two miracles created by 
Allah. They do not eclipse for the death or life (i.e. birth) of 
anyone. Should you witncss an eclipse of the sun or the 
moon, pray and invoke Allah until it is over.” Agreed upon. 
In the narration of Al-Bukhari, “Until the eclipse is clear.” 
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528. Abfi Bakrah (RAA) narrated, “pray and invoke Allah 
until the eclipse (that you are witnessing) is over.” Related by 
al-Bukh&ri. 
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529. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated,‘The Messenger of Allah reci- 
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ted the Qur’an aloud during the eclipse prayer. He performed four 
bowings in a total of two rak 'at (i.e. he performed the ruku' twice 
in each rak'ah ), and prostrated four times (i.e. he made Suj-ud tw- 
ice in each rak'ah).’Agreed upon, and the wording is from Muslim. 
In another narration, he sent a man calling, ‘prayer (is to be per- 
formed) in congregation.’ 
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530. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘The sun eclipsed during the 

lifetime of thc Prophet and he prayed the eclipse prayer. He 
made a lcngthy standing, similar to (the time that it takes to) re- 
citc Surah al-Baqarah (S«ra/i no. 2). Then hc made a long ruki ‘i ', 
after which he stood and made another long recital, but shorter 
than the first one. Again he went into a long ruku ', but for a shor- 
ter time than the first one. Following this, he prostrated (twice). 
Ncxt he made another long standing with a long recital, but not as 
long as the first one. After that, he made another lengthy ruku ' 
but it was not as long as the first one. Then hc made another 
lengthy rukti' but it was not as long as the first one. After which 
he made another long rccital but it was not as long as the first 
one. Again, he made another lengthy ruku ' but it was shorter than 
the previous one. Following this, he went into sujud (prostration, 
twice). By the time he finished, the sun had appeared, and he star- 
ted to address the people.’ Agreed upon, and the wording is from 
Al-Bukh&rf. 
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In a narration by Muslim, ‘When the sun eclipsed, he made jeS 
eight bowings in two rak'dt (i.e. he performed ruku' four times in 
each rak'ah), and prostratcd four timcs (i.e. he made sujud twice 

in cach rak'ah ).' 170 
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531. Im^m Muslim transmitted a similar narration on the 
authority of 'Ali (RAA). 
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532. Muslim also transmitted the following on the authority 

of Jabir (RAA), ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ performed six bowings 
and four prostrations (in two rak 'at)' 
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533. Ubay bin Ka'b (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of Allah 

jeg performed the eclipse prayer, and he made five bowings and 
two prostrations (in the first rak'ah ), and did the same in the 
second.’ Related by Abu Dawud. 
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534. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘No wind has ever blown, 

except that the Prophet would go down on his knees and say, 

“O Allah, make it a mercy for us and do not make it as a 
punishment,” Related by Ash-Shafi'i and At-Tabarani. 
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170- Some scholars are of the opinion that the eclipse prayer is performed in 
this way. 
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535. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd that thc Prophet *j£$ made six 
bowings and four prostrations (in two rak'&t), when an earthq- 
uakc occurred and said, “This is the prayer (to be performed) 
when one of the signs of Allah (such as an eclipse, an earthq- 
uake etc..) occurs.” Related by Al-Baihaqi. 

Im^m Ash-Sh&fi'i transmitted a similar narration, cxcluding the 
last part, on the authority of 'Ali (RAA).

Chapter XVI: The Istisqa’ Prayer 
(invoking Allah for rain during drought) 
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536. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of Allah 
went out (to make the Istisqa prayer) wearing old clothes, in a 
humble and submissive manner, walking slowly, invoking Allfih 
(in humility) and prayed two rak at, as he prayed the 'Id prayer, 
but he did not give a similar Khu{bah (like the one he delivers on 
the 'Id day).’ Related by the five Imams. At-Tirmidhi, Abu 'Awa- 
nah and Ibn HibbSn graded it as Salitfi. 
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537. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, The people complained to the 

Messenger of AMh ^ about the lack of rain, so he gave orders for 
a pulpit to be set up for him in the place of prayer. He then ap- 
pointcd a day for thc peoplc to gathcr and he came out on that day 

when the sun had just appeared. The Messenger of Allah ^ sat 
down on the pulpit, said Takbir and praiscd Allah. Tlien he said, 

“You have complained of drought in your areas, but you 
have been ordered by Allah to supplicate Him and He has 
promised that He would answer your prayers.” Then he 
said: “AII praise is for Allah, the Compassionate, the Merc- 
iful, the Only Owner of the Day of Judgment. There is no 
God but Allah Who does what He wishes. O AJIah, there is 
no God except You! You are the Self-sufficient and we are 
the needy. Send down rain upon us and make it a source of 
strength for us and satisfaction.’ He then raised his hands and 
kept raising them until the whiteness of his armpits could be seen. 
After that he tumed his back to the people and tumed his cloak 


around 171 , keeping his hands raised, then he faced the people, des- 

cendcd from the pulpit and prayed two rak 'at. Allah, the Almighty 
then sent a cloud which produced thunder and lightening, and by 
AMh’s permission, it rained.” Related by Abu Dawud, who said 
that its chain of narrators is good. 


171- In a narration by Al-Bukhari, on the authority of 'Abdullah Ibn Zaid, 

‘The Prophet turned his outer garments around, placing its left side 
on his righl side and vice versa.’ Scholars say that the wisdom here is 
the favorable omen of a change of state. It seems that the Prophet 
was optimislic that by turning round his cloak, the state of drought 
woukl turn into that. of rain and prosperity. 
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538. The story of tuming the garment is mentioncd in Sahih 
Al-Bukh&rl on the authority of 'Abdull&h Ibn Zaid, who said, The 

Mcsscnger of All&h ^ turned towards thc Qiblah and started inv- 
oking All&h, then he prayed two rak '&t reciting the Qur’&n aloud.’ 
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539. Abu «Ja'far al-Baqir (PtAA) narrated, ‘and he turned his 

garment ^ for the drought to tum away.’ Related by Ad-Darag- 
utni, and it was reported to be ftadtth Mursal (that in which thc 

link between the Successor (Tabi't) and the Prophet i.e. the 
companion is missing). 
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540. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘A man entered the mosque on Fri- 

day whilc the Prophet was standing delivering the Khutbah. 
The man said, "0 Messenger of AllSh, our wealth has been destro- 


yed and we no longer have any transport. 172 Supplicate Allah for 


us to have rain. The Prophet ^ raised his hands and said, “O 
Allah, give us rain. O Allah, give us rain. O Allah, give us 
rain.” Anas said, ‘By AllSh, at that time there were no clouds in 
the sky and there was no house or building between the mountain 
and us. From behind the mountain came a cloud that looked like a 
shield. By the time it reached the middle of the sky it started to 
pour with rain. By All&h we did not see the sun for a week. On the 
following Friday, a man entered the mosque from that (same) door

while the Prophet was standing delivering the Khutbah and 
said, ‘Our livestock are dead and the roads are cut off (due to tor- 

rential rain). Ask Allah to make it stop.’ The Prophet ^ raised his 
hands and said, “O Allah, around us and not upon us. O 
Allah, make it upon the hills, small mountains, bottom of 
the valleys, and plantations.” The rain stopped and we walked 
out in the sunshine.’ Agreed upon. 
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541. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘Whenever drought threatened th- 
em, 'Umar Ibnul Khatt&b uscd to ask Al-'AbbAs ibn 'Abdul Mut 
£alib to invoke Allah for rain. He used to say, ‘O Allah! We used to 

ask our Prophet to invoke You for rain, and You would bless us 
with rain, and now we ask his uncle to invoke You for rain. O 
Allah! Bless us with rain.’ And so it would rain. Related by Al- 
Bukh&ri. 
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542. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘A shower of rain fell when we 


were with the Prophet He lifted up his clothes(uncovering part 
of his body to the rain), until the rain fell on him. We said, ‘Mes- 
senger of Allah, why did you do this?’ Iie said, “Because it has 
just come from Allah, the Exalted.” Related by Muslim. 
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543. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Whenever the Prophet saw 
the rain, he used to say, “O Allah! Make it beneficial.” Agreed 
upon . 
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544. Sa'd (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of All&h ^ would 
supplicate for Istisqa ’ saying, u O Allah, let us be covered with 
thick clouds that have abundant and beneficial rain, that is 
accompanied by a strong sound of thunder (which is a sign of 
strong rain), frequently making light rain fall upon us and 
surrounding us with lightning. O Allah, You are full of maj- 
esty, bounty and Honor.” Related by Abu 'Awanah in his Sahih. 
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545. Abu Hurairali (RAA) narrated. ‘The Messenger of Allah 

^ said, “Prophet Sulaiman ^£)1 went out invoking Allah for 
rain. He saw an ant lying on its back raising its legs up to 
the sky saying, ‘O Allah! We are creatures amongst Your 
creatures. We can not live without Your rain.’ Prophet Sul- 
aiman then said, ‘Go back, for it has rained in response to 
the invocation of others (than you).’ Related by Ahmad. 
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546. Anas (RAA) nan’ated that the Messenger of All&h 
sup-plicated Allah for rain and he pointed with the back of his 
hand to the sky.’ Related by Muslim. 
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ChapterXVII: Clothing 
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547. Abu 'Amir al-Ash'ari (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 
All&h said, “There will be among my followers, somc people 
who will make Halal (Iawful) a woman’s vagina (i.e. adult- 
ery) and silk (which is forbidden for men)” Related by Abu Daw- 
ud and Al-Bukhari. 
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548. Abu Hudhaifah Ibn Al-Yamdn (RAA) narrated, ‘The 

Messenger of All&h prohibited us from eating and drinking 
from gold and silver vessels. He also forbade us from wearing clo- 
thes made of silk or brocade (i.e. the men but it is lawful for 
women) or to sit on thcm.’ Related by Al-Bukhari and Muslim). 
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549. 'Umar (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of AllSh ^ pro- 
hibited (men) from wearing silk, except for the size of two, three or 

four fingers.’ 173 Agreed upon and the wording is from Muslim. 


173- It is only permissible for men to wear a garment embroidered with silk 
thread, the maximum size of such a design should not oxceed the size of 
four fingers, or that thc whole garment could include a piece of silk not 
exceeding that size. 
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550. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah gave 
permission to 'Abdur Rahman bin 'Auf and Az-Zubair to sear silk 
clothing on a journey, as they were suffering from a skin irrita- 
tion.’ Agreed upon. 
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551. 'Ali (RAA) narratcd, Thc Mcsscnger of Allfih ^ sent me 
a garment striped with silk (or made of pure silk, which is more 

likcly) so 1 went out wearing it. I saw the Prophet ^ and he look- 
ed very angry (when seeing me wearing it), so I cut it up (and divi- 


ded it) among my female (relatives).’ 17, i Agreed upon and the wor- 


ding is from Muslim. 
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552. Abu MusS (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 

^ said, “Gold and silk are Halal (lawful) for the females 
among my nation, but prohibited for the males.” Related by 
Ahmad, An-NasS’i and At-Tirmidlii. 
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174- In anothcr narration, he divided it into three head covers, which he gavc 
Lo tho three Fatimas (i.e. Ilis wifc Fatimah thc daughter of the Prophel 
ji5, his mother Fatimah bint Asaci and Fatimah bint Hamzah, his cousin. 
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553. Imran bin Husain (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 
Allah ^ said, “When Allah bestows one of His favors upon a 
slave, He likes to see its effect on him.” 175 Related by Al- 
Baihaqi. 
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554. 'Ali (RAA) narrated, ‘Thc Mcssengcr of Allah ^ prohi- 
bited (men from) wearing Qassei (a kind of fabric made of silk or 

striped w T ith silk, 176 which is brought from Egypt and Syria) or any 

clothing dyed with saffron.’ Related by Muslim. 
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555. 'AbduIIah bin 'Amro (RAA) narrated, “The Messenger of 
Allah ;i| saw me wearing two garments dyed with saffron. Thereu- 
pon he said to me,“Has your mother ordered you to do so?” 177 
Related by Muslim. 


175- This means that one should eat and wear clolhes, which reflects his ave- 
rage income, as this is a way of acknowledging the grace of AllSh upon 
him and also if a poor person sees him looking respectable, he would be 
encouragecl to ask him for help. (Imam as-gan ani in Subul as-Salam; 
the interpretation ofBulugh al-Mar&m ) . 

176- It is definitely prohibited if the percentage of silk is very high, othcr- 
wise it is disliked to wcar it if there is a small amount. 

177- This comment from the Prophet indicates that dying clothes with 
saffron is absolutely prohibiled for men, and he mentioned the mother 
because it is usual for women to use it to decorate thcir clothing. This is 
also supported by the rest of the narration in Muslim, in which the Pro- 
phet ^ commandcd him to burn the two garments when 'Amro asked 
him ifhe should wash them. 
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556. Asma’ bint Abi Bakr (RAA) reported that she brought out 

the cloak of the Prophet 33 and it had a brocade fringe on the 
collar, sleeves, and the front and back openings. Related by Abu 
Dawud, and Muslim who Jiddcd, "A’ishah (RAA) had it until shc 

died, thcn I took it. The Prophet ^ used to wear it, and now we 
wash it and use it (or the washing) for thc sick, seeking a cure (by 

virtue of its blessing as it touched the body of the Prophet 3 §).’ Al- 
Bukhari addcd to the above narration in his book ‘Al-Adab al- 

Mufrad ' , ‘He ct* used to wear it for (mccting with) delegations and 
for the Friday prayer.’

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557. Abd Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of 

Allah said, “Remember, as much as you can, the one thing 
(fact or reality) which (always) brings an end to all worldly 
joys and pleasures, (meaning death).” Relatcd by At-Tirmiclhi, 
An-NasSI and Ibn HibMn. 
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558. Anas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of AllSh 
said, “None of you should wish for death due to any afflic- 
tion, which might have affected him. But if he feels compel- 
led to wish for it (due to extreme distress that he feels he cannot 
beai’), he should say: “O Allah!

561. Ma'qil bin Yasar (RAA) narrated that the messenger of 

Allah sel said, “Recite Yasin (Surah no. 36), over those who 
are dying.” Related by Abu Dawud, An-Nas§’i and Ibn Hibban 
graded it as Sahih. 
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178- Imdm as-San'ani in ‘Subul as-Sctldm', says that this refers to one of two 
things; one is that when the believer is on his death bed, hc would be 
sweating due to his suficring in the last momenta when his soul is about 
to leave his body; this suffering is the last thing that will cxpiate what 
is left of his sins. The other thing, thc Prophet could be referring to is 
the lifc of the believer in which he is always working hard to gain his 
halSl earnings, fasting, praying to prepare for the Hereafter, and so he 
meets Allah, the Almighty whcn he is still sweating. 

179- Scholars say that it is recommended to remind those who are on their 
death bcd of the Shah&dah , for him to say it, but they disliked insisting 
or telling him, ‘Say....\ lest the dying person becomes irritatcd or gets 
more upset due to what he is going through and then uttcrs something 
which he should not say. 
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562. Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 

came to see Abu Salamah when his sight had become fixed 
(with his eyes open, as he had already passed away). So the Pro- 

phet M, closed his eyes and said, “When the soul is seized and 
leaves the body, the sight follows it.’ Some of Abu Salamah’s 

family wept and wailed, whereupon the Messenger of Allah ^ 
said to them, ‘Do not supplicate to Allah anything except 
that which is good for you (i.e. do not say anything which goes 
against you at that moment), because the angels (who are pres- 
ent at the time of death), say “Amin” (asking Allah to acccpt your 
invocation) to whatever you say.” Then he said, “O Allah! For- 
give Abu Salamah, raise his status among (Your) rightly 
guided servants, make his grave spacious, and fill it with 
light for him, and be his successor in taking good care of 
his descendants whom he has left behind, (and makc them 
pious).” Related by Muslim. 
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563. 'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd, ‘When the Messengcr of Allah 


died, hc was covered with a Yemcni mantle that had some desi- 
gns on it.’ Agrccd upon. 
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564. 'A’ishah (RAA) reported that Abu Bakr kisscd the Pro- 
phet ^ after he had died.’ Relatcd by Al-Bukhart. 
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565. AbQ Hurairah (RAA) narrated that. thc Messenger of 
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Allah M said, “A believer’s soul remains suspended accor- 
ding to his debt until it is settled or paid off on his behalf." 

Kelatcd by Ahmad and At-Tirmidhi. 
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566. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) nan - ated that the Messenger of Allah 

said concerning the man who fell off his mount and died during 
Hajj, “Wash him with water and Sidr (lotus leaves) and shr- 
oud him in his two garmcnts (that he was wearing for Ihrdm)” 
Agreed upon. 
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567. A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Messenger of Alldh 

died and they wanted to make Ghusl (full ritual washing of the 
body), they said,‘By Allah we do not know whether we should take 

ofif the clothes of Allah’s Messenger ^ as we do for our dead or 

not?’ Related by Ahmad and Abu Dawud. 180 
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180 - Tlie rest of' the Hadtth as t eporlcd by Abu Dawud, ‘When thcy disputed 
among themselves, Allah east slumber over Lhcm until the chin orcach 
of them fell on his chest. Thcn someone said to them from a side of the 
house, and they did not know who he was, ‘Wash the Prnphet -j? while 
his clothes are on him.’ So, they wnshed him while he wos wearing his 
shirt. They pnured wuter ovcr his shirt and rubi>cd him with his shirt 
and not with thcir hands.’ 
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568. Umra 'Atiyah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 

«It came to us when we were washing his daughter (Zainab) after 
she had died and said, “Wash her three times, five times or 
more if necessary, with water and lotus leaves ( Sidr ) and 
apply some camphor to the last washing.” When we finished 

making Ghusl for her, we informed the Messenger of Allah and 
he threw his Izar (a cloth, which he wore round his waist) to us 
and told us to wrap her in it as the first sheet of the shroud (next 
to her body).’ Agreed upon. In another narration, “Start by wash- 
ing the organs on the right and those parts that are wash- 
ed in ablution.” In the narration of Al-Bukhari, “We braided her 
hair in three braids and made them fall at her back.’ 
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569. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, Thc Mcssenger of AlMh ^ was 
shrouded in threc pieces of white Yemenite cotton sheets. They 
did not include either a shirt or a turban.’ Agreed upon. 
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570. 'Abdullah bin 'Umar (RAA) narrated, When 'Abdullah 
bin Ubay (the head of the hypocrites) died, his son came to the 

Prophet and said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! Please give me j’our 
shirt to shroud him (his father) in it.’ So, Allah’s Messenger gave it 
to him. Agreed upon. 
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571. Ibn Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of AllSh 

M said. “Wear white clothes, for they are (considered as) your 
best clothes, and enshroud your dead in them.” Related by 
the five Imams, except for An-Nasal, and At-Tirmidht reported it 
to be sound. 
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572. Jfibir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
said, w When one of you is in charge of shrouding his bro- 
ther, he should give him thc best shroud he can (i.e. clean, 
covering the whole body, but not necessarily expensive as this is 
disliked )” Relate<l by Muslim. 
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573. Jdbir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
had each two martyrs of the battle ofUhud wrapped in one shroud, 
and then would ask, M Which one of them knew more of the 
Qur’an?” He would put that one (that was pointed out) first in the 

grave. They were not washcd and the Messenger of Alldh •$! did 
not offer a funeral prayer for them.’ Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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574. 'Ali (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of All&h 
say, “Do not be extravagant in shrouding (i.e. do not spend 
too much money on them) for it will decay quickly.” Related by 
Abu Dawud. 
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575. Wishah (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of All&h M 
said to her,“If you die before me, I will wash you my self.” Re- 
lated by Ahmad, Ibn M&jah and Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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576. Asma’ bint 'Umais (RAA) narrated that Fatknah (RAA) 


(thc daughter of the prophet "$!£) made a will that Ali (RAA) was 
to wash her when she dies.’ Relatcd by Ad-Daraqutni. 
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577. Buraidah (RAA) reported concerning the story of the 
Ghamidi woman, who was to be stoned by the order of the Prophet 

M (due to committing adultery), ‘Then the Messenger of Allah 
gave his command concerning her (after her death), so he offered 
the funeral prayer for her, and she was then buried.’ Related by 
Muslim. 
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578. Jabir bin Saumrah (RAA) narrated, ‘A man who killed 
himself with a broad-headed arrow, was brought to the Prophet 

$£-, but he did not offer the funeral prayer for him.’ 181 Related by 

Muslim. 


181- The Messenger of Allah 35 did not ofier prayer for him, as a punishment 
for what he did by committing suicide, and to dissuade others from 
doing the same. 
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579. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated regarding the story of the 
black woman who used to clean the mosque. The Messenger of 

Allah ^ asked about her, and he was told that she had died. He 
said to them, “Why didn’t you inform me of her death?” It 
secms that they regarded her as an insignificant person. The Mes- 

senger of Allah said, “Show me hcr grave.” They showed him 
her grave and he offered the funeral prayer for her.’ Agreed upon. 
Muslim addcd in his narration, ‘Verily, those graves are full of 
darkness for those buried in them. Allah, the Almighty, will 
illuminate them for their dwellers by my prayer over them” 
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580. Hudhaifah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
M used to prohibit the announcement of anyone’s death. 182 ’ Rela- 
ted by Ahmad and At-Tirmidhi, who rendered it Hasan. 
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581. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 


182 - The prohibition in this UadUh does not refer to telling people about the 
death of a relativo, a friencl elc for people to console his family and offer 
funeral prayer for him. The Prophct i% is prohibiling what they used to 
do before Islam, liko callmg out thc news of the death of a grcat man 
showing pridc nver others or wailing and crying aloud for peoplc to know 
that someone has died in that house. 
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All&h ^ informed the people about the death of Negus the day he 
died. He took them out to the place of praycr, to offer the funeral 
prayer for him. He arranged them in rows, and made Takbir four 
times.’ Agreed upon. 
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582. Ibn 'AbbAs (RAA) narratcd, ‘I heard the Messenger of 


Allah jH say, “If a Muslim man dies and a group of forty peo- 
ple, who do not associate any one with Allah, pray for him, 
Allah will accept their intercession for him (by way of their 
Du a' for him.” Related by Muslim. 
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583. Samurah bin Jundub (RAA) narrated, ‘I offered the fune- 


ral prayer behind the Prophet for a woman who had died dur- 
ing child-birth and he (prayed) standing opposite the middle of her 
body.’ Agreed upon. 
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584. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘By A115h the Messenger of Al- 
lah ^ offered funeral prayer in the mosque for the sons of Baida’ 
(Sahl and Suhail).’ 183 Related by Muslim. 
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183- This Hadi«A is evidence that it is permissible to pray the fimeral prayer 
in the mosque. 
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585. 'Abdur Rahmfin bin Abi Laila (RAA) and 'Zaid bin Arqam 
(RAA) used to recite four Takbirat when praying over the dead ( 
but once he said it five times, so I asked him about it. He said to 

me, ‘The Messenger of Allah used to do so.’ Related by Muslim 
and the four Imams, 184 
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586. Ali bin Abi Talib (RAA) narrated that he said six Tak- 
birat when hc prayed over Sahl bin jHunaif, and he said <explai- 
ning his action), ‘He is one of the Companions, who fought in the 
Battle of Badr.’ Related by Sa'id bin Mansur. 
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587. Jdbir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
used to say four Takblrat over the dead, and would recite al - 
Fatihah in (after saying) thc first (opening) Takbir&tJ Related by 
Ash-Shafi'i with a weak chain of narrators. 
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588. Talhah bin 'Abdullah bin 'Auf (RAA) narrated, ‘I offered 
a funeral prayer lcd by Ibn 'Abbas. He recitcd al-Fatihah and 
said, ‘You should know that it (reciting al-Fatihah) is a Sunnah of 

the Prophet ^.’ Related by Al-BukhAri. 
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184- Most scholars are of the opinion that they are only four Takbirat. 
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589. 'Auf bin Malik (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah sj| offered the funeral prayer, and I memorized this suppli- 
cation (that he said for the deceased), M, 0 Allah! Forgive him 
and have mercy on him (on her). Grant him ease and res- 
pite. Make his resting placc a noble one, and facilitate his 
entry.

Thcy then asked, ‘Wliat is meant by the two Qirat?’ He replied 
“Like two huge mountains.” Agrced upon. Muslim addecl the 
statement, ‘until it is buried.’ 
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594. Al-Bukhari related on the authority of Abu Hurairah, 
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“Whoever accompanies the funeral of a Muslim, seeking 
the reward only from Allah, the Almighty, and he stays 
with it until he offers the funeral prayer and the burial is 
completed, will return back with two Qirat, each Qir&t is 
equal to the mount of Uhud .' 1

he who accompanies it should not sit down until the coffin 
is placed on the ground.” Agreed upon. 
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598. Abu Ishaq narrated that 'AbdulMh bin Yazid placed a 
dead body in the grave from thc side near the foot of the grave (i.e. 
the end which will accommodate the feet when the body is placed 
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in it). 185 He then said, ‘This is the Sunnah of the Prophet Rel- 
ated by Abu DawOd. 
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599. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 

M said, “When you placc your deceased in the grave, say, 
‘In the Name of Allah, and in accordance with the tradition 

of Allah s Messenger Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawud and 
An-Nasa’i. 
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600. A’ishah (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of Allah 
said,“Breaking a deceased body’s bones is exactly like brea- 
king them when hc is alive.” Rclated by Abu Dawud in accor- 
dance with the conditions of Muslim.

(RAA), “with regards to it being a sin.’

tioned.” Related by Abu Dawud. Al-Hakim graded it as Saklh. 


186 - The surface of the grave is raised onc span above the ground so that its 
location can be known. 
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607. Damrah bin Habib (one of tbe Tfibiln or the followers of 
the Companions) narrated, They (the Companions that he met) 
recommended that after the gravc is leveled and the people leave, 
that one should stand by the grave and say three tiraes to the dec- 
eased, '0 so-and-so, say: “Therc is no god but Allah”, 'O so-and-so, 
say: “Allfih is my Lord, IslSm is my din (religion), and Muhammad 
is my prophet.”

Mu’tah), the Prophet M said, “Prepare some food for the fam- 
ily of Ja'far, for what has hefallen them is keeping them 
preoccupied.” Related by the five Imams exccpt for An-Nasa’i. 
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619. Sulaiman bin Buraidah narrated on thc authority of his

Related by AI-Bukhari. 
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622. At-Tirmidhi related a similar narration on the authority 
of AI-Mughirah bin Shu'bah, and he added, “Thus you will be 
offending the living (i.e. if you curse their dead).”

Book IV: Zakah 
Chapter I 
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623. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that when the Prophet 
sent Mu'adh ibn Jabal to Yemen (as govcmor), he said to him: 

“You are going to a pcople who arc Pcople of the Scripturc. 
Invite them to testify that none has the right to be worsh- 
ipped but AJlah and that I am His Mcssenger. If they obey 
you in this, then teach them that AJlah, the Glorious One, 
has enjoined five prayers upon them in every day and 
night (in twenty-four hours), and if they obey you in this, 
then tell them that Allah has made it obligatory for them to 
pay Zcikah upon their assets and it is to be taken from the 
wealthy among them and given to the poor among them.” 
Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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624. Anas (RAA) narrated that Abu Balcr As-Sidd?q (RAA) 
wrote him this letter, “This is the obligatory Zakah, which the 

Messenger of Alldh made obligatory for every Muslim, and 
which Allah, the Almighty had commanded him to observe. ‘For 
each twenty-four camels, or less, their Zakah is to be paid as 
sheep; for eveiy five camels, their Zakah is one sheep. When the 
amount of camels is between twenty -fivc to thirty- fivc, the due 
Zakah is one shc-camel l bint makhad’ (a camel which is one year 
old and just starting the second year) or a male camel ‘ibn labun’ 
(a young male camel which is two years old and already starting 
thc third year). However, when the amount of camels reaches thi- 
rty-six, the due Zakah is a young she-camel ‘bint labun’ (a young 
female camel, which is two years old and already starting the 
third year). When they reach forty six to sixty camels, their due 
Zakah is a she camel ‘hiqqa/t’ (which is three years old and star- 
ting the fourth). Whcn they reach sixty-one to seventy-five, one 
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'Jaz'ah’ (a four year old camcl already starting its fifth year). 
When their number is between seventy-six to ninety camels, their 
due Zakah is two young she camels 'bint labun ’ . When they are in 
the range betwcen ninety-onc to onc hundrcd and twenty camels, 
the Zakali is two young she camels 'hiqqah\ If they are over a 
hundred and twenty camels, on every forty camels, one 'bi.nl lab - 
un’ is due. And for every fifty camels (over one hundred and twe- 
nty) a young she-camel ‘hiqqah’ is due. And anyone, who has got 
oniy four camels, does not have to pay Zakah unlcss hc (the owner 
of the camels) wants to give something voluntarily. 

Regarding the Zakah of grazing sheep, if they are between forty 
and one hundred and twenty, onc sheep is due as Zakah. If they 
are between 120 and 200, two shecp are due. If they are between 
200 and 300, three sheep are due. If they exceed three hundred 
sheep, thcn onc sheep is due for every extra hundred grazing hea- 
ds.

ure of cattle shared betwecn two partners, and Zakah is paid join- 
tly between them, then they have to calculate it equally among 
them (depending on the share of each). Neither an old or a defec- 
tive animal nor a male goat (a ram used for breeding) may bc 

takcn as Zakah, unless the Zakah collector wishes 189 to do so. 

Concerning silver, the Zakah paid is a quarter of a tenth for each 
200 Dirhams. If the amount of silver is less than two hundred 


188- One way of doing this is when three people, each of them has forty she- 
ep (i.e. one sheep is due on each). So, when the Zak&h collector comes, 
they put them togelher, which comes to 120 shecp., and they thc due 
Zak&h is only one sheep.

two sheep if they were available (to compensate for the difference) 
or twenty Dirhams. If on the other hand he has to offcr a ' hiqqah ’ 
as Zakah, but he only has a jaz'ak, it is accepted from him, and 
the Zakah collector will then pay him the difference, which is twe- 
nty Dirhams or two female sheep.’ Related by Al-Bukhari.

Related by the fivc Im&ms, and Ibn Khuzaimah and Ibn Hib- 
bAn graded it as §ahzh . 
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201- It is the day that prcccdes Ramaddn and people are not sure if il is the 
last day of Sha b&n or the beginning of RamadAn. 
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673. Ibn Tlmar (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of 

A116h say, “Start fasting after you have seen it (i.e. the new 
crescent) and end thc fast (at the end of the month) when you 
see it. If it is overcast and cannot be seen, then estimate its 
sighting (j.e. presume that Sha 'bdn lasted for thirty days).” Agre- 
ed upon. 


Muslim narrated, “If it is too overcast to be seen then pres- 
ume that it ( Sha'ban ) lasted for thirty days.” 

In another narration by al-Bukharl, “wait until thirty days of it 
(Sha 'bart) have passed.” 
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674. Al-Bukhari reported on the authority of Abu Hurairah, 

“Complete the days of Sha'ban as thirty days.” 
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675. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The people were trying to 
sight the new moon (of Ramadan) and when I reported to the Mes- 

scnger of Allah $$ that I had sccn it, he fasted and commanded 
people to fast.’ Related by Abu Dawud, and Al-HSkim and Ibn 
Hibban graded it as Safjih, . 
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676. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd, ‘A Bedouin came to the Pro- 
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phct and said, ‘I have sighted the crescent (of Ramadan). He 
then said to him, “Do you testify that there is none worthy of 
worship but Allah?” Thc Bcdouin said, ‘Yes.’ He asked him 
again, “Do you testify that Muhammad is the Messenger of 

Allah?’ , Thc man replied, ‘Yes.’ Tlie Messenger of Allah ^ there- 
upon said, “O Bilal! Announce to the people to (start) fasting 
tomorrow.” Rclated by the five Imfims. Ibn Khuzaimah and Ibn 
Hibban graded it as §ahih. An-Nasa'i saici that it is most probably 
Mursal (a Hadith in which the link between thc Successor (T&biV 

and the Prophet is missing. 
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677. Thc mother of the believers, Hafsah (RAA) narrated that 

the Messenger of Allah ^ said, “Whoever does not form his 
intention to fast before Fajr , his fasting will not be accep- 
ted.” Related by the five Imams, but At-Tinnidhi and An-Nasa’i 
consider it to be related by Hafsah and not connected to the Pro- 

phet

201- Abu Dawud added the following in a similar nariation, because the 
Jews and the Christians delaj' doing so. <i.e. breaking their fast).’

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Sulaiman bin 'Amir Ad-Dabbi (RAA) narratcd that the 


Messcnger of Allah ^ said, “When one of you is breaking his 
fast, he should eat some dates. If dates are not available, 
then break it with some water, for water is purifying.” 

Related by the five Imdms. Ibn Khuzaimah, Ibn Hibban and al- 
Hakim graded it as Sahih.

I am given food and drink during my sle- 
ep by Allah.” So when people rcfused to stop wi§al, the Prophet 

M fasted day and night continuously along with them for a day 
and then another day and thcn they saw the crescent (of the new 


month of Shawwal). The Prophet said to them, “If the cresc- 
ent had not appearcd, I would have made you fast for a 
longer period.” That was a punishment for them because they 
refused to stop (practicing Wisdl). Agreed upon. 
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684. AbO Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of

in need of his leaving food and drink (i.e. AJlah will not ac- 
cept his fasting).” Related by Al-Bukhari and AbCk Dawud, and 
the w-ording is from the latter. 
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685. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah ^ 
would kiss and embrace (his wivcs) while fasting, for he had the 
most control of all of you ovcr his desires.’ Agreed upon and the 
wording is firom Muslim, who addcd in a narration, ‘In Ramadan.' 
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686. Ibn Abbas (Fh’VA) narratcd that the Messengcr of Allah 

M had himself cupped while he was in a state of Ihr&m, and had 
himsclf cupped while he was fasting.” Relatcd by Al-Bukhari. 
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687. Shaddad bin Aus (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of 

Allah came across a man in Al-Baqi' (in Madinah) who was 
having himself cupped in Ramadan, and said to him, “The one 
who cups and the one who is being cuppcd have both bro- 
ken their fast.” Rclated by the five ImAms cxcept for At-Tirmi- 
dhi. Ahmad, Ibn Klruzaimah and Ibn Hibban regarded it as au- 


thentic. 205 


205- The majority of scholars are of the opinion that cupping is allowed while 
fasting, as provecl by the hadith of Ibn Abbas that is narrated at a per- 
iod of time later than thal of Shaddad, as Ibn Abbas accompanicd the 
Prophet on his farewell pilgrimage. So, it was probably prohibited at 
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688. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘The first time cupping was dis- 
liked for the one who is fasting was when JaTar bin Abi Talib had 

himself cupped while fasting and the Messcnger of Allali ^ came 
across him and said, “Those two have broken their fast (mea- 
ning Ja'far and the man who was cupping him).” But later on the 

Prophet allowed cupping for the onc who is fasting. Anas used 
to havc himself cupped while he was fasting.

issue, i.e. applying kohl, eyc drops etc..to thc cyc while fasting.

Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messengcr of Allah lcft for 
Makkah during the year of the conqucst (of Makkah) in Ramadan 
and he and the people with him fasted until he reached the valley 
of Kura 'Al-Ghamlm. He then callcd for a cup of water, which he 
elevated so that the people could see it, and then he drank. After- 
wards, he was told that some pcople had continued to fast, and he 
then said, “Those arc the disobcdient ones! Those are the 
disobedient ones!” 
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694. In anothcr narration,‘Hc was told that people are finding 
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it difficult to fast (during the journey) and they are waiting to see 

what the Prophet ^ will do. So he called for a cup of water after 
the 'Asr (afternoon) prayer and drank it.’ Related by Muslim. 
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695. Hamzah bin 'Amro Al-Aslami (RAA) narrated, ‘I said to 

the Messenger of Allah ‘O Messenger of Allah! I fmd within me 
the strength to fast while traveling. Would there be any blame 

upon me if I were to do so?’ The Messenger of Allah said to him, 

“It is a concession from Allah. Whoever takes it has done 
well. Whoever likes to fast, there is no blame upon him.” 

Related by Muslim. 
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696. Ibn 'Abbds (RAA) narrated, ‘An elderly man is permitted 
to break his fast, but he must feed a poor person daily, and he 
does not have to make up for it.’ Related by Ad-Daraqutni and Al- 
Hakim, who rendered it to be Sahih.. 
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697. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that a man came to the 
Mcssenger of Allah ^ and said, “I am ruincd O Messenger of Al- 

Ifih!" The Messcnger of Allah ^ asked him, “What has ruined 
you?” The man replied,‘I had intercourse with my wife during the 

day in 7?a/naddn(while fasting) ” Thc Prophct said to him, “Are 


you able to frec a slave?” The man said, ‘No.’ The Prophet ^ 
said, “Can you fast for two consecutive months?” He said, 
‘No.’ Thc Prophet then asked him, “Can you provide food for 
sixty poor people?” He said, ‘No.’ Thcn the man sat down. A 

basket of dates was brought to tlie Prophct ^ and he said to the 
man, “Give this as Sadaqah (voluntary charity).” The man said, 
‘To someone who is poorer than us? There is no onc in this city (Al- 
Madinah)who is in need of these dates more than us!’ The Prophet 

■M laughed until his molar teeth could be seen and said to the 
man, “Go and feed your family with thesc dates.” Related by 
the seven Imfims and the wording is from Muslim. 
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698. 'A’ishah and Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated, The Mes- 
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scnger of Allah ^ would rise in thc morning (when it is already 
Fajr time) while he was Junub (in a statc of major ritual impurity 
due to intercourse) on a day in Raniaddn. He would then perform 
Ghusl and fast.’ Agreed upon. In the narration of Muslim on the 
authority of Umm Salamah, ‘And he would not make up for it 
(that day).’ 
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699. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that the Mcssenger of All&h 
said, “Whoever dies while he still has some fasts to make up 
<of the days of Ramadan), then his heir (any of them) should 
fast on his behalf.” Agreed upon. 
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Chapter II: Voluntary Fasting and Forbidden 

Days to Fast 
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700. Abu Qatadah Al-Ansari (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger 

of Allah M was asked about fasting on the day of 'Arafah (the 9 lh 
of the month of Dhul Hijjah). He replied, “Fasting on the day of 
Arafah is an expiation for the preceding year and the fol- 
lowing year.” He was also asked about fasting on the day of 'As- 
hura' (the 10 lh of the month of Muharram). He replied, “Fasting 
on the day of 'Ashfir&’ is an expiation for the preceding 

year.” The Mcssenger of Allah ^ was also asked about fasting on 
Monday, and he rcplied, “This is the day on which I was born 
and the day on which I was sent (with the Message of Islam) 
and the day on which I received revelation.” Related by 
Muslim. 
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701. Abu Aiyub Al-An§Ari (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 
of AllSh ^ said, “Whoever fasts during the month of Rama - 
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d&n and then follows it with six days of Shaww&l will be 
(rewarded) as if he had fasted the entire year.” Rclated by 
Muslim. 
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702. Abu Sa id Al-Khudri (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of Allah jjs| said, u No servant (of Allah) fasts on a day (merely) 
for the sake of Allah except that Allah pushes the Hellfire 
seventy years further aw T ay from his face, due to fasting on 
this day.” Agreed upon and the wording is from Muslim. 
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703. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Thc Messengcr of Allah ^ us- 
ed to fast until one would say, he never breaks his fast (i.e. he ne- 
ver stops fasting), and he would abandon fasting (at other times) 
until one would say that he never fasts. And I never saw the Mes- 


senger of Allah ^ fast for a complete month except for the inonth 
of Ramadan, and I ncvcr saw him fast in a month more than he 
did in the month of Sha'ban .” Agreed upon and the wording is 
from Muslim. 
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704. Abu Dharr (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Alldh 

3 % commanded us to fast for three days of every month; that is on 
the days of the full moon; the 13 lh , 14 l1 *, and 15 lh (of the lunar 
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month).’ Related by An-Nasa’i and At-Tirmidhi and rendered au- 
thentic by Ibn Jlibban. 
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705. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of AI- 

l&h 5 ^ said, “A woman is not to fast (even) for one day while 
her husband is present except with his permission.” Agreed 
upon and the wording is from Al-BukhSri’. Abu Dawud’s version 
states, “unless it is during Ramadan (then she does not need 
his permission as it is obligatory fasting).” 
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706. Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri (RAA) narrated. The Messenger of 

AlMh $$$ has prohibited fasting on two days; the day of Fitr (brea- 
king the fast of Ramad&n) and on the day of sacrifice (7 dul Ad- 
ha).' Agreed upon. 
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707. Nubaishah Al-Hudhali (RAA) narrated that the Messen- 


ger of Allah se| said, “The days of Tashrtq (the three days follo- 
wing 'ldul Ac(-Ad, i.e. ll th , 12‘ h and 13 lh of Dhul Hijjah) are days 
of eating, drinking and remembering ( dhikr ) of All&h, the Most 
Great and Glorious.” Related by Muslim. 
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708. 'A’ishah and Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘Nobody was 
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allowed to fast on the days of Tas/irtq except for those, who could 
not afford the Hadi (sacrifice).’ Related by Al-BukMrh 
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709. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

All&h M said, “Do not single out Friday night (i.e. the night 
preceding Friday) among all the other nights for perform- 
ing the night prayer. AJso, do not single out Friday among 
other days for fasting, unless it coincides with the days one 
regularly fasts.” Related by Muslim. 
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710. Abu Hurairali, narrated that the Messenger of All£h 
said, “None of you should fast on Friday, unless he fasts 
together with the day before or the day after.” Agreed upon. 
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711. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, “When it is the middle of Sha'ban do not fast 

(until it is Ramadan).” Related by the five Imams, but Imam 
Ahmad declared it to be a weak narration. 
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712. As-Samma’ bint Busr (RAA) narrated that thc Messen- 
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ger of All&h ^ said, “Do not fast on Saturday unless it is an 
obligatory fast. (Do not fast) even if you do not find anything 
(to eat) except for some grape peelings or the branch of a 
trec, in that case he should chew on it.” Related by the five 
Imams and its narrators are reliable. Imam Malik disapproved 
this narration, and Abu Dawucl said that this narration is abro- 

gated. 200 
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713. Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of Allah 

used to fast morc oftcn on Saturdays and Sundays than on the 
other days. He would say, “They are the 'ids of the polythe- 
ists, and I love to act contrary to what they do.” Related by 
An-Nas&’T and was rendered authentic by Ibn Khuzaimah, and the 
wording is his. 
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714. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah forbade fasting on the day of 'Arafah for the one who is 
actually at 'Arafah (i.e. performing Hajj). Related by the five Im- 


206- Im§m As-San'ani in'Subul As-Salam,’ says that probably Abu Dawud 
says that it is abrogated, because he is referring to the following narra- 
tion of Umm Salamah, who narratcd that the Mcssenger of Allah ^ 
uscd to often fast on Saturdays and Sundays.

Allah ^ intended to make I’tikdf, he would pray the morning pra- 
yer and then he would enter the place of his I'tikaf (i.e. the place, 
which he had prepared for his I’tikd finside the mosque).” Agreed 
upon. 
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721. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated.The Mcsscngcr of Allah ^ used 
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to put his head into (the window of my house) while he was in the 
mosque (performing I'tikaf) and I would comb his hair. When he 
was in I'tikaf he would not entcr the house except for some need.” 
Agreed upon and the wording is from Al-Bukhari’. 
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722. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘It is Sunnah for the one perfo- 
rming I'tikaf not to visit the sick, attend a funeral, or touch his 
wife (with sexual dcsire), nor havc scxual intercourse with her. He 
should also not go out (of the mosquc) exccpt for an cxtreme neces- 


sity, and no I'tikaf is accepted without fasting, 209 or without being 


in a congregational mosque (where Friday prayer is performed).’ 
Related bj r Abu Dawud with an acceptable chain of narrators, but 
scholars say that thc last part (starting: ‘no I'tikaf is accepted...)

'Abbas, i.e. Mawguf and not of the sayings of the Prophet

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724. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘Some of the companions of 
the Prophct ^ were shown in their dreams that the night of 
Qadr 2, ° was in the last seven nights of Ramadan.

of Allah ^ said to them, “It seems that all of your dreams 
agree that (the Night of Qadr) is in the last seven nights, and 
whoever wants to seek that night should do so in the last 
scvcn nights (of Ramadan). ” Agreed upon. 
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725. Mu'awiyah bin Abi Sufian (RAA) narrated, ’The Mes- 
senger of Allah said regarding the night of al-Qadr, “It is the 27 th 

night 211 (of Ramadan ).” Related by Abu Dawud. But it is most 


probably the saying of Mu 'awiyah and not the Prophet 


210- The night of Qadr is the most virtuous night of the year, as Allah says in 
the Qur'^n: "Verily! We have sent it in the night of al-Qadr. And what 
will make you know what the night of al-Qadr is? The night of Al*Qadr 
is better than a thousand months...” (Surah 97). Any action done on that 
night for example, reciting the Qur'3n, making dhikr of Allah, and so on, 
is better than acting for one thousand months, which do not contain the 
night of Qadr. It is to be expected in the last ten days of Ramadan. 

211- Scholars hold different opinions as to when the night of al-Qadr occurs. 
Some are of tho opinion that it is the 21* 1 , some say the 23 rtL others say 
the 25 lh and yet others say that it is the 29^. Some are of the opinion 
that it varies from year to year, but most scholars believe that it is most 
probably the 27 lh of Ramadan due to the hadith related by Ahmad on 
the authority of Ibn 'Umar, that the Messenger of Allah ^ said, “He 
who likes to seek that night should do so on the 27 th

212- Scholars say that if one makcs a vow to perform 1 'tihfif in one of these 
thrce mosques in particular, then lie should fulfill his vow, due to this 
hadith, which indicatcs tliat those mosques have special preference over 
any other mosque. But if someone vows to perform l'tikdf in another 
mosquc, it is not obligatory on him to fulfill it. and he may perform it in 
any place.

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730. JSbir bin 'Abdiillah (RAA) narrated, ‘A Bedouin came to 
the Prophet ^ and said, ‘O Messenger of AllSh!

He replied $§’, “No (it is not compuls- 
ory), but it is better for you to perform it.” Related by Ahmad 
and at-Tirmidhi. Scholars are of the opinion that it is Mawquf. 

Ibn 'Adi narrated with a weak chain of narrators on the authority 

of Jabir (RAA) in a Hadith Marfu ' (connected to the Prophet ^S), 

u Hajj and 'Umrah are eompulsory .” 214 
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731. Anas (RAA) narrated that thc Mcssenger of Allah was 


askcd, ‘What is as-Sabil ? 215> Tlie Messcngcr of Allah -H replied, 

“Provision of food and means to makc the journey.” Related 
by Ad-Daraqutni and rendered authentic by Al-Hakim. 
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732. At-Tirmidhi reported the same hadith on the authority 
oflbn TJmar but with a wcak chain of narrators. 


214- Most scholars hold the opinion Ihat 'Uinrah is Sitnnah and not. a comp- 
ulsory duly. 

215- The man is asking about what is moant by being ablc to pcrform Hfijj as 
mentioned in the verse, “Anrf Hajj is a duty that mankind owes to 
Allah, those who ean afford the iournev .” (3:97). 
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733. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘Tlie Messenger of Allah ^ 
came across somc riders at ar-Rauha ’ (a place near Madinah). He 
asked them, “Who are you?” They rcplied, ‘Who are you?’ He 
replied, “I am the Messcnger of Allah.” A woman then lifted up 
a boy, and asked the Prophet, ‘Will this boy be rewarded for HajjT 

The Messenger of Allah replied, M Yes, and you too will be

phet M replied, “Yes, you may.” This incident took place during

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736. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

isti said,“Any minor (child) who performs Hajj must perform 
it again after coming of age; any slave who performs Hajj 
and is then freed, must perform his Hajj again.” Reported by 
Ibn Shaibah and Al-Baihaqi. Its narrators are authoritative but 
scholars say that it is Mawgiif. 
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737. Ibn 'AbbSs (KAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of 

Allah M saying, “A man must never be alone with a woman unless 
there is a Mahmm 2,7 with her. A woman also may not travel with 
anyone cxcept with a Mafiram (relativc).” A man stood up and as- 
ked, ‘O Messenger of Allah! My wife has gonc for Hajj while I am 
enlisted for such and such a battle, what should I do?’ The Mes- 

sengcr of Allah replied, “Go and join your wife in Hajj.” Agreed 
upon, and the wording is from Muslim. 
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738. Ibn 'Abbds (RAA) narrated, *The Messenger of Allah 
heard a man saying, ‘0 AllAh! Here I am in response to Your call 
(saying Labbayk on behalf...) on behalf of Shubrumah.’ Thc Mes- 

senger of Allah asked him. “Have you performed your own 

Eajf!” He replied, ‘No,’ whereupon thc Prophet told him, “You 
must perform Qajj on your own behalf first, and then per- 
form it on behalf of Shubrumah.” Related by Abu Dawud and 
Ibn Majah. Ibn HibbSn graded it as §ahth. 
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739. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd that the Messcnger of Allah 
M once addresscd us and said, “O People! Hajj has been presc- 


217- A man from among her relatives to whom she is not pcrmitted to marry. 
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ribed for you.” Al-Aqra' bin Habis stood up and asked, ‘0 Pro- 
phet of AllSh! Are we to perform Hajj evcry ycar?” The Messenger 

of Allah $$£ said, “Had I said ‘yes’, it would have become a 
(yearly) obligation. Hcyj is obligatory only once in one’s lif- 
etime. Whatever one does over and above this is superer- 
ogatory (a voluntary act) for him.” Related bj' the five Imams 
except for at-Tirmidhi. 
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740. A similar narration was also related by Muslim on the 
authority of Abu Hurairah. 




Chapter II : Mawaqit: Fixed Times and 
Places For Ihrdm 
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741. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah

km to the north of Makkah) as miqat , 218 For those coming from 


ash-Sham (including Syria, Jordan and Palestine), he specified al- 
Juhfah (a place 187 km to the north-west of Makkah and close to 
Rabigh, wherc they now perform their Ihr&m). For those coming 
from Najd , he specified Qran al-Manazil, (a mountain, 94 km to 
the east of Makkah, overlooking 'Arafah. For those coming from 
Yemen, he specified Yalamlam (a mountain 54 km to the south of 
Makkah. These places are for the people (coming from thc above 


218- A place from where they must declare their intention for Hajj and enter 
the state of Ihram. 
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specified countries) as well as for others, who pass by them on 
their way to perform Hajj or 'Umrah. Thosc living within those 
boundaries can assume Ihrani from where they set out (for the 
journey), and even the residcnts of Makkah, their Miqat would be 
the placc where they are staying in Makkah.’ Agreed upon. 
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742. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ spe- 
cified for those coming from Iraq, Dhat lrq (a place 94 km to the 
north-east of Makkah) as their Miqat.’ Rclatcd by Abu DawOd and 
An-Nas&’i. 
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743. Muslim related a similar narration on the authority of 
Jabir, but it is most probably Mawguf. 
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744. Al-Bukhari reported that it was 'Umar, who spccified 
Dhdt 'Irq as the miqat (of those coming from Iraq). 219 
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745. Ibn 'AbbSs narrated that the Messenger of Allah ^ spe- 
cified al-'Aqiq (a part of Dhdt 7 rq) for those coming from the east.’ 
Related by Ahmad, AbO Dawud and An-Nas&’i. 


219- After al-Basrah and al-Kufah were conquered. 
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746. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘We left Madinah with the Mes- 


senger of Allah M to perform thc Farcwell Hajj. Some of us decal- 
red Ihr&m to perform 'Ummh, juhile othcrs declared their inten- 
tions to perform both Hajj and 'Umrah. Yet others declared their 


Thram to perform Hajj only. The Prophet M declared Ihram for 
Hajj only. Those who intendcd 'Umrah terminated their Ihram as 
soon as they finished the rituals of 'Uinrah. Those who intendcd 
to perform Hajj only or to combine Hajj with ’Umrah , did not ter- 
minate ihcir l hram until the Day of Slaughtering (i.e. the day of 
sacrifice or 'Idul Ad-hd).’ Agreed upon. 



Chapter IV : The Etiguettes oflhram 
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747. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narratcd, Thc Messenger of All&h 
used to start saying thc Talbiyah (after entering the statc of 
Ihram) from the mosque of Dhul Hulaifah (i.e. from the Miqdt of 
Madinah).’ Agreed upon. 
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748. KhallSd bin as-Sa’ib narrated on the authority of his 

father, ‘The Mcsscnger of Allah ^ said, u Jibril (peace be upon 
him) came to me and told me: ‘Command your Companions 
to raise their voices when saying Taibiyah > ” Rclated by the 
five Imams and rcndered authentic bj' At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hib- 
bSn. 
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749. Zaid bin Thabit (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Messengcr of 

Allah intended to make Ikram for Hajj, hc would wash, and 
take off his ordinary clothes (and put on his white Ihram)” Rela- 
ted by At-Tirmidhi w'ho declared it to be Hadtth_ Hasan. 
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750. Ibn TJmar (RAA) narratcd, ‘The Messenger of Allah ‘M 
was askcd about what the person who is in a state of Ihram 
( Muhrim ) should wear. He answcrcd, “A person in the state of 
Ihram is not allowed to wear a sewn shirt, a turban, trous- 

ers, a hooded robe, shoes or sewn slippers (KhufP 20 ), unless 

one is unable to find unsown slippers, then he may wear 
his Khuff or shoes provided one cuts them below the ank- 
les, and you must not wear clothing that has been dyed 
with sweet smelling fragrance (such as saffron).” Agreed 
upon, and the wording is from Muslim. 


220- Lcather foot-wear which covers thc anklcs 
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751. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘I used to apply perfume to the 
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Prophet ^ when he intended to enter the state of Ihram, before 
he put on his Ihram (garments). And again when he ended his 
state of Ihram, but before he had made Tawaf around the Ka ‘bah. ‘ 


221 Agreed upon. 
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752. TJthman bin 'Aflan (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of All&h M said, “A Muhrim (one in the statc of Ihram) must not 
contract marriage, nor help others contract marriage, nor 
get engaged to marry.* Related by Muslim. 
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753. Abu Qatadah Al-Ansari (RAA) narrated concerning his 
hunting a zebra while he is not in a state of Iljram, 222 that ‘AllSh’s 


221- Perfume may be used on the body as well as on the Hajj garments, but 
only before making the intention to enter the state of Djrdm. 

222- Abu Qatadah reported that A114h’ s Messenger i»S went out to perform 

Hcijj and they accompanicd him. The Prophet % dispatched a group, inc- 
luding Abu Qat&dah, and told them to follow the seashore until they 
meet him again. All of them except for Abu Qatadah were in the state of 
Ihram. On the way, they saw a herd of zebras. Abu QatSdah caught a 
female zebra and they all ate from its meat, but they wondered if it was 
permissible for them to eat of it as they were in the state of Ihrdm 
(because it is not permissible for the onc in the state odhr&m to engage 
in hunting or eating land game). Then they carried thc rest of the moat 
to thc Prophet and told him thc whole story.

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754. As-Sa'b bin Jath-thamah al-Laithi (RAA) narrated, ‘He 
presented to the Prophet ^ the meat of a zebra while he was in 

the area known as al-Abwa’ or Waddan. The Prophet -M declined 
it, and said to him, “We declined your present only beeausc 

we are in the state of Ihr&m.” 223 Agreed upon. 
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755. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Thc Mcssenger of AllSh 
said, “Five kinds of animals are vicious and harmful, and 
they may be killed outside or inside the sacred area of 
Haram (Sanctuary). These are: the scorpion, the kite, the 
crow, the mouse, and the rabid dog.” Agreed upon. 


(as in the hadith). Scholars deduced from thiB story that it is permissible 
for the Muhrim to cat land game as long as he did not ask for it to be 
hunted, pointed it out to the person who hunted it or helped in the hunt.

758. Abfi Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘When Allah, the Most 
High grantcd His Messenger ^ victory on the conquest of Mak- 

kah, the Prophet ^ addressed the people, so hc glorified Allah 
and praised Him, and said, “Allah withheld the elephant from 


224- In another narration: of dates. 
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Makkah 225 and empowered His Messenger and the believ- 

ers over it. It has not been made lawful (i.e. fighting in it) for 
anyone before me, but it has been lawful for me only for a 
few hours on that day (of the conquest), and it will not be 
made lawful to anyone after mc (to entcr it fighting). Its wild 
game must not be frightened, its thorns are not to be cut. 
No one is allowed to pick up lost articles ( Luqatah ) uniess 
he announces it (what he has found) publicly (in order to re- 
turn it to the owner). If anyone has someone murdered inside 
its boundaries, then he has the choice of the best of two 
options (i.e. either to accept compensation, i.e. blood money or to 
retaliate).

Messenger of Allah ^ said, “Ibrahim declared Makkah as a 
Haram (Sanctuary) and made supplication for its people, 
and I declare Madinah to be a Haram just as Ibrahim dec- 
lared Makkah as a Haram , and I made supplication for its 
Mudd and Sa' (refer to hadith no. 650), just as Ibrahim made 
supplication for the people of Makkah.” Agreed upon. 
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225- Referring to the Abyssinian expedition against Makkah, meaning to des- 
troy the Ka'bah, but Allah, protected His Sacred House, and they went 
back defeatcd aftcr Allah sent flocks of birds on them (Surah 105).

Chapter V : Description ofHajj Rituals and 
Entering Makkah 
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761. Jabir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Mcssenger of 

Allah ^ performed Hajj (on the 10 th year of Hijrah), and we set 
out with him (to perform Hajj). Whcn we reached Dhul-Hulaifah, 
Asma’ bint 'Umais gave birth to Muhammad Ibn Abi Bakr. She 

sent a message to the Prophet ^ (asking him what she should do). 
He said, “Take a bath, bandage your private parts and make 

the intention for Ihram .” The Prophet ^ then prayed in the 
mosque and then mounted al-Qaswa’ (his she-camel) and it stood 
erect with him on its back at al-Baida’ (the place where hc started 
his Ihram). He then started pronouncing the Talbiyah, saying: 

u Labbaika Allahumma labbaik labbaika la sharika laka 
labbaik, innal hamda ivan-ni'mata laka wal mulk, la sha- 
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rika lak (O Allah! I hastcn to You. You havc no partner. 1 hasten 
to You. All praise and grace is Yours and all Sovereignty too; You 
have no partner). When we came with him to the House (of Allah), 
he placed his hands on the Black Stone ( Hajar al Aswad ) and kis- 
sed it. He tlien started to make scvcn circuits (round the Ka 'bah ), 
doing ramal (trotting) in three of thcm and walking (at his normal 
pace) four other circuits. Then going to the place of Ibrahtm ( Maq - 
ani Ibrahim), there he prayed two rak'at. IIc then returned to the 
Black Stone ( Hajar al Aswad) placcd his hands on it and kissed it. 
Then he went out of the gate to Safa, and as he approached it, he 
recited: “Verily as-Safa and Marwah are among the signs 
appointed by Allah, ”(2:158), adding,“I begin with what Allah 
began.” He first mounted as-Safa until he saw the House, and 
facing thc Qiblah he declared the Oneness of Allah and glorified 
Him and said: ‘La ilaha illa-llah wahdahu la shar-ika lahu, 
lahul mulk wa lahul hamd, wa huwa 'ala kulli shai’in qa - 
deer, la ilaha illa-llahu wahdahu anjaza wa'dahu, wa nas- 
ara 'abdahu, wa hazamal ahzaba wahdah’ (There is no God 
but Allah, He is One, and has no partner. His is the dominion, and 
His is thc praise and He has Powcr over all things. There is no 
God but. Allah alone, Who fulfdled His promisc, helpecl His ser- 
vant and dcfeated the confederates alone.”) He said these words 
three timcs making supplications in betwccn. He then desccnded 
and walked towards Marwah, and whcn his feet touched the bot- 
tom of the vallcy, he ran; and whcn hc began to ascend, he walked 
(at his normal pace) until he reached Marwah. There he did as he 
had done at Safa 

When it was thc day of Tarwiyah (8 Lh of Dhul-Hijjah) they went to 
Mina and put on the Ihram for Hajj and the Messenger of Allah 

rode his mount, and there he led thc Dhuhr (noon), 'Asr (after- 
noon), Maghrib (sunset), 'Isha and Fajr (dawn) prayers. He then 
waited a little until the sun had risen, and commanded that a tent 
be pitched at Namirah (close to Arafcit). The Messenger of Allah 

continuod on until hc came to 'Arafah and hc found that the 
tent had been pitched for him at Namirah . There hc got down un- 
til the sun had passed its meridian; he commanded that al-Qasw&’ 
be brought and saddled for him, then he camc to the bottom of thc 
vallcy, and addressed the pcoplc with the well-known sermon 
Khutbat al-Wadd’ (the Farewell Sermon). Then the Adhdn was 

pronounccd and later on the Iqdmah and the Prophet led thc 
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Dhuhr (noon) prayer. Then anothcr Iqamah was pronounced and 

the Prophet M led the 'Asr (afternoon) prayer and he observed no 
other praycr in between the two. 

The Messenger of Allah ^ thcn mounted his camel and came to 
thc placc where he was to stay. He madc his she-camcl, al-Qasw&’, 
turn towards the rocky side, with the pcdcstrian path lying in 
front of him. He faced the Qiblah, and stood there until the sun 
set, and the yellow light diminishcd somewhat, and the disc of the 
sun totally disappeared. He pulled the nose string of al-Qaswa so 
forcefully that its head touched the saddle (in order to keep her 
under perfect control), and pointing with his right hand, advised 
the people to be moderate (in speed) saying: “O people! Calmn- 
ess! Calmness!” Whenever hc passed over an elevated tract of 
land, he slightly loosened the nose-string of his camel until she 
climbed up. This is how he reached al-Muzdalifah. There he led 
the Maghrib (sunset) and 'lsha prayers with one Adhan and two 
Iqamas, and did not pray any optional prayers in betwcen them. 

The Messenger of Allah ^ thcn lay down until dawn and then 
offercd thc Fajr (dawn) prayer with an Adhan and an lqamah 
w>hen the morning light was clcar. He again mountcd al‘Qaswa\ 
and when he came to Al-Mash'ar Al-Haram (The Sanctuary Land- 
mark, which is a small mountain at al-Muzdalifah ) he faced the 
Qiblah, and supplicatcd to AllSh, Glorified Him, and pronounced 
His Uniqueness and Oneness, and kept standing until the dayli- 
ght was very clear. Thcn he sct off quickly before the sun rose, 
until he came to the bottom of the valley of Muhassir where he 
urgcd hcr ( al-Qaswa j a little. Hc followed the middle road, which 
comes out at the greatest Jamarah (one of thc three stoning sites 
called Jamrat-ul Aqabah), he came to Jamarah which is near the 
tree. At this he threw seven small pebbles, saying, Allahu Akbar' 
while throwing each of them in a manner in which small pebbles 
are thrown (holding them with his fmgers) and this he did while 
at the bottom of the valley. 

He thcn went to thc place of sacrifice, and sacrificed sixty-three 
(camels) with his own hand (hc brought 100 camels with him and 

he askcd 'Ali to sacrifice the rest). The Messenger of Allah ^ 
again rode and came to the House (of Allah), whcrc he performed 
Tawaf Al-lfadah and offercd thc Dhuhr prayer at Makkah...’ Mus- 
lim transmitted this hadith through a very long narration descri- 

bing the full details of thc Hajj of the Prophet 
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762. Khuzaimah bin Tliabit (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Mes- 


senger of Allah ^ finished his Talbiyah whether in Hajj or 'Um- 
rah, he wouJd ask Allah for His good pleasure and acceptance and 
ask Ilim for Paradise, and would seck refuge in Him from Hell.’ 
Related by Ash-Shafi'i with a weak chain of narrators. 
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763. Jdbir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 
said, “I have offered my sacrifice here (at Mina ) and all of 
Mina is a place for slaughtering, so sacrifice wherc you are 


staying (at Mind). And I have stopped here 227 (at 'Arafat) and 


all of Arafat is a stopping place (for the Day of Arafah on thc 
9 th of Dhul-Hijjah). And I have stood hcre, and all of Jam' 
(meaning al Muzdalifah ) is a place for standing.” Related by 
Muslim. 
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764. A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Messenger of Allah 


came to Makkah, he entered from its higher side (a place now 
called al-Mu'alld gate) and went out from its lower side (now cal- 
led Kuda).’ Agreed upon. 


227- Thc pilgrim is not literary askod to stand at Amfah on that day.but just 
to bo physically and mentally present there, whcther he is asleep, awa- 
ko, riding, lying down etc. 
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765. Wlienever Ibn 'Umar (RAA) came to Makkah he would 
spend the night at Dhi Tuwa valley (near Makkah), and in the 
morning he would bathe. ‘Ibn 'Umar used to say that this is what 

the Messenger of Allah $§, used to do.’ Agrced upon. 
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766. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that he used to kiss the Black 
Stone and prostrate himself on it. Relatcd by Al-Hakim and Al- 

Baihaqi. 228 
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767. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of Allah 

commanded them to trot for three circuits and walk (with a 
normal pace) for four circuits, bctween the two comers (The Black 
Stonc and thc Ycmeni corner). Agreed upon. 
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768. Ibn Umar (RAA) narrated that whcnever he made Ta- 
waf _ round the Ka'bah, he would trot during the first three circuits 


228- This hadith is reported to be weak, as it is reported with a weak chain of 
narrators. It has only been confirmed that the Messenger of Aliah 
placed his hands on the Black Stonc and lcissed it, not that he prost* 
rated on it. The hadith of 'Umar (no. 770) provos this. 
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and walk the remaining four. 

In another version, ‘I saw the Messenger of Allah when he 
made Tawaf [ whether on Hajj or 'Unirah, that he would trot for 
thc first three circuits (of Tawaf) and walk for the remaining four.’ 
Agrccd upon. 
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769. Ibn 'IJmar (RAA) narratcd, ‘I never saw the Prophet ^ 
touch (place his hands on) any other part of thc Ka'bah except the 
two corncrs: The Black Stonc and thc Yemeni comer.’ Related by 
Muslim. 
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770. 'Umar (RAA) narrated that he kissed the Black St.one 
and said, ‘I know that you are a stonc and can neither benefit any- 

one nor harm anyone. Had I not secn Allah’s Messenger M kissing 
you, I would not have kissed you.’ Agreed upon. 
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771. Abu At-lufail (RAA) nairated, ‘I saw Allah’s Messenger 


^ making Taw&f round the Ka’bah, and he was touching the 
comcr (of the Black Stonc) with a stick that he had with him and 
then kissing thc stick.’ Related by Muslim. 
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772. Ya'li bin Umaiyah (RAA) narratcd, The Messenger of 
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Allah made the Tawaf while wearing a green Yemcni mantle, 
bringing it up from under his right armpit while covering the left 
shoulder.’ Related by the fivc Im&ms except for An-Nasfi’i. At- 
Tirmidhi graded it as §ahih. 
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773. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘When we assumed Ihram (for 
Hajj or 'Umrah ) some of us raised their voices with Talbiyah and 
nobody objected to that, and others raised their voices with Takbir 
and no one objected to that (which means that saying Allahu 
Ahbar ‘Allah is the Greatest’, or reciting thc Talbiyah are both 
acceptable during Ihram).’ Agrccd upon. 
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774. Ihn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
sent me at night from al-Muzdalifah (to Mina) with the weak 

members of his family (women and children).’ 229 Agrced upon. 
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775. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Saudah(thc wifc of thc Prophct 

$f) asked his permission, on the night of al-Muzdalifah, to leave 
earlier (to Mina) as she was a heavy and slow woman.’ The Pro- 

phet jHg gave her pennission.’ Agreed upon. 
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776. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated, The Mcssenger of Allah 
said to us, M Do not throw the pebbles at Jamrah al-'Aqabah 


229- It is Sunnah to spcnd the night at Muzdalifah and start going to Mmd 
after Fajr. This narration however, indicates that it is permissible for 
the women and children (the weak members on the journey) to lcave to 
MinA at night. 
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until sunrise.” Related by the five Imams except An-Nasa*i, but 
with a disconnected chain of narrators. 
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777. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Prophet ^ sent Umm Sal- 
amah on the night of the 10 th (beforc the day of the Sacrifice) and 
she threw her pebbles before dawn, after which she returned to 
Makkah to perform Taw&f' Related by Abu Dawud. 
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778. 'Urwah bin Mudarras (RAA) narrated that the Messcn- 

ger of Allah said, “Anyonc who offcred this praycr -at al- 
MiLzdalifah- along with us, and waitcd with us until we ret- 
urned to Mina, and he stayed at 'Arafat (on the 9 Ul ) before 
that by night or day, he would have completed thc prcs- 
cribed duties of Hajj .” Related by the five Imams. At-Tirmidhi 
and Ibn Khuzaimah graded it as §ahih. 
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779. TJmar (RAA) narrated, ‘The pagans did not use to depart 
from Muzdalifah until the sun had risen, and they would say, ‘Let 
thc sun shine on Thabir (the highest mountain in Makkah). The 

Messenger of Allah ^ contradicted thern and departed from Muz- 
dalifah. before sunrise.’ Related by Al-BukJiari. 
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780. Ibn 'Abbas and UsSmah bin Zaid (RAA) narrated, The 

Messengcr of Allah kept on reciting Talbiyah until he threw 
the pebbles at Jamrat-ul. 'Agabah..’ Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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781. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that he kept the 
Ka'bah on his left and Min& on his right and threw the seven peb- 
bles of Jamrat-ul 'Aqabah. He thcn said, This is the location 
where the one on whom stirah al-Baqarah ( surah no. 2) was rcve- 

aled 230 (i.e. the Messenger of Allah ^).’ Agreed upon. 
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782. Jabir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

AllSh threw Jamrat-ul ‘ Aqabah on the Day of Sacrifice (the 9 ll > 
of Dhul Hijjah) in the forenoon. On the following days he thrcw 
them when the sun had passed its meridian.’ Rclated by Muslim. 
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2.30- He is referring to the place where the Messenger of Allah '%& stood to 
throw the pebblcs. 
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783. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that he used to throw the 
pebbles of al-Jamrcit ud-Duniya (the Jamrah near to the Khaif 
mosque) with seven small pebbles, and would recite Takbir when 
throwing each pebble. Thcn he would go ahead until he reached 
the bottom of the valley, whcre he would stand for quite a long 
time facing the direction of the Qiblah, and raising his hands, 
while supplicating All&h. Then he went and threw seven pebbles 
at the second Jamrah ( al-Jainarah al-Wosta) while saying Alla.hu 
Akbar with cach throw. He would then turn to the left of the bot- 
tom of the valley, stand thcrc facing the Qi.blah and supplicating 
to Allah with his hands raised. Then he went to Jam.rat.-ul 'Aqa- 
bah, threw scven pebbles at it, uttering the Takbir with cach 
throw. After that he left and did not pausc. He would then say, ‘I 

saw the Prophet ^ doing like this.’ Rclatcd by Al-Bukhari. 
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784. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of AllSh 


^ said, “May Allah bless those who shaved.” The Companions 
asked him, ‘O AlltUVs Messonger, what about those who cut their 
hair short?’ They repoated their question twice (and each timc he 

repeated his saying, ‘May Allah blcss those who shaved. ,231 )On the 


third time, the Messenger of AllSh then said,“And (may Allah 
bless) those who cut their hair short.” Agreed upon. 
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231- In one version of this hadith, the Messenger of Allflh jj| madc a supplica- 
tion for those who shaved three timcs, and in the fourth he supplicated 
Alltlh for those who cut their hair short. In anothcr version he supplica- 
ted for those who shaved twice, and the third time he supplicated Allah 
for those who cut their hair short. 
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785. 'Abdullah Ibn 'Amro bin al-'As (RAA) narrated that the 

Messenger of Allah $§ stood in Mina during the Farewell Hajj, 
while the people asked him questions and he answercd them. A 
man asked, ‘O Prophet of Allah! I was not alert and I shaved my 

head beforc slaughtering my animal?’ The Prophet said,“There 
is no harm, go and slaughter your animal.” Another man as- 
ked, ‘I slaughtered thc animal before I threw the pebbles?’ Prophet 

said, “There is no harm, go and throw your pebbles.” The 

narrator said:“Whoever askcd the Prophet ^ about anything done 
before or after the other he told him “No harm done. Go and do 
(whatever you missed).” Agreed upon. 
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786. Al-MaisCr bin Makhramah (RAA) nan-ated, ‘The Mes- 


senger of Allah sacrificed his animal before he shaved and com- 
manded his companions to do so.’ Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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787. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of All&h % 
said, “When one of you threw the pebbles and shaved his 
hair, everything including perfume becomes lawful for him 
except women (i.e. scxual intercourse).” Rclated by Ahmad and 
Abii Dawud with a weak chain of narrators. 
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788. Ibn Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messengcr of Allah 



^ said, “Women (pilgrims) so not have to shave (their heads); 
they may only shorten their hair.”Rclated by Abd Dawud with 
a good chain of narrators.

Muttalib asked permission from the Prophet ^ to stay at Makkah

Zamzam) to thc pilgrims, and the Prophet M allowed him.’ Agreed 
upon. 
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790. Asim bin 'Adi (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah excused thc herdsmen of camels from sleeping at Mina 
and asked thcm to throw pebbles on the day of sacrifice (i.e. throw 
Jamrat-ul 'Aqabah and they do not have to spend the night at 
Mina), and then to throw the pebbles of the next day and the day 
after (i.e. of the ll th and the l^^combined (on the 12 th ), and then 
throw pebbles again on the 13 tlv ' Related by the five Im&ms. At- 
Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibban graded it as §ahih. 
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791. Abu Bakrah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allfih 

'M delivered a sermon to us on the Day ofNahr (sacrifice) (and the 
nanrator mcntioned the sermon.).’ Agreed upon. 
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792. Sarr&’ bint NabhSn 232 (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

AllSh $§ delivered a sermon to us on the second day of sacrifice, 
‘ Yaum ar-Ru’us’ (ll lh of Dhul -Hijjah) and said, “Is this not thc 

middle of the days of Tashrig? ” 233 Related by Abu Dawud. 
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793. 'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd, ‘The Messenger of Allah said 
to her, “Your Taw&fby the Ka'bah and your Sa't between 
Saf& and Marwah is sufficient for both your Hajj and 
'Umrah (i.e. one 2jflu>&/Land one §a 'i are sufficient as she combi- 
ned Ufljj and 'Umrah.)' Related by Muslim. 
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794. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

$$ did not trot during the seven circuits made in the final Taw&f 
when he returned to Makkah.’ Related by the five Imams except 
at-Tirmidhi. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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232- She was mistress of a temple in pre-lslamic days. 

233- The days of Tashrtq are ll lh , 12 ,u , and 13 lh of Dhul Htjjah, but probablv 
the Prophet dfe means that it is the best of its days, or maybe the middle 
counting the day of sacrifice with them, as 'Yaum ar-Ru’us’ is by cones- 
nsus the ll ,h . 
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795. Anas (RAA), narrated, The Messenger of Allah $$ rested 
for a while at al-Muhat&ab (a valley opening at al-Abtah between 
Makkah and Mina) prayed Dhuhr. Asr, Maghrib and 'lsha’ pra- 
yers after which he rode to the Ka'bah and made Tawaf.’ Related 
by Al-Bukhari.

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798. Ibn Az-Zubair (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah M said, “Offering prayer in my mosque (in Madinah) is 
better than one thousand prayers elscwhere, save for those 
offered prayer in al-Masyid al-Haram (in Makkah). And pra- 
yer offered in al-Ma^jid al-Hardm is better than prayer 
offered in my mosque by one hundred prayers.” Related by 
Ahmad and Ibn Hibban graded it as §ahih. 
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Chapter VI : Missing the Pilgrimage or being 
detained (Ih-sar) 
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799. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, 'When the Prophet was 
prevented from performing ’Umrah (by Quraish) he shaved his 
head, had intcrcoursc with his wivcs and slaughtered his animal. 
Thc next year hc pcrformed 'Umrah to makc up for the year that 
he had missed.’ Related by Al-Bukh§ri. 
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800. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ 
went to visit Duba'ah bint. Az-Zubair bin 'Abdul Muttalib. She 
said to him, ‘O Mcssenger of Allah I have made the intention to 
perform Hajj but I am suffering from an illness.’ He said to her, 

“Pcrform Hajj but set a condition that you shall be relieved 
of the Ihrarn whenever you are prevented (due to illness. 


etc..).” 234 Agreed upon. 
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234- This indicates that a ntuhrim car> preset a condition that if he is prcven- 
ted from porforming Ufijj or ’Umrah then he is relieved from his Ihr&m 
whenever he is prevented. 
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801. Ikrimah narrated on the authority of Al-Hajjaj bin 'Amro 

al-Ansari (RAA), that the Messenger of Allah ^ said, <4 If anyone 
breaks (a leg) or bccomes lame (while he was performing Hajj 
or Umrah ) hc is released from him Ihram and must perform 
Hajj the next year.’ 'Ikrimah said, ‘I asked Ibn 'Abb&s and Abu 
Hurairah about this statement of Al-Hajjaj, and they said that he 
had spoken the truth. Related by thc five Imams. At-Tirmidhi 
graded it as Hasan

Book VII: Business Transactions 
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Chapter I: Conditions ofBusiness Transactions 
and Those ivhich are Forbidden 
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802. Rifa'ah bin R&ff (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ was asked, ‘Which type of eaming is the best?’ He said, 
“A tnan’s earning through working with his own hands, 
and every business transaction which is approved (which is 
Halal and free of cheating etc...).* Related by Al-Bazzar and al- 
Hakim graded it as §_ahih 
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803. J&bir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narratcd, ‘He heard the Mes- 


senger of All&h ^ say in the year of the Conquest (of Makkah) 
while he was in Makkah, “Allah has prohibited the sale of alc- 
ohol, dead animals, pigs, and idols.” Peoplc asked, ‘O Messen- 
ger of Allah! What about the fat of dead animals, it is used for 
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greasing boats and skins and people use it for making oil for 

lamps.’ He said, ‘No, it is Haram.” The Messenger of Allah 
then added, “May Allah curse the Jews, for Allah made the 
fat <of animals) Haram (unlawful) for them, yet they melted 
the fat, sold it and ate its price.” Agreed upon. 
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804. Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of 

AllSh say, “When two business dealers dispute (over a bus- 
iness dcaling) and none of them has evidence to prove his 
case, the final word is left to the seller or they may both 
abandon the deal.” Related by the five Imams and al-Hakim 
graded it as Sahih 
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805. Abu Mas'ud al-Ansari (RA/\) narrated, ‘The Messenger 

of Allah prohibited taking thc pricc of a dog, the earnings of a 
prostitute and the fees taken by a soothsayer.’ Agreed upon. 
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806. Jabir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narrated, ‘That he was once 
traveling on his camel which had become so slow that hc intcnded 

to get rid ofit. Thc Prophet ^ passed by (after Jabir told him the 
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story), and poked the camel with his stick, and askcd Jabir to ridc 
it again. The camel was much faster than it had ever been before. 

The Messenger of Allah ^ then said to Jabir, “Sell it to me for 
one Uqiyah(ounce) of gold.” J&bir said, ‘No.’ He again said, “Sell 
it to me for one Uqiyah of gold”. Jabir says, ‘I sold it for one 
Uqiyah and stipulated that I should ride it to my house.’ When we 

reached(Madinah) I took that camel to the Prophet ^ and he gave 
me its price. I returned home but he sent for me (and whcn I went 
to hiin) he said, “Do you think that I asked you to reduce the 
price to take your camel? Takc your camel and your money 
it is all yours.” Agreed upon and this is Muslim's version. 
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807. Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘A man decided that a slave of his 
would be free after his death, but the man had no other property. 

The Messenger of Allah took the slave and called (the people) 

for one to buy him (from the Prophet ^), and he sold him.’ 235 

Agreed upon.

Then 
eat (the rest of) your clarified butter.” Related by Al-Bukh- 
ari. Ahmad and an-Nasa’i added the following, ‘in solid clarificd 
butter’. 


235- In the narration of' Al-Bukhftrt, Nu'aim bin 'Abdullah bought him and 
paid 800 Dirhams. Scholars say that this Hadith is evidence that the 
rulcr can sel! the property of a man who is bankrupt and divide the 
money among his debtors or give it to him to spend (as in this Hadith). 
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809. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Ah 

lah ^ said, “If a mouse fell into a pot of clarified butter, and 
the butter is solid, take it (the mouse) and what is around it 
out and throw it away. But if the butter was melted (i.e. in a 
liquid state) do not touch it (i.e. throw it all away)” Related by 
Ahmad and Abu Dawud. Al-Bukhari and Abu HAtim ruled it to bc 
weak. 
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810. Abu Az-Zubair (RAA) narrated, ‘I asked Jabir about the 
price of cats and dogs.’ He answered me, The Messcnger of Allah 

ife' rebuked that.’ Related by Muslim. In a version by An-NasS’i, he 

added, “Except. that of a hunting dog.” 236 
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236- There is a consensus ainong the scholars about the price of Lhe dog cxc- 
ept the one used for hunting or guarding. They differed over the price of 
a cat, but they agreed to selling it if it is used for a certain benefit. 
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811. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Barirah came to me and said, 
‘I have made an agreement with my masters to pay them nine 
Uqiyas (ounces, of gold) (in installments) one Uqiyah per year, so 
please help me (to pay thc money).’ 'A’ishah replied, ‘I am ready to 
pay the whole amount now provided your masters agree that your 

Wala ’ 237 will be for me.’ Barirah went back to her masters and told 


them about that offer but they refused to accept it. She returned, 

and at that time, the Messenger of Allah $£. was present (at 
'A’ishah’s house). Barirah said to 'A’ishah, "I told them about the 
offer but they did not accept it and insisted on having the Wala’ 

for themselves.’ Thc Prophet “M heard that, and 'A’ishah narrated 
the whole story to him. Hc then said to her, “Buy her and stip- 
ulate that the Wala’ should be yours, as Wald’ is (lcgally) 
for the manumitter.” 'A’ishah (RAA) did so and the Messenger 

of Allah 5 % stood up in ffont of the people, and after glorifying and 
praising Allah, he said, “What about the people who impose 
conditions which are not in Allah’s Book (i.e. contradictory to 
Islamic SharUah )? “Every condition that is not found in the 
Book of Allah is invalid, even if its number is one hundred. 
Allah's decisions are the right ones and His conditions are 
the firmer ones, and the Wala’ is for the manumitter.” Agre- 
ed upon and the wording is from Al-Bukhari. 

In Muslim’s version, “Buy her and manumit her, and stip- 
ulate that her Wala’ loyalty is yours.” 


237- Watti' rcfors U> the right. of inheriling the property of a manumitted slavc 
after his death. Thc onc who has the most right to inherit from him is 
the one who manumittcd him. 
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812. Ibn 'Uraar (RAA) narrated, ‘TJmar (RAA) prohibited sel- 
ling the mothers of children 238 and said, ‘She is not to be sold, 


given as a gifit, or inherited, but her owner is to enjoy her (in sexu- 
al intercoursc) as long as he livcs. When he dies she becomes free.’ 
Relatcd by Malik and Al-Baihaqi. 
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813. Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘We used to sell our slave women 
who are mothers of children, during the lifetime of the Prophet ■$££, 
and he did not object to it.’ 239 Related by An-Nasa’i, Ibn Majah ad- 
D&raqutni and Ibn Hibban gi*adcd it as Sahih. 
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814. Jabir (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Allah $g 
prohibited the sale of excess water.’ 210 Related by Muslim. In ano- 


238- Thc molher of a child is the female slave who gave birth to a child, wh- 
ose father is her Master. The child is consequcntly free, and she is not to 
be sold after that. 

239- Inuinr aa-San Ytni m 'Subul as Salam' says, that it is only 'Umar who 
prohibitcd her being sold, and it is not a consensus among the compa- 
nions that she is not to be sold.

The seller tells him, ‘It is for 
such and such amount. of cash and for such and such amount of delayed 
payment and they depart whilc bcing uncertain without having deter- 
mined anything. This form is prohibited. Some scholars say that onc of 
its forms is to make a double deal, one says I sell you my horse on the 
condition that you scll mc your slavc. 
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822 . 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on his father’s authority who 
reported from his grandfather (RAA) that the Messenger of Allah 

'M said,“It is prohibited to have a loan combined with a saie 

(in one dcal), 2 ^ or having two conditions in a sale, or claimi- 


ng a profit on something which is not in your possession . 215 

There is no selling what is not in your possession/ Related 
by the five Imams.

245- As long as thc goods are still in the possession of the seller, the profit 
belongs to him until the transaction is complete. So he is the one who 
gains any profil or bears any loss. The buyer cannot claim any profit 
until he possesses the goods. 

246- It is a form of prohibited sales in which a nonrefundable deposit is paid 
towards the price of an item. If the buyer decides to keep it, the deposit 
is part of the price, but if he does not, then the seller kccps the deposit.

^ said, “Thc seller and the buyer have the right to go ahead

Riba ). Sell the lesser quality datcs for Dirhams (money) and 
then buy the good quality dates with the Dirhams you rece- 
ived.”

the Prophet he said, “Do not sell it until its contents (gold 
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and gems)are distinguished(and the weight of each is known)” 
Related by Muslim. 



861. Samurah bin Jundub (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

Allah ^ prohibited selling animals for animals on delayed paym- 
ents.’ Related by the five Imams. At-Tirmidhi and Ibn al-Garud 
graded it as §aliih. 
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862. Ibn "Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of Al- 
lah say, “Whcn you practice ‘al-inah sale^ 65 getting hold 


of the tails of the cows (i.e. getting busy with plowing and lea- 
ving Jihad)\ feeling content with agriculture and neglecting 
Jihad , Allah will bring upon you humiliation and disgrace, 
which He will not lift until you revert to your religion.” 

Related by Abu Dawud with a weak chain of narrators. Ahmad 
related a similar narration on the authority of 'Ata' with a reliable 
chain of narrators. lbn al-Qattan graded it as Sahih.

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Allah ^ said, “If anyone intercedes for his brother(in Islam) 
and he is given a present (in return for his favor) and he acce- 
pts it, he is guilty of practicing a great type of Riba” Rela- 
ted by Ahmad and Abu DawOd with a weak chain of narrators.

StUifi '1 and Abu Hanlfcih are of the opinion that if the fruit was sold 
before being ripe, while it was still on the tree, then the seller is not to 
take any money as it is prohibited to sell fruit before it is ripc (whilc on 
the tree), but if they are sold after becoming ripo, then the seller is not 
to repay the buyer ony of the price.

them back than anybody else.” Agreed upon. 
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278- Suspension of dealings for the insane and children. . 
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887. Abu Dawud and Malik transmitted on the authority Abu 
Bakr bin 'Abdur Rahman in a HadUh Mursal, “If anyone sells 
goods on credit to a man who went bankrupt, and has not 
paid him any of the price of the goods, then if the very 
picce of goods (which he sold) are with that man, he is more 
entitled to take them back (than anybody clse). And if the 
buyer dies, the owner of the goods is then equivalent to the 
other creditors (i.e. hc is no more entitled than them in taking 
his goods back).” 
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888. Abu Dawud and Ibn Majah rclated the same U_adtth on 
the authority of 'Umar bin Khaladah, ‘We went to AbO Hurairah 
(RAA) to tell him about one of our friends who had gone bankrupt. 
He said, “I shall certainly judge among you with the same judg- 

ment of the Prophet “If anyone becomes bankrupt or dies 
and the owner of thc goods finds the very piece of goods 
which he sold, he is more cntitled to take them back (than 
anybody else).”

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889. 'Amro bin ash-Sharid narrated on the authority of his 

father (RAA) that the Messenger of Allah ^ said, “Lingering in

Perhaps at-Tirmidhi 
considered it reliable as it was narrated through many chains of 
narrators. 
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897. Ibn Ilibban rendered it as a Hadith Sahih on the autho- 
rity of Abu Hurairah. 
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898. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Al- 

lah ^ said, “No one should prevent his neighhor from fixing 
a wooden peg in his wall.” Abu Hurairah then said (to his com- 
panions), ‘Why do I find you averse to it? By Allah, I will always 
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keep narrating it to you (to remind you of this hadith).’ Agreed 
upon.

Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘A man from among us died, so we 
made Ghusl for him and shrouded him, and we brought him to the 

Prophet and said, ‘Shall we offer the funeral prayer {Janazah ) 

for him?’ Allah’s Messenger ^ made a few steps forward and then 
said, “Is he in debt?” We replied, Tes, two DTnars (that he owes 

to somebody).’ The Messenger of Allah ^ thcn turned away, but 
Abu QatSdah took upon himself the responsibility to pay the debt. 

Wc then went back to the Prophet ^ and AbO Qatadah said, ‘I sh- 

all pay the two Din&rs.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ thereupon said, 

“Are you taking the responsibility of paying the creditor 
his rights? In that case the dead will be free from this obli- 

gation” Abu Qatadah said, ‘Yes.’ Thc Messenger of Allah ^ then 
offered the funeral prayer for the deceased. Related by Ahmad, 
Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’f. Ibn Hibban and al-Hakim graded it as 
Sahih. 
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902. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘Whenever a man, who 


had died while being in debt was brought to All&h’s Messenger 
he would ask, ‘Has hc left anything to repay his debt?’ If he 
was told that he had left something to repay his debts, he would 
lead the funeral prayer for him, otherwise he would say, “Offer 
the funeral prayer for your brother.” When Allah guaranteed 

His Messenger wealth through conquests, he said,“I am closer 
to the believers than themselves, so if a Muslim dies while 
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in debt, I am responsible for the repayment of his debt.” 

Agreed upon. 

Tn a version by Al-Bukhari, “Whoever dies without leaving 
anything to pay his debt, I am responsible ...” 
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903. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narratcd on the authority of his father 
on the authority of his grandfather, that thc Mcssenger of Allah 

said, “No guarantee (i.e. guaranteeing another’s appearancc) 
is accepted in prescribed punishments.” Related by Al-Baih- 
aqi with a weak chain of narrators. 
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Chapter IX: Partnership and Agency 
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904. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “Allah, the Most High says, ‘I am the third 
(partner) of two partners as long as one of them does not 
betray the other; if they betray (each other), I shall depart 
from them.”Related by Abti Dawfld. Al-Hiildm graded it as Sahih 
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905. As-SA’ib Al-Makhzumi (RAA) narrated that he was the 
partner of the Prophet -$£ before the Mcssage. On the Day of the 
Conqucst of Makkah, the Prophet ‘jtg said (to him), “Welcome my 
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brother and my partner.” Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawud and 
Ibn MAjah. 
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906. 'Abdullah Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated, ‘AmmSr, Sa'd and 
I agreed to become partners in whatever we obtained from the war 
booties on the Day of Badr." Related by An-Nasa’i. 
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907. Jabir bin Abdullah (RAA) narratcd, ‘I intcnded to go to 

Khaibar, so I went to the Prophet ^ (to tcll him) and hc said to 
me, “If you meet my agent (who collccts thc Zakah property) at 
Khaihar, take fifteen Awsuq from him.” Related by Abu Daw- 
ud who graded it as Sahifi. .

a lent item that will be retumcd (Mu’addah) (in this case he is not 
financially liable for its loss or destruction.’

281 - For which he(the peraon lent to) is financially liable if it is destroyed due 
to negligence or being used for other than what the lender permitted. 

282 - Some scholars take this hadith as evidence that the person who borrows 
an item for a certain period of time is not financially liable for its destr- 
uction but is only responsible to give it back as long as it is safe. But 
most scholars are of the opinion that if a lent item is lost or destroyed 
due to misuse then thc person who borrowed it must pay its price which 
is the - 'Ariya Mad.munah.

Companions of the Prophct ^ said, Two men came to the Prophet 
disputing ovcr a piece of land, in which one of them had planted 

palm-trees and the land belonged to the other.’ The Prophet 
judged that the land belongcd to its original owner and comman- 
ded the other to take out his palm-trees (which he planted unju- 
stly), and said, “No right pertains to the one who plants the 

land of others wrongfully .” 283 Related by Abu Dawud with a

would havc half the fruit and vegetation of the land they cultiva- 
ted (in return for their work on it).’ Agreed upon.

Messenger of Allah to let them stay thcre on the condition that 
they would cultivate it and takc half of the fruit. The Mcssenger of 

Allah ifi told them, M We will let you stay on this condition, as 
long as we wish.” They staycd therc until 'Umar (RAA) deported 
them. 


In a version by Muslim, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ handed over 
to the Jews of Khaibar the palm-trees and its land on the condi- 
tion that they should cultivate it with their own wealth (providing 
seeds ctc..) and take half of its fruit.’ 
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933. Hanzalah bin Qais (RAA) narrated, ‘I asked R&fi' bin 
Khudaij about letting out land for gold and silver.’ Rafi' replied, 
There is no harm in doing that, people used to rent land during 

the lifetimc of the Prophet ^ for what grew by the streamlets or 
by the beginning or end of water canals, or for something from the 
crops. But sometimes, one portion of the product would be destro- 
yed while the othcr would bc saved, whereas (on other occasions) 
this portion was saved and the other was destroyed and thus no 
rent was payable to the people (who let out the lands) but for this 
one (which was saved). It was due to this that he (the Holy Pro- 

phet $|) prohibited it, unless thc land was let out for something, 
which is well known and reliable to be paid(such as money or som- 
ething of known value) there is no hann in it.’ Related by Muslim.

301 ” Agreed 
upon. 
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1023. Muslim transmitted on the authority of Maimunah(RAA) 

that the Messenger of Allah 'JS married hcr while he was not in 
the state of Ihrdm. 


301- Many of Ihe companions are of the opinion that the Prophet married 
Maimunah before he puts on his Ihmm but the news of his marriage 
bccame known while he was in tho slatc of Ihrfim, and then ho consum- 
mated his marriage in Makkah. This opinion goes in accordance with 
the prohibition mentioned in this hadith. 
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1024. 'Uqbah bin 'Amir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, “The most deserving conditions to be fulfilled, 
are those that make the private parts lawful ( Halal ) for you 
(i.e. in marriage).” Agreed upon. 
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1025. Salamah bin al-Akwa' narrated,‘The Messenger of Allah 
^ permittcd Mut'ah Marriage, 302 for three days in the year of 

Autas, 303 but then he prohibited it.” Related by Muslim. 
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1026. 'Ali bin Abi T&lib narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah M 
prohibited the Mut'ah marriage on the battlc of Khaibar.” Agreed 
upon. 
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1027. Ali bin Abi TSlib narrated, ‘The Messenger of AllSh ^ 
prohibited the Mut'ah Marriagc on the battle of Khaibar as well 
as the flesh of domestic donkeys ."Transmitted by the seven Imams 
except Abu Dawud. 


302- This is a kincl of tomporary marriage, the duralion of which is predeter- 
mined through an agrcement between thc man and the woman. The 
purpose of this marriage is to have sexual intercourse for that period of 
time, by the end of which thc woman is automatically divorced. It is 
unanimously tcrmcd invalid by all Muslim scholars. 

303- A battle which took place after the Conquest of Makkah.

1028. Rabi' bin Sabrah narratcd on thc authority of his father 
(RAA) that the Messenger of Allah M said,“I had permitted you 


to contract Mut 'ah Marriage , 901 but Allah has surely prohi- 

bited it until thc Day of Resurrection. So, if any of you has 
a woman that he married through Mnt'ah, he should let 
her go, and do not take back any of the dower he gave her.” 

Related by Muslim, Abfi Dawud, An-Nasa’i, Ibn MSjah, Ahmad 
and Ibn Hibban. 
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1029. Ibn Mas'Od (RAA) narrated, “The Messenger of Allah ^ 
cursed thc muhallil 305 and the one (the first husband) for whom 


the woman was made lawful (througli this marriage).’ Related by 
Ahmad, An-Nasat and At-Tirmidhi who rendered it to be auth- 
entic. 
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1030. The four Imams except An-NasS’i transmitted a similar 
tradition on thc authority of 'Ali. 


304- This marriage was permitted for sometime at the rise of Islam, but then 
it was finally prohibited in the year of Khaibar. 

305- Al Mut±allil is the man who temporarily marries a woman, who has been 
divorced three times and thus she is not lawful anymore for her first 
husband. The muhallil marries her temporarily, may have sexual 
intercourse with her or not. He then divorces her to go back to her first 
husband, to whom shc is now Inwful (Halal) lo remariy except through a 
new marriage contract. This is also prohibited as it is another form of 
temporary marriage that stipulates separation due to a previously made 
agreement between the first husband and the muljallit. 
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1031. Abu Hurairah(RAA) narratcd that Allah’s Messenger 
said, M A man guilty of adultcry, who has heen flogged, sho- 
uld not marry but one who is as guilty as he is.” Rclatcd by 
Ahmad and Abu Dawud with a trustworthy chain of narrators. 
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1032. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘A man divorced his wifc thrce 
times, then she married another man who also divorced her before 
having sexual contact with her. The first husband wanted to rem- 
arry her(after her divorce from the second man). The Messenger of 


Allah was asked about this, but he replied, “No, she cannot 
marry the first husband until the second husband consum- 
mates his marriage with her, just as the first husband had 
done.” Agreed upon, and the wording is from Muslim.

Chapter II: Cornpatibility 306 in Marriage 
and the Right to Choose 
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306 - Scholars have dilTercd over the definition of compatibility, and most of 
them are of the opinion that thc most important aspect is that of in rcli- 
giousness. 
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1033. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of # 
said, “Arahs are equivalent to one another (in marriage) and 
clients (slaves) are equivalent to one another, save a weav- 
er or a cupper.” Related by Al-Hakim but all its chains of narra- 
tors are extrcmely weak, and most scholars considercd it to bc a 
falsc tradition. 
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1034. Al-Bazzar transmitted a similar narration on the autho- 
rity of Mu adh bin Jaba), but with a disconnected chain of nar- 
rators. 
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1035. Fatimah the daughter of Qais (RAA) narratcd that thc 
Messengcr of AllSh M said to her, “Marry Usamah.” *>? Related 
by Muslim. 
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1036. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

said, “O sons of Hayadah (Banu Bayadah) marry Abu 

Hind 30 * to (someone of) your women, and marry his women 

(his daughters),” and he was a cupper/ Related by Abu Dawud 
and Al-Hakim with a good chain of narrators. 


307- Fatimah bint Qais was from the tribe of Quraish, i.e. of a noble lineage, 
while Usamah was his slave and the son of his clicnt Zaid. 

30fl- Abu Hind or Yasfir, cupped the Prophot % this hadith and thc previous 
onc, are proof that it is not only the lineage which counts in equivalence. 
It was also reportcd that Bilal (RAA), who was a slave before he was 
manumitted by AbO Bakr (RAA), marricd Halah the sister of Abdur 
Rahman bin Auf, and Umar (RAA), ofTered his daughter Hafsah in 
marriage to Salman al-Farist (a Persian slave) before she married the

'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd, ‘When Barirah was manumit- 
ted, shc was given the choicc to remain with her husband (Mugh- 
ith) who was a slavc at that time, or to leavc him/ (part of a long 
tradition) Agrced upon. 

In a version by Muslim: ‘Her husband was a slave.’ He also rela- 
ted on the authority of 'A’ishah (RAA); ‘He was a free man. 1 But 
the first narration (that he was a slave) is stronger. 

Al-BukMri also related on the authority of Ibn 'Abb^s that he was 
a salve. 
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1038. A4-D a hhak bin FairOz Ad-Dailami narrated on the au- 
thority of his fathcr (RAA),‘0 Messenger of Allah! I have embraced 

IslAm and I am married to two sisters.’ 309 The Messenger of AllSh 


^ said to him, “Divorce whichever of tbem you wish to lea- 
ve.” Related by Ahmad and the four Imams except for An-Nasa’i. 
Ibn HibbAn, ad-Daraqutni and al-Baihaqi graded it as Sakih. 
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309- It is prohibited in Isldm to marry two sisters together at the same time. 
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1039. S&lim narrated on the authority of his fathcr (RAA), 
‘GhailSn bin Salamah who embraced Islam and he had ten wives 
{at the time) who all accepted Islam with him. The Messenger of 

Allah ^ commanded him to choose only four of thcm.’ Related bj' 
Ahmad and At-Tirmidhi. Ibn Hibban and al-Hakim graded it as 
Sahih ; but al-Bukhari, Abu Zur'ah and Abu Hatim graded it as a 
defected Hadith.. 
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1040. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd, ‘Thc Messenger of Allah jsg 
restored his daughter Zainab to Abu Al-'As bin ar-Rabi' 310 after 


six years(of separation) according to (the contract of the) first mar- 
riage and did not make a new one.’Relatcd by Ahmad and the four 
Imams save An-Nasa’I. Ahmad and al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1041. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narratcd on the authority of his 


310- Abu Al-'As bin ar-Rabi was thc husband of the Prophet's daughter {Zai- 
n»b). She embraced Islam with thc family of the Prophet while he 
remained a polytheist and was takcn as a prisoner of war in the Battle 
of Badr. Zainab sent hcr necklace (which was given to her by hcr mother 
Khadijah) to the Prophet ^fiasa ransom to set him free, the Prophet ^ 
acccptcd it and stipulated that Al-'As lets her migrate to thc Prophet ^ 
in Madtnah. She migrated and in the year G of al-Hijrah of the Prophet 
the verse which prohibits the marriage of a Muslim woman to a disbe- 
liever was t cvealcd. She remained for two years and hcr marriage was 
suspended until Abu AI-'Ag embraced Islam (during the 8 U| year of al- 
Hijrah) and the Prophet restored her to him.

The Messenger of All&h then took her away from 
thc second husband and gavc her back to the first one.’ Relatcd by 
Ahmad, Abd Dawud and Ibn Majah. Ibn Hibban and al-Hakim 
graded it as §ahih 
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1043. Zaid bin Ka'b bin 'Ujrah narratcd on the authority of 
his father, The messenger of Allah marricd al-'Aliyah from 


311 - Ahmad and Ad-DarcjuJni said that this is a woalc hadfth. Thc stronger 
narration is the one that says that the Prophet consented to the first 
marriage after Abu Al-'As embraced IsMm. Imfim Ibnul Qaiyim said 
that the hadith related by Ibn 'Abbas indicatcs that the marriage was 
suspended. If the husband embraces Islam before her 'Iddah is over, 
then she is still his wife and there is no need to rcnew thc marriage. If 
the husband embraced Islam after the 'lddah of his wife is over, thcn 
thoy must be separated at the lermination of 'Jddah and rcmarry with a 
new contract. 
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Bani Ghifar. When she had cntered his prcsence and doffed her

Sa'id bin al-Musaiyab narrated that ‘TJrnar bin al- 
Khajttab (RAA) said, ‘If a man married a woman and when he has 
had sexual intercourse with her, he discovcred that she is leprous 
or insane, shc is entitled to gct her dower for having had interco- 
urse with her and he is to get back what he paid from the one who 
deceived him by marrying him to her (and he knew of her defects).’ 
Related by Sa'id bin Mansur and MAlik bin Abi Shaibah with a 
trustworthy chain ofnarrators. 
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1045. Sa'id bin al-Musaiyab narrated a similar narration on 
the authority of 'Ali and addcd, ‘or had a defect in her vagina (like 
a protrusion that impedes having normal sexual relation with 
her), her husband then has thc choice to keep her or divorce her. 
If he had intercoursc with her, thcn she gets her dower for him 
having enjoyed her private parts. 
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1046. Sa'id bin al-Musaiyab also narrated/TJmar (RAA) orda- 
ined that an impotent husband must be given a chance for a year 
before divorcing him from his wife.’ It is transmitted with a trust- 
worthy chain of narrators. 
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Chapter III: Treatment ofwives 
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1047 . Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 
Allah 3 j|' said, ‘He who has intercourse with his wife through 
her anus , 312 is cursed.’ Related by Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i 
and the wording is his. 
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1048 . Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

■M said, “Allah does not look at a man who had intercourse 
with another man or with a woman in her anus.” Related by 
At-Tirmidhi, An-Nasa’i and Ibn Hibban. 
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312- This is absoiutely prohibited through the rulings of the Qur’an and 
Sunnnh. 
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1049. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “Whoever believes in AJlah and the Last Day, 
should not hurt(cause problems to)his neighbor. And I advise 
you to treat women kindly, for they are created from a rib, 

and the most crooked part of the rib is the upper part . 313 If 

you then try to straighten it, you will break it off, and if 
you leave it as it is, it will remain crooked. So, I advise you 
to treat women well.” Agreecl upon and the wording is from Al- 
Bukh&ri. 

In another version by Muslim, “So, if you enjoy her (company) 
then epjoy her while she is still crooked, and if you try to 
straighten this nature of hers, you will break her, and bre- 
aking her means divorcing her.” 
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1050. Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘We were on an expedition with 

the Prophet then when we approached MadTnah and we were 
about to enter the city, he said to us, “Wait until you enter it at 
night -at the time of 'Isha- so that the lady with unkempt 
hair may comb her hair, and the one whose husband has 
bccn absent (for along time) may shave her pubic area.” 
Agreed upon. 

In another version by Al-Bukhari, “When anyone of you has 
been away from home for a long time he must not return to 
his family during the night (i.e. surprise thein while they are 
asleep)” 


313- This hadith rcfers to the woman’s afTectionate nalure, which makcs her 
fit for being a wife and a mother, and this is what the Prophet $$ means 
by saying that she was created from a crooked rib. 
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1051. Abu Sa'id al-Khudri (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of Allah ^ said, “Among the worst people in Allah’s sight, on 
the Day of Resurrection, is the man who copulates with his 
wife and she with him, and then spreads her secret.” Rela- 
ted by Muslim. 
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1052. Hakim bin Mu'awiyah narrated on the authority of his 
father (RAA), ‘I asked, ‘O Messenger of Allah! What are the rights 

of one’s wife upon her husband?’ He answercd “To feed her 
when you eat, clothe her when you clothe yoursclf, not to 
slap her face or insult her, and not to abandon her except 
inside the house.” Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawud, An-Nasa'i 
and Ibn Majah. Ibn Hibban and al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1053. Jabir bin 'AbdullSh (RAA) narrated, Tlic Jews used to 
say, ‘When a man has intercoursc with his wife through the vag- 
ina but being on her back, the child will havc a squint. So, the 
verse was revealed, “Yotir wives are a tilth for you so go to 
your tilth when or how you wish. n (2:223). Agreed upon and the 
wording is from Muslim. 
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1054. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 

said, “If any of you wants to have sexual intercourse 
with his wifc, he should say, ‘In the name of Allah, O Allah! 
Protect us from the devil and keep the devil away from 
what You grant us (i.e. offspring).’ If it is predestined for 
them to have a child, the devil will never be able to harm 
him.” Agrced upon. 
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1055. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

AMh said, “Whenever a man calls his wifc to his bed (for 
intercourse) but she refuses to come, the angels curse her 
until the morning.” Agreed upon and the wording is from Al- 
Bukh&ri. 


Another version by Muslim says, “and He Who is in heavcn 
(i.e. Allah) remains displeased with her, until her husband 
has reconciled with her.” 
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1056. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Mcssenger of Allah 
cursed thc Wasilah (the lady who adds artificial hair to hers or to 
someone else’s) and al-Mustawsilah (the one who asks for it) and 
also the lady, who tattoos (herself or someone else) or gets herself 
tattooed (i.e. asks for it).’ Agrccd upon. 
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1057. Judh&mah bint Wahb (RAA) said, ‘I was with Allah’s 

Messenger along with some people when he said, “I intended 

to prohibit Ghtlah 314 but I considered the Romans and the 

Persians and found that they do it without any harm being 
caused to their children.”Thcn he was asked about 'Azl (Coitus 

interruptus), hc rcplicd “This is secret (way of) burying 
alive.” Related by Muslim. 
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1058. Abu Sa'id al-Khudri (RAA) narrated, ‘A man said, ‘Al- 
lah’s Messcngcr! I have a slave girl and I practice ‘Azl with her. I 
do not want her to conceive, but I have desire in what men (usua- 
lly) have (i.e. intercourse). But the Jews say, that Azl is the minor 

-type -of burying alive.’ The Messenger of All&h said, “The 
Jews told a lie, for if Allah wishes to create it (an offspring) 
you would not be able to stop it.” Related hy Ahmad and Abu 
Dawud and thc wording is his. It was also narrated by an-Nas&’i 
and at-Tahawi and its narrators are trustworthy. 


314- Ghilah means either suckling during pregnancy, or intercourse with the 
wife while she is breast feeding a child. 
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1059. Jabir (RAA) narrated, ‘We used to practice 'Azl during 

the lifetime of tlie Prophet ^ while the Qur’an was being revea- 
led, and if it was prohibited, the Qur’an would have prohibited us 
from doing it.’ Agreed upon. 

And in a version related by Muslim, ‘The Messengcr of Allah ^ 
heard about it but did not prohibit us from doing so.* 
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1060. Anas Ibn Malik (RAA) narrated, ‘Thc Messenger of Al- 

lah M used to have intercourse with all of his wives, with only one 
single Ghusl.’ Agreed upon and the wording is from Muslim.

1062. Abil Salamah bin 'Abdur Rahman (RAA) narrated, 'I 
asked 'A’ishah (RAA), ‘How much was the dowry given by the Me- 

ssenger of Allah $§> (to his wives)?’ She replied, ‘The dowry which 

the Prophet ^ gave to his wives was only twelve Uqiyahs and a 
Nash.' She askcd, ‘Do you know what a Nash isT I replied, ‘No.’ 
She said, ‘half an Oqiyah. This would make 500 Dirhams (because 
the amount of one Uqiyah equals forty Dirhams and the Nash 
equals twenty).’ Related by Muslim. 
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1063. Ibn 'AbbAs (RAA) narrated, ‘When 'AIT married Fati- 
mah, the Messenger of All&h <k said to him, ‘Give her something 
(as dowry).’ 'Ali replied, ‘I have nothing (to give her).’ The Messen- 

ger of Allah said to him,‘Where is your Hutamiyah mantle?’ 
Related by AbO Dawud and An-Nasa’i. Al-Hakim graded it as 
Sahik. 
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1064. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on the authority of his fath- 
er on the authority of his grandfather (RAA), that the Messenger 

of Allah 3 e§ said, “When a woman gets married for a specified 
dowry, a gift (extra to her dowry) or a promise (to give her 
something) before contracting the marriage, it is hers, and 
what is (promised) after contracting the marriage, belongs 
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to whoever the promise was given to (whether to the woman 
or her guardian).The most honorable property a man is given 
is that which he gets on aecount of his daughter or sister’s 
marriage.” Related by Ahmad and the four Im^ms except At- 
Tirmidhi. 
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1065. 'AIqamah narrated on the authority of Ibn Mas ud, ‘He 
was asked about a man who had married a woman but had not 
specified his wifc’s amount of dowry until he died before the con- 
summation. Ibn Mas'ud said, ‘Shc deserves thc usual amount of 
marriage dowry given to similar brides (of the same standard of 


living), no more and no lcss. She must also observc 'Iddah 315 (for 

four months and ten days, as it is the 'Idda/i observed aftcr the 
death of the husband), bcfore marrying again and she is also entit- 
led to inheritance. Thereupon Ma'qal bin Sinan al-Ashja i got up 

and said, ‘This is the judgment of the Prophet in the case of a 
woman called Barwa bint Washiq -a woman of my people- as 
what you judged.’ Ibn Mas'ud was vcry happy about what hc 
heard.’ Related by Ahmad and the four Imams. At-Tirmidht gra- 
ded it as Sahih. 
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315- A woman’s post marital waiting poriod whether after divoreo (to vorify 
that she is not pregnant) or out of mourning (after the husband’s doath), 
before she can remarry. 
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1066. Jabir bin 'Abdullah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of Allah £§ said, “If anyone gives a dower to a woman in the 
form of some flour or dates, he has made her lawful for 
him.” Related by Abu Dawud. 
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1067. 'Abdullah bin 'Amir bin RabS'ah narrated on the autho- 


rity of his father (RAA) that the Messenger of AllSh ^ gave his 
approval to the marriagc of a woman for two sandals as dowry.’ 
Rclated by At-Tirmidhi and gradcd it as Sahih. Sornc scholars 
disagi*eed with him. 
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1068. Sahl bin Sa'd (RAA) narrated, ‘Thc Mcssengcr of Allah 

married a man to a woman for a dower of an iron ring.’ Rclatcd 
by Al-Hakim (part of the long hadith presented earlier, 1007). 
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1069. Ali (RAA) narrated ‘The dower should not be less than 
ten Dirhams Related by Ad-D(iraqutni with a defected chain of 
narrators. 
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1070. TJqbah bin 'Amir (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of 


Allah said, “The best dower is the easiest one.” Related by 
Abu Dawud. Al-Hdkim graded it as Sahih. 
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1071. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that 'Amrah bint al-Jawn sou- 


ght refuge in Allah from AllSh’s Messcngcr ^ when she entered 

his presence -i.e. when he married her- and he ^ said to her, 
“You have sought refuge in The One in Whom men seek ref* 
uge.” So hc divorced hcr, and commandcd Usamah to give her 
three garments as a gift (i.e. her amenity payment). Related by 
Ibn Majah but there is an unreliable narrator in its chain. 
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1072. There is a similar narration in §ah>h al-Bukhari on the 
authority of Abti Usaid as-Sa'idi. 
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Chapter V: The Wedding Banguet (Walimah) 
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1073. Anas bin Mdlik (RAA) narrated that the Messengcr of 

Allfth saw 'Abdur Rahinftn bin 'Auf with traccs of saffron on 
his clothes. He thereupon asked him, “What is that?” 'Abdur 
Rahman answered, ‘I married an Ansari woman for a Nawat (five 


Dir/iams) of gold.’ Thc Mcsscngcr of Allfth ^ said to him, “May 
Allah bless you. Make a Walimah (wedding banquet) even 
with only one sheep.” Agreed upon and the wording is from 
Muslim. 
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1074. Ibn Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

^ said, “When one of you is invited to a Walimah , he should 
accept the invitation.” Agrced upon. 


In a version by Muslim, “When one of you is invited by his 
brother, he must accept the invitation, whether it be a 
wedding banquet or something similar.”

Allah ^ said, “The worst food is that of a Walimah from 
which is turned away whoever comes to it (i.e. the poor), and 
to which is invited whoever refuses (to come, i.e. the rich). He 
who does not accept the invitation has disobeyed Allah and 
His Messenger.” Relatcd by Muslim. 
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1076. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah <slj said, “If anyone is invited (to a Walimah) he must 
accept the invitation. If he is fasting, he should invoke Al- 
lah (i.c. making invocntion for thc one who invitcd him), and if 
he is not fasting, hc should eat.” Related by Muslim. 
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1077. Muslim has also transmitted on the authority of Jabir a 
similar tradition that gocs, “If he wishes to eat he could do so, 
and if he does not he may abstain from eating.” 
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1078. Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

•JjSs said, M The food of a Walimah offered on the first day (of 
marriage) is a duty, and that offered on the second day is 
Sunnah (i.e. just preferable) and the food of the third day is a 
sign of showing off (and hypocrisy), if anyone does some- 


thing just to show off, AJlah will slander him 316 (publicly in 


this life or in the Hereafter).” Related by At-Tirmidhi. 
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1079. A similar tradition is related by Ibn Majah on the 
authority of Anas. 
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1080. Safiyah bint Shaibah (R.AA) narrated that the Messen- 

ger of Allah gave a banquet with two Mudds of barley when he 
married some of his wives.’ Related by al-Bukhari. 
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316- ImSm Al-BukhSri said that the Messenger of AllSh *5 did not specify a 
day for the Walimah, and for thosc who eould not come the first day cou- 
Id come later, unless what hc mcans in this Hadith is those who doc it 
for the sake of showing ol’l' and out of hypocrisy and not to foliow the 
Sunnah. 
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1081. Anas (RAA) narrated, ‘The Mcssenger of Allah M sta- 
yed for three nights at a place between Khaibar and Madinah, and 
there he consummated his marriage with §afiyah. I invited the 
Muslims to his Walimah that included neither meat nor bread. It 

was only that the Prophct ^ ordered that some dining sheets be 
spread, and dates, dried cheese and clarifled butter were provided 
on it.’ Agreed upon and the wording is from al-Bukhar!.. 
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1082. A Companion narrated that the Prophet said, “If 

two people invite you at the samc time to a Walimah, ac- 
cept the invitation of the one whose door is closer to you 
(i.e. the closest neighbor). But if one of them comes before the 
other, accept the invitation of the one who came first.” 

Related by Abu Dawud with a weak chain of narrators. 
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1083. Abu Juhaifah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, “I do not eat while I am reclining.” Related by 
Al-Bukhari. 
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1084. TJmar bin Abu Salamah narrated that the Messenger of 

All&h ^ said to mo, “Young man, say Bisrnilldh (mention the 
Name of Allah) before you eat, eat with your right hand 
and eat from what is next to you.” Agreed upon. 
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1085. Ibn 'Abb&s (RAA) narratcd, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
was brought a bowl of Tharid (crumbled bread, soup and meat), so 
he said, “Eat from the sides and not from the middle (of the 
dish) for the blessing descends in the middle of it.” Related 
by the four Im&ms with a sound chain of narrators. The wording is 
from an-NasS'i. 
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1086. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 

^ never showed a sign of dissatisfaction towards any food (pres- 
entcd to him). Whcn he liked somcthing hc would eat it, but if he 
disliked it he did not touch it.” Agreed upon. 
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1087. Jabir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
said, “Do not eat with your left hand, for the devil eats with 
his left hand.” Related by Muslim. 
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1088. Abu Qatcidah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, “When anyone of you drinks, he should not 
breathe into the vessel (hc is drinking from).” Agreed upon. 
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1089. Abu Dawud relatcd a similar narration on the authority 
of Ibn 'Abbas but with the addition, “or blows in it.” At-Tirmidhi 
graded it as Sahih. 
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Chapter VI: Sharing the Time 
(between two wives or more) 
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1090. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘Allah’s Messenger -M used to 
divide the nights between his wives equally, and would say, “O 
Allah! This is my division in what I can control (i.e. the 
time). So, do not blame me in what You have control over 
but I don’t (i.e. love and feelings).” Related by the four Imams. 
Ibn Hibb&n and al-HSkim graded it as Sahifh but at-Tirmidhi said 
that it is most probably Hadith Mursal. 
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1091. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “Whoever has two wives and inclines to one of 
them, will come on the Day of Judgment with one of his 
sides paralyzed.” Related by Ahmad and the four Imams with a 
sound chain of narrators. 
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1092. Anas (RAA) narrated, “It is part of the Sunnah. of the 

Prophet that if someone marries a virgin and he has already a 
matron, then he should stay with the virgin for seven days; and if

someone niarries a matron, then he should stay with her for three 
days, and then he starts to take turns bctween them (equally).’ 
Agreed upon and thc wording is from Al-Bukh§ri. 
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1093. Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Mcssenger of 

Allah ^ married her, he stayed with her for thrcc nights and then 
said, “You will get all your rights fully with me. If you wish 
I shall spend seven nights with you, but if I spend seven 
nights with you, I have to spend the same time with all the 
other wives (i.e. anyone he marries who is a matron, he will spe- 
nd sevcn nights with her. But the rule that was set by the Prophet 

^ is that the virgin is entitled to soven nights and thc matron to 
three).” Related by Muslim. 
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1094. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that Saudah the wife of Allah’s 
Messenger gave up her turn to 'A’ishah (RAA). So the Prophet 

used to stay with 'A’ishah on her night, and the night that was 
originally givcn to Saudah.’ Agrccd upon. 
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1095. 'Urwah (RAA) narrated that "A’ishah <RAA) said, ‘My 
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sister’s son, the Messenger of Allah would not give preference 
to one of his wives over the others as to the division of the nights 
he spends (with each of us) and he was just. It was very rare that 
a day would pass without him visiting each one of us. He would 
come close to each one he is visitingCcuddling or kissing) but would 
not have intercourse with her, until he is in the house of the wife 
whose turn is that night, thcn he would spend the night there.’ 
Rclated by Ahmad and Abu Dawud and the wording is his. Al- 
Hakim graded it as Sahlh. 
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1096. Muslim transmitted on the authority of 'A’ishah (RAA) 

that she said, ‘When The Messenger of Allah ^ prayed 'Asr, he 
would visit all of his wives, coming close to each of them but...(as 
the hadith above).’ 
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1097. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘During the fatal illness of the 
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Messenger of Allah ^ he used to ask his wives, “Where shall I 
stay tomorrow? (meaning with which wife) He meant to ask 
about 'A’ishah’s turn. His wives therefore permitted him to go 
where he wishcd, so he stayed in 'A’ishah’s house (until he died 
there).’Agrccd upon. 
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1098. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘When the Messenger of Allah 


intended to go on a journey, he would draw lots. The one whose 
lot came out, would go with him on the journey.’ Agreed upon. 
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1099. 'Abdullah bin Zam'ah (RAA) narratcd that the Messen- 
ger of Allah ^ said, “None of you should ever beat his wife as 
he would whip his slave ....” 317 Related by Al-Bukhari.

Chapter VII: Khul'a 318 (Divorce at the Wife’s 
instance By giving a payment to the husband) 
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1100. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘The wife of Thabit bin Qais 

came to the Prophet ^ and said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! I have no 
complaint against ThSbit in terms of his religion or morals, but 
what I fear is falling into disbelief after coming to Islam (what she 
means is bcing ungrateful to her husband as she is not satisfied). 


317- The rest of the hadtth says, “and then has sexual intercourse with 
her at the end of the day. H (such behnvior contradicts human nature, 
as this is an intimate relationship that requires love and affection bet- 
ween the spouses.) 

318- Talces placc when the woman is unhappy in her marriage, due to the 
husband’s bad appearance or manners etc.., and wishes to be separated 
from him. So, separation between them takes place in return for remun- 
eration given to the husband. She gives this amount of money upon wh- 
ich thcy agree for gives him back his dower, or gives up all her financial 
rights, etc.. depending on thc kind of agreement they makc to let him 
release or divorce her. 
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The Mcssenger of Allah said to her, “Will you give him back 

his garden?” Shc said, ‘Yes.’ The Messengcr of Allah said to 
him (the husband), ‘Take back the garden and make a single 
pronouncement of divorce (i.e. divorce hcr once).” Related by 
Al-Bukhari. In another version by Al-Bukhari, ‘and he comman- 
ded him to divorce her.’ 
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1101. Abu Dawud and At-Tirmidhi transmitted that the wife 
of Thabit bin Qais asked for KhuVa from her husband and the 

Messenger of Allah told her to wait for a single menstruation 
(as her 'lddah). 
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1102. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on the authority of his fa- 
ther on the authority of his grandfather that Thabit bin Qais 
looked very ugly and his wife said, ‘If it was not for the fear of 


Allah, I would havc spat on his face when he entered my place.’ 319 


Rclated by Ibn M£jah. 
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1103. Ahmad transmitted on the authority of Sahl bin Abi 
Hathmah, ‘It was the first Khul'a in Isl&m.’ 


319- She said in another narration, that she saw him walking among his 
companions, and found that he had the darkest skin, he was the short- 
est and the most ugly. so she feared Allflh in treating him badly or not 
giving him his rights and that is why she asked for Khul'a.

1105. Ibn TJmar narrated that he divorced his wife while she 


was menstruating during the lifetime of the Prophet $g. 'Umar 

asked the Prophet about that and he said, “Let your son 
take her back and keep her in wedlock until her menstrual 
period ends and then wait until she has the next period 
and when it (the period) ends, if he wishes to kcep her, he 
can do so and if he wishes to divorce her, he can do so be- 
fore having sexual intercourse with her. This is the presc- 
ribed period that Allah has fixed for the woman to be divo- 
rced.” Agreed upon. 
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1106. In a narration by Muslim, “Order him to take her 
back and then divorce her when she is (aftcr the timc of her 
period) either pure from menstruation or pregnant.” 
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1 107. In another version by Al-Bukhari, ‘It was counted as one 
declaration of divorce (i.e. divorcing her while she is menstrual- 
ting).’ 
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1108. In a narration by Muslim, Ibn 'Umar said (when he was 
asked him about the one who divorced his wife while she was 
having her menses), ‘If you have made one or two declarations of 

divorce, Allah’s Messenger ^ commanded me to take her back 
and then wait until she has her next menses, and then wait until 
her period ends, and then divorce her bcfore louching her (having 
sexua! intercourse with her). But if you have pronounced the word 
of divorce three times (at the same time), then you have disobeyed 

Allah and His Messenger ^ in His command about divorcing your 
wife.’ 
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1109. In another vcrsion, "Abdull&h Ibn 'Umar said, ‘So he 
made her retum to me and did not count this divorce (the one 
pronounced during her menses) and said, “When she is purified, 
he may divorce her or keep her.” 
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1110. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘Threcfold divorce (If one 
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states three pronouncements of divorce at the same time) was cou- 

nted as only one divorce during the lifetime of thc Prophet Abu 
Bakr and two years of the Caliphate of TJmar. Then TJmar said, 
‘Peoplc have become hasty in a matter in which they used to take 
thcir time (i.e. divorce) before deciding on it. So, I wish if we impl- 
emcnt it on them (count them as three divorces if they say at one 

time).’ 320 So 'Umar implementcd it. Related by Muslim. 
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1111. Mahmud bin Labid (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

Allah ^ was told about a man who divorced his wife by making 
three pronouncements of divorce at the samc time (threefold divo- 

rce). The Prophct $$ got up vcry angrily and said, “Are you pla- 
ying games with Allah’s Book while I am among you?” A 
man got up and said, ‘O Messenger of All^h, shall I kill him?’ 
Narrated by An-Nasal with a sound chain of narrators. 
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1112. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated, ‘Abu Rukanah divorced his 

wife (irrevocably). Tlie Messenger of Allah ^ thereupon said to 
him, “Take your wifc back.” Abil RukSnah then said, ‘I have 
divorced her three times.’ Thc Mcssenger of Allah again said to 
him, “I know that. Take hcr back.” Related by Abu Dawud. 


320- He means it as a punishment to let thcm think it over first, before pron- 
ouncing divorce thrce times at thc same time. 
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1113. In a narration by Ahmad, ‘Abu Ruk&nah divorced his 
wife irrevocably (by making three pronouncements of divorce) in 

one sitting. He then became very sad. The Messenger of Allah gs| 
said to him, “It is considered as one(divorce).” Tliere is a weak 
narrator in its chain.

‘Ruk&nah divorced his wife Suhaymah irrevocably. (When he wcnt 

to the Messenger of Allah ^Sl he said, “By Allah, I only intendcd it 

to be one time (as one divorce).” The Messenger of Allah retur- 
ned her to him. 
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1115. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

All&h ^ said, “(There are) three things when they are takcn 
seriously they are considered as serious and when taken in 
jest, they are still taken seriously. (They are) marriage, div- 
orce and revocation (of divorce).” Related by the four Imams 
except for an-Nasa'i. Al-Hakim graded it as Sa-hih. 
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1116. In a narration by Ibn 'Adi with a weak chain of narra 
tors, “(They are) divorce, manumitting and marriage.” 
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1117. Al-Harith bin Abi Usamah narrated on the authority of 

'Ubadah bin As-gamit. (RAA) that the Messengcr of Allah ^ said, 

‘It is not permissible to jest in three things: divorce, mar- 
riage and manumitting. Whoever mentioned them, they are 
binding.” It is relatcd with a weak chain of narrators.

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1126. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that ‘Allah’s Messenger ^ said, 

“There are three (people) who are not blamed for their ac- 
tions: the sleeping person until he wakes up, the child until 
he becomes mature, and the insane person until he comes 
back to sanity or becomes conscious.” Relatcd by AJjmad and 
the four Im^ms except for At-Tirmidhi. Al-Hakim graded it as 
Sahih.. 
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Chapter IX: Raj 'ah (Taking Back A 
Divorced Wife) 
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1127. 'Imran bin Husain (RAA) narrated that he was asked 
about the ruling of a man who divorces his wife and then takes 
her back without the attestation of witnesses. He said, ‘Get witn- 
essses for both her divorce and her raj'ah’ Related by Abft Dawud 
with a sound chain of narrators. 
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1128. It was also related by Al-Baihaqi with the wording, 
"Imran bin Husain (RAA) was asked about a man who took back 
his divorced wife without. the attestation of witnesses. Hc replied, 

‘He did that without following the Sunnah (of the Prophet ^), let 
him get the witnesses now.’ Imam At-TabarSni had the addition, 
‘And ask for the forgiveness of Allah.’ 
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1129. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narratcd that when he divorced his 

wife, the Messengcr of Allah $£$ said to 'Umar (RAA), “Command 
him to take her back.” Agrecd upon. 
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Chapter X: Ila’ 324 , Dhihar 32 * and Kaffdrah 
(Expiation) 
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1130. 'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd, ‘All^h’s Messenger took an 
oath not to approach his wives (made Il&’) and prohibitcd (some- 
thing which is not unlawful in itselfhThen he went back and made 
this thing lawful (as it was originally) and offered an expiation for 
his oath.’ Related by At-Tirmidhf, with a trustworthy chain of 
narrators. 
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1131. Ibn TJmar (RAA) narrated, ‘When the period of four 
months has expircd (as stated in the Qur’&n), the husband either 
retums to his wife (has a normal relationship with her) or divorccs 
her. And the divorce is not valid until the husband declares it him- 
self.’ Related by Al-BukhSrt. 
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1132. Sulaiman bin Yasar (RAA) narrated, ‘I met over ten 


324- This is where the husband takes an oath that he will not approach his 
wif'e, i.e. not to have scxual intcrcourse with her, as a kind of discipline. 
The maximum period for the lld’ as set by thc Qur’an is four months 
(Surah al-Bagarah, 2:226). 

325- A practice that gocs back to prc-Islamic times. It is when the husband 
makes a statement to his wife likc, ‘Yom are to ine lihe the back of my 
mother, ’ meaning never to approach her. For the Muslims Allah prcscri- 
bed an expiation to be offered by anyonc who says such a thing, and it is 
not regardcd as divorce. 
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Companions of the Prophet M who gave the husband a maximum 
of four months for the Il&' (after which he should either divorce 
her or resume his relationship with her)’. Related by Ash-Shafi'T. 
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1133. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated, ‘ Ila’ at the time of Jahiliyah 
(pre-Islfimic period), used to continue for one or two years. Allah 
revealed that it is not to cxcced four months. If it continues for 
less than four months, then it is not considered Ila’.’ Related by 
Al-Baihaqi. 
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1134. Ibn 'Abbfis (RAA) narrated, ‘A man practiccd Dhihdr 
with his wife and then he had intercourse with her. He went to 


the Prophet ^ and said, ‘I had intercourse with her before making 

the prescribed expiation.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ said to him, 
“Do not approach her until you do what Allah ordered you 
to do.” Related by the four Im&ms and rendered as Sahih by At- 
Tirmidhi. The narration of Al-BazzSr is as follows, “Offer the 
prescribed cxpiation and do not do it again.” 
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1135. Salamah Ibn Sakhr (RAA) narrated, ‘When the month 
of i?amaGfdn_came, I feared lest I should have intercourse with my 
wife (while fasting), so I made Dhihar with her and told her that 
she is like the back of my mother. One night (in Ramadan) I saw 
something of her (body) so I had intercourse with her. The Mcs- 


senger of Alldh said to me, “Frec a slave.” I said, 1 do not pos- 
ses any but myself’ He again said, ‘Then fast for two consecu- 
tive months.’ I said, ‘Whatever I suffered was due to my fasting.’ 
He said, “Feed sixty poor people one Faraq (a measure that 
equals 15 Sa 0 of dates.” Relatcd by Ahmad and the four Imams 
except for An-NasS’i. Ibn Kliuzaimah and Ibn al-Gdrud graded it 
as Sflfiih. 


ChapterXI: Li'an 326 
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326- The word is derived front the Arabic word Im'h which means cursing. 
This takes place whcn a man accuses his wife of committing adultery 
without having four witnesses to support his claim. If he speaks publicly 
about it he wil) be considered as an accu.se r and will be given eighty la- 
shes, which is the punishment for accusation of adultery. When this inc- 
ident took place during the lifetimc of the Prophet ^ thc verse of Li'an 
was revealed (24: 6-9), which states that a husband should swear four 
times (in front of the magistrato and in the presence of his wife) that he 
is telling the truth and the fifth timc he says that may the curse of Allah 
be upon him if he is lying. And thcn she swears four times that he is 
lying about what he has charged her with and the fifth time she says 
that may the wrath of AllSh be upon her if he is telling the truth. In this 
way he is no longer liable to be punished for false accusation and sho is 
no longer liable to be punishmenl for adultery. By this, shc is eternally 
prohibited for him and the child shc is expecting (if any) is not his.

1136. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘A man asked, ‘O Messcnger 
of Allah! \Vhat do you see if someone from amongst us happened 
to find his wife committing adultery. What should he do? If he ta- 
lks, he is talking of a grievous matter, and if remains silent, he is 
also keeping silent over a grievous matter. The Messenger of Allah 

did not answer him. Afterwards the man came again and said 


to Allah’s Messenger #, ‘What I have asked you about is now my 
affliction (i.e. it actually happened to me; that he saw his wife 
committing adultery). Then Allah, the Almighty revealed the ver- 

ses of Surah an-Nur , and the Messenger of Allah ^ recited them 
for him, exhorted him and reminded him of Allah, and told him 
that the torture of this present life is much less than the torture of 
thc Hereafter. Hc (the man) said, ‘No, by Him Who sent you with 

the truth! I did not tell a lie about her.’ Then the Prophet $$ called 
her (the wife of that man) and cxhorted her as well. She said, ‘No, 

by Him Who sent you with the truth! He is a liar.’ The Prophet ^ 
began with thc man who madc four testimonies by Allah, and then 
the woman did the same, and then he separated them both (for- 
ever).’ Related by Muslim. 
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1137. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of AUah 


said to the couple involved in the case oiLi'an , “Your accou- 
nts will be with Allah. One of you two is a liar. You have no 
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authority over her.” The man said, ‘0 Messenger of Allah! My 

property!’ The Messenger of Allah £§ replied ,“If you were telling 
the truth concerning her, that would be in return for what 
you have enjoyed of her, and if you were lying, that would 
be more remote to you than her returning to you (i.e. if he 
was lying about her, how would he take what hc had given to 
her).” Agreed upon. 
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1138. Anas (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of Allah $1 
said, “Watch(for the baby that she will give birth to), if she gives 
birth to a child which is white with lank hair, then it is her 
husband’s child, hut if she gives hirth to a child which is 
brown with curly hair then it is the child of the man her 
husband accused her of committing adultery with.” Agreed 
upon. 
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1139. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ 
ordered a man to put his hand on his hand on the fiflh tcstimony 
and said to him, “It would be the decisive one (which will bring 
Allah’s punishment and curse, and will separate them for ever)” 
Related by Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i with a trustworthy chain of 
narrators. 
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1140. Sahl bin Sa'd (RAA) narrated concerning the case of the 
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couple involved in the Li 'dn.'When thcy had finished making their 
testimony, thc man said. ‘O Messenger of Allah! If I keep her now 
as a wife with me, then I have told a lie about her.’ The man then 

divorccd thrice before Allah’s Messenger ordered him to do 

so.’ 327 Agrccd upon. 
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1141. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘A man came to the Prophet 

^ and said, ‘I have a wife who does not keep the hand of the tou- 

cher (anyone who touches her) from her. The Prophet said to 
him, “Divorce her.” The man replied, ‘But I am afraid, I won’t be 

able to keep away from her.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ then said 
to him, “Then enjoy her (with that deficiency) Related by Abta 
Dawud, At-Tirmidhi and Al-Bazzar with a trustworthy chain of 
narrators. 

An-Nasa'i related on the authority of Ibn 'Abbas with a different 

chain of narrators, ‘The Messenger of A!l5h ^ said to him, “Divo- 
rce her.” He replied, ‘I can not endure my desire for hcr.’ The 

Messenger of Allah ^ then sad, “Then keep her.” 
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327- The majority of scholars are of the opinion that separation takes place 
anyway by the end of thc proccss of Li'&n. As for what this man did, he 
was not ordercd by thc Prophet ^ to do so. His divorce only assured him 
of what had already takon place, which is their separation for ever. 
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1142. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that he heard the Mes- 

senger of Allah say when the verse of Li 'an was revealed ,“Any- 
one who falsely claims a child to her family, while he does 
not belong to thcm, Allah will have nothing to do with her 
(not to expect His Mercy) and will not let her enter His Para- 
dise. And any man who denies paternity of his own child - 
while looking at him(i.e. he is certain that he is his child) Allah 
will not let him look at Him (at Allah) and shall disgrace 
him in the presence of all creation the first and the last. (on 
the Day of Resurrection).” Related by Abu Dawud and An-Nas- 
a’I and Ibn Majah. Ibn Hibban graded it as Sakih. 
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1143. 'Umar (RAA) narrated/Wioever acknowledges his pat- 
ernity to his child, even for a second, he is not to deny him.’ Rela- 
ted by Al-Baihaqi. 
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1144. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘A man came to the Pro- 
phet and said,‘My wife gave birth to a black child.’ The Prophet 
$&£■ asked him, “Do you havc camels?” The man replied, ‘Ycs.’ 
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The Messenger of AllSh asked him, “What color are they?” 

The man replied, ‘Red.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ asked him 
again, M Is there a gray one among them?” The man answered, 

Tcs.’ The Messenger of All&h ?|§ then asked him. “Where has 
that (gray) one come from?” r lTie man said, ‘Maybe it is due to 

heredity.’ The Prophet ^ said, “Maybe your latest son has this 
(black) color due to heredity.” 

In a version by Muslim.The man was intending to deny him.’ And 

said at the end of the narration, ‘AllSh’s Messenger ^ did not 
allow him to deny him.’ 
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Chapter XII: 'Iddah and Ihddd ' 128 
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1145. Al-Miswar bin Makhramah narrated that Subai'ah al- 
Aslamiyah(RAA) gave birth(to a child) a few nights aftcr thc death 

of her husband. She went to the Prophet ^ and asked his permis- 

sion to get married, so he permitted her to do so and she did.’ 329 

Related by Al-Bukhari. 


328- The woman whosc husband has dicd rcfrains from adornments, perfu- 
mes, going out (cxccpt for a necessity) etc.. for a period of four months 
and ton days aftor tho death of her husband which is her 7 dciah . 

329- The 'Iddah of the pregnant woman ends when she gives birth whether 
divorced or a widow. 
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In another narration, ‘She gave birth forty nights after the death 
ofher husband.’ 

In Muslim's version, Az-Zuhari said, ‘I see nothing wrong with her 
getting married while she is still in her post birth bleeding but on 
condition that her husband does not touch her till she becomes 
pure.’ 
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1146. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘I commanded Barirah to obse- 
rve her 'Idda/i for three menstrual periods.’ Rclated by Ibn MSjah. 
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1147. Ash-Shi'bi narrated on the authority of Fatimah bint 

Qais (RAA) that the Messenger of Allah ^ said rcgarding a wo- 
man who is divorced three times (irrevocable divorce), “She has 
no right for maintenance or housing.” Related by Muslim. 
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1148. Umm 'Atiyah (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of 

Allah ?§ said, “It is not Iawfui for a woman who believes in 
Allah and the Hercafter to mourn for a dead person for 
more than three days, except for her husband (she is to 
mourn) for four months and ten days. She is not to wear a 
dyed garment, except for a garment of 'As6 (special clothcs 
made in Ycmcn). She must not apply Kuhl nor perfume. But 
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what is permissible is that when she is purified from her 
menses, she may use a small amount of Kust (type of incense, 
to get rid of the smell of the blood).” Agreed upon and the wording 
is from Muslim. 

Abu Dawud and an-Nasa’i added the following, ‘She must not 
apply Henna.’ an-Nasa'i added, “or comh her hair.” 
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1149. Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated, ‘I applied aloe juice to 
my eyes after the death of Abu Salamah.’ The Messenger of Allah 

^ said, “It gives the face a nice glow (makes it look fresh), 
so use it only at night and remove it in the daytime, and do 
not comb your hair with scent or henna as it is a type of 
dye.” I then asked him, ‘What should I use when I comb my hair?’ 
He said, “Use lote-tree leaves (Sidr).” Rclated by An-Nasal and 
Abu Dawud with a good chain of narrators. 
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1150. Umm Salamah narrated, ‘A woman came to the Messen- 

ger of All&h and said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! My daughter’s 
husband died, and shc is suffering from a disease in hcr cyes. 
Shall we apply Kuhl to it?’ He replied, ‘No.’ Agreed upon. 
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1151. JSbir (RAA) narrated, ‘My matemal aunt was divorced 
thrice, and she wanted to reap somc dates of hers, but a man saw 
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her and blamed her for going out. She came to the Messenger of 

Allah to complain, and he said to her,“Certainly, go and reap 
your palms, so you may give in charity thereof or do a good 
deed.” Related by Muslim. 
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1152. Furai'ah bint MSlik narrated, ‘My husband went out in 
search of some of his slaves, and they killcd him. I asked the Mes- 

senger of Allah to go back to my people, for my husband left me 
without a housc that belonged to him or maintenance.’ Hc said to 
me, “Yes {go to your family).” When I was in my room he called 
me and said, “Stay at your place until you finish your presc- 
ribed 'Iddah She said, ‘So I stayed there for four months and 
ten days.’ She added,‘TJthman used to follow the same ruling later 
on(i.e. for the 'Iddah of thc woman whose husband died).’ Related 
by Ahmad and the four ImAms. At-Tirmidhi, adh-Dhuhali, Ibn 
Hibban and al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1153. Fatimah bint Qais narrated, ‘I said: O Mcssenger of 
AllSh! My husband divorcecl me thrice and I am afraid that some- 
one may attack mc (as she was staying in a deserted placc).' The 
Messenger of Allah gave her pcrmission to move to another house 
(to spend her 'Iddah thcre.)’ Rolated by Muslim. 
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1154, 'Amro bin al-'As (RAA) narrated, ‘Do not confuse us ab- 

out the Sunnah of our Prophet The 'Iddah of the slave woman, 
who is the mother of a child (born free), and her master died, is 
four months and ten days.’ Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawud and 
Ibn Majah. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1155. Ibn TJmar (RAA) narrated, The slavc woman has only 
two pronouncements of divorce (unlike the free woman who has 
three), and her 'Iddah is only for two menstrual cycles.’ Related by 
Ad-Daraqutni. 
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1156. Abh Dawud, At-Tirmidhi and Ibn M(yah related the 
same Hadith on thc authority of 'A’ishah (RAA). Al-Hakim graded 
it as Sahih but some scholars rendered it weak. 
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.1 157. Ruwaifi' bin Thabit (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 

of Allah said, “It is not lawful for a man who believes in 
AJlah and the Day of Resurrection to have intercourse with 

a slave woman (newly bought) who is already pregnant .” 330 


330- Ifa man buys a slave woman and discovers that she is already pregnant 
he is not allowod to havc intertourse with hcr until she delivers the 
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Related by Abu Dawud and At-Tirmidhi. Ibn Hibban graded it as 
Sahih. 
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1158. Ibn 'Umar narratcd concerning the wife of a lost man 
(who is absent and his news ceases to reach her), that she must 
wait for four years and then have an 'Iddah for four months and 
ten days (assuming that he died). Related by Malik and Ash- 
Shafi 'i. 
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1159. Al-Mughirah bin Shu'bah narratcd that the Messenger 

of AlKkh said, “The w’ife of a lost man remains his wife, 
until she gets certain news about his fate.” Related by Ad- 
Daraqutni with a weak chain of narrators.

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1165, 1166, 1167. An-Nasa’i transmitted the same hadith on 
tho authority of 'A’ishah and Tbn Mas'ud (RAA). Abu Dawud rcla- 
ted it on the authority of 'Uthman. 
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Chapter XIII: Rida' (Becoming Unmarriageable 
Kin By Suckling) 
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1168. 'A’ishah (RAA) narraterl that the Mcssenger of Alldh M 
said, “One or two sucklings would not make marriage unla- 
wful.”Relatcd by Muslim 
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1169. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Allah ^ 
said, “Be sure as to who your foster brothers are, for the 
foster (suckling) relationship is confirmed when milk is st- 
ill the essential food for the child (thc only food that satisfies 
his hunger).” Agrced upon. 
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1170. A’ishah (RAA) narrated tliat Sahlah bint Suhail came 

and said, ‘O Messenger of Allah ££l Salim thc client of Abu Hudh- 
aifah Iives with us in the same house, and he has now reached 


puberty.’ The Mcssenger of AllSh said to hcr, “Suckle him so 
that he may become unlawful (in regard to marriage) for 

you .” 331 Related by Muslim. 


331- Scholars are of the opinion that this hadlth is not a cornmon ruling, as it 
is only infants who are normallv breastfed. In this case, the messenger 
of Allfih meant that she may give him somc of her milk (in a cup) and 
thus she wouhl foster him, and not actually suckle him as he is a grown 
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1171. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that Aflah the brother of Abu 
al-Qu'ais (Aflah is her foster uncle) came and asked for permission 
to enter upon her after the verse of the Hijab (the veiling of wo- 
men) was revealed. 'A’ishah added, ‘But I refused to let him in. 


Whcn the Messenger of Allah $$ came, I told him what happened, 
so he commanded me to give him pcrmission to comc into rny prcs- 
ence and said, “He is your uncle.”

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1172. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘It had been revealed in the 
Holy Qur’an that ten (definitely) known suck lings make the mar- 
riage unlawful, but that was abrogated (and substituted) by five 

known sucklings. Wlien the Mcssengcr of Allah died, thcy wcre 
still read (their recitation was finally abrogated from the Qur’an 
bcfore his death, but the ruling still applies)” Related by Muslim. 
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1173. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘Tlie Messenger of Allah ^ 
was asked to marry the daughter of Hamzah (his cousin and foster 
brother), he said, “She is unlawful for me as she is the daugh- 
ter of my foster brother. What is unlawful due to blood rel- 
ations, is also unlawful due to Rida'ah (suckling).” Agreed 
upon.

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1176. Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah

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1177. TJqbah bint Al-Harith narrated that hc married Umm 
Yehia bint Abi Ihab. A woman came along and said,‘I suckled both 


of you.’ Uqbah then asked the Messenger of Allah j&g who said to 
him, “How can you hesitate (about separating from hcr), after 
you have been told (that you were suckled from the same wo- 
man)?” Uqbah then separated from her and she married another 
man. Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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1178. Zi&d As-Sahmt (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of AllSh 

$&$ prohibited that a foolish woman be askcd to suckle an infant. 332 

Related by Abu Dawud. It is a Hadith. Mursal and Zi&d is not a 
Companion. 
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Chapter XTV: Maintenance

take from him without his knowledge. Am I to be blamed for that?’ 

The Prophet said to her, “Take what is sufficient for you 
and your children but in moderation (take only in reasonable 
amounts)” Agrced upon. 
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3.12- Scholars say that the wisdom behind this pi ohibition could bc that bad 
character may be inherited, so it is better to choose one with fine qua- 
litics. 
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1180. TSriq Al-Muharibi (KAA) narrated, ‘We arrived in Madi- 

nah when the Messenger of AllSh ^ was on the pulpit addressing 
the peoplc and saying, “The hand which gives (charity) is the 
upper hand. And spend first (before giving charity) on the 
ones who are dependent on you: your mother and father, 
your sister and brothcr, then your closer relatives and so 
on.” Related by An-Nasa’i. Ibn Hibban and ad-D&raqutni graded 
it as §ahih. 
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1181. Abu Hurairah narrate<l that the Messenger of Allah ^ 
said, M A slave is entitled to his food and clothing (spent by his 
master), and he is not to be given tasks that are beyond his 
ability.” Rclatcd by Muslim. 
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1182. Hakim bin Mu'awiyah Al-Qushairi narrated on the au- 
thority of his father, T asked: ‘O Messenger of Allah! What are the 


rights of one’s wifc upon her husband?’ The Prophet said, “To 
feed her when you eat, and clothe her when you clothe 
yourself.” (see hadith no. 1052). 
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1183. Jabir bin Abdullah (RAA) narrated, ‘In the Farewell 
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Sermon, the Messengcr of Allah ^ said regarding women, “You 
are responsible for their maintenance and clothing in a 
fair manner.” Related by Muslim. 
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1184. 'Abdullah Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that the Messen- 


ger of Allah ^ said, “It is a grave sin for someone to destroy 
those for whom he is rcsponsible for their maintenance 

Gcave them without paying thcir necessary provisions).” Relatcd 
by An-NasS'i. 

In the version of Muslim, “...to withhold his provisions from 
those he possesses (his slaves).”

Rel- 
atecl by Sa'id bin Mangtir on the authority of Sufian on the autho- 
rity of Abu az-Zinad who said,‘I asked Sa'id bin al-Musaiyab: Does 

this rclate to the Sunnah of the Prophet ^?' He replied: “Yes it 
does.” This Hadith is a Mursal. 
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1,189. 'Umar (RAA) narratcd that he wrote to the commanders 
of the armies rcgarding some mcn (soldiers) who had been absent 
from their wives for long periods of time, telling them to send ma- 
intenance or divorcc them. If they divorce, they should send them 
maintenance for thc period that they had stopped paying it. Rela- 
ted by ash-Shafi'i and al-Baihaqi with a good chain of narrators. 
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1190. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that a man came to the 

Messenger of Allah M and said, ‘Allah’s Messenger, I have a Din- 
ar?’ He then said to him, “Spend it on yourself.” The man again 

said,‘I have another onc.’ Thc Messenger of Allah M said, “Spcnd 
it on your children.” He said, T have anothcr one.’ He said, 
“Spend it on your wife.” The man again said, ‘I have another 

one.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ said, “Spend it on your serv- 

ant.” He said, ‘I have another one.’ The Messenger of Allah 3*1 
said, “You know better to whom you should give it.” Related 
by Ash-Shafi'i and Abu Dawud ancl the wording is his. An-Nasa'i 
and al-Hakim also transmitted it, but mentioned the wife before 
the children. 
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1191. Bahz bin Hakim narrated on the authority of his father 
on the authority of his grandfather (RAA), that I said: ‘O Messen- 
ger of Allah! Who deservcs my best treatment?’ The Messenger of 

Allah said, ‘Your mother.” I said again, ‘Then who?’ He said,

My husband wants to take away my son, and 
he is helping me and draws water for me from the well of Abu 
Tnabah (i.e. her son). Her husband came and the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “O boy! This is your father and this is your 

mother, take the hand of whoever you wish of them. 333 ” The 

boy then took his mother’s hand and she went away with him.’ 
Related by Ahmad and the four Imams. At-Tirmidhi graded it as 
S>nhil±. 
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333- This is a proof that when the child starts to be independent he is given 
the choice betwecn staying with the mother or thc father. 
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1194. Rafi' bin Sinan (RAA) narrated that he cmbraced Islam 

but his wife refused to do so. The Messengcr of Allah made the 
mother sit on one side and the father sit on the other side and 
seated the boy between them. The boy then inclined to his mother.

maternal aunt, and said, “The maternal aunt has the same 
status as the mother.” Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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1196. Ahmad transmitted the same hadith on the authority of 
Ali (RAA) and said, ‘The little girl must be given to the care ofher 
aunt for the maternal aunt is like a mothcr.’ 
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1197. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah M said, “When thc servant of one of you brings him his food, 
if he does not lct him sit with him (to eat) he should give him one 
or two mouthfuls.” Agrecd upon and the wording is from Al- 
Bukhari’. 
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1198. Ibn 'Umar narrated that the Mcssenger of Allah $§ said, 

‘A woman was punished on account of a cat. Shc kept it 
locked in untO it died. So, she was put in the Hell Fire bec- 
ause of what she did. She neither fed it or gave it water; as 
she locked her in, nor left her to eat from the creatures of 
the earth.” Agreed upon.

Book IX: Crimes (Qisas or Retaliation) 

Chapter I 
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1199. Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

^ said, “The bluod of a Muslim who tcstifics that none has 
the right to be worshippcd but Allah and that I am His 
Messenger, cannot bc shed lawfully, except in three cascs: 
a married person who committed adultery, in Qisas (rcta- 
liation) for murder(life for life)and the apostate from Islam 
who abandons the Muslim Jama'ah (community).” Agreed 
upon. 
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1200. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated that Allah’s Messenger said, 

“The blood of a Muslim is not to be shed except for thrce 
reasons: a married man who committed adultery, a man 
who kills another Muslim intentionally for which he must 
bc killed (in Qisas or retaliation), and a man who abandons 
Islam and fights against Allah and His Messenger, in which 
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case he should be either killed, crucified, or exiled.” Related 
by Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i. Al-Hakim graded it as §a/uh. 
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1201. 'Abdullah Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that the Messcn- 

ger of Allah said, “The first issues to be judged among 
people on the Day of Resurrection, are those of unlawful 
blood-shed.” Agreed upon. 
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1202. Samurah (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Allah 

^ said, “Whoever kills his slave we shall kill him, and who- 
ever cuts the nose of his slave we shall cut off his nose.” 
Rclated by Ahmad and the four Imftms. At-Tirmidhi graded it as 
tlasan. 


Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’i added thc following, “and whoever 
castrates his slavc we shall castrate him.” Al-Hakim graded 
this addition as Sahih. 
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1203. 'Umar bin al-Khattftb (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Mes- 

sengcr of Allah say, “A father is not to be killed for his off- 
spring.” Related by Ahmad, At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Majah. Ibn al- 
Garud and al-Baihaqi gradcd it as Sahih.

1204. Abu Juhaifah (RAA) narrated,‘I asked AH: ‘Do you have 
any other Divine Revelation besides what is in the Qur’an? 'Ali 
said, ‘No. By Him Wlio made the grain split (germinate) and crca- 
ted the soul, we have nothing besidcs thc Qur’an except the gift of 
understanding the Qur’an, which Allah gives a man, besides what 
is written in this manuscript. I said, ‘What is in this manuscript?’ 

Ali said, ‘The regulations of Diyah (Blood money), the ransom for 
captives and the ruling that no Muslim should be killed in Qisas 
for killing a disbeliever.’ Related by Al-Bukhari. 
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1205. The previous tradition was also transmitted by Ahmad, 
An-Nasa’i and Abu DawOd on the authority of 'Ali with a different 
chain of narrators whcre he said, ‘The blood of one Muslim (his 
life) is equivalent to the blood of another Muslim (i.e. equal in 
Qiscis and blood money), the protection of Allah is one (and is cqu- 
ally) extended to the most humble of the believers (i.e. if a Muslim 
gives protection to a man or to a group of mcn, they should all 
help him even is he was the most humble of them). Believers are 
all like one hand against their enemics. No believer is to be killed 
for a disbeliever (i.e. in Qi$a§), nor should one who has a covenant 
with the Muslims be killed while his covenant holds.’ Al-Hakim 
graded it as Sahih. 
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1206. Anas bin Malik (RAA) narratccl that a girl was found 
with her head crushed between two stones. They asked her, ‘Who 
did that to you? Is it so and so, or so and so? Thcy mentioned some 
names to her until they mentioned the namc of a Jew, whereupon 
she nodded her head. The Jew was eaptured and he confesscd. The 

Messenger of Allfth ^ ordered that his head be crushed between 
two stones.’ Agrecd upon and the wording is from Muslim. 
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1207. Tmran bin Al-Husain (RAA) narrated that a slave of 
some poor people cut off the ear of another slave belonging to some 

rich pcople. They came to the Messenger of Allah ^ but he appoi- 

nted no compensation for them. 334 ’ Related by Ahmad and thc thr- 

ee Imams with a sound chain of narrators. 
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334- Scholars have difierent opinions as to the reason for giving no compen- 
sation. Some say that it happcned by accident, some say that maybe it 
was becauso his masters were poor so the Mcssenger of AllAh f*. gave 
him the compensation himself, some say that the boy was still immature 
and Alldh knows best. 
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1208. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narratcd on the authority of his 
father, on the authority of his grandfather <RAA), that a man 
stabbed another man in his knce with a horn. So he came to the 


Messenger of All&h and said, ‘Retaliate on my behalf.’ The Mes- 

senger of Allah ^ said to him, “Wait until your wound has 
healcd.” The man came again and said, ‘O Messengcr of Allah! 
Retaliate on my behalf.’ So, hc allowed him to rctaliate against thc 
one who attacked him (by stabbing him thc same way). Then he 

came again to the Messenger of Allah and said, ‘O Messenger of 

Allah!I have become lame.’ The Messcnger of Allah said to him, 
“I forbade you (to take retaliation until your wound was healed) 
but you disobeyed me, may Allah keep you away from His 
mercy (for your disobedicnce), and as for your lamencss you 
are not entitled to any compensation (as he retaliatcd before 
he discovered the lameness otherwise he would havc been entitled 
half the Diyct/i ).” Tlien Allah’s Messenger prohibited the following, 
‘No retaliation is to bc made for a wound before the victim is tota- 
lly recovcred.’ Related by Ahmad and Ad-Daraqutni. 
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1209. Abu I-Iurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘Two woman of the tribe 
otHudhail fought with each othcr and one of thcm threw a stone 
at the other. In this way shc killed the woman and what was in 
her womb (as she was pregnant). Their dispute was presented to 
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the Prophet who ordained that thc Diyah (blood money) of the 
unborn child, is a male or a female slave of the best qua!ity. He 
also decided that the Diyah of the woman is to be paid by her rela- 

tives (the one who killed) on her father’s side.™ The Messenger of 

Allah M also ordained that her inheritance (of the woman who kil- 
led as she died later) be for her sons and husband (and not for her 
relatives who had to pay the Diyah). Hainal bin An-N&bighah Al- 
Hudhaill then said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! Why should I pay the 
Diyah for one who neither drank nor ate nor spokc, nor cried (i,c. 
the dead fetus), such a creature is not entitled to blood money.’ 

The Messenger of Allah % then said, “This man is one of the 
brothers of the soothsayers,” on account of the rhymed speech 
which he used, conceming the dead fetus. 
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1210. Abu Dawud and An-NasS’i narrated on the authority of 
Ibn Abbas that Umar (RAA) asked about the judgment of the 

Prophet M conceming thc Diyah of the dead fetus. IJamal bin An- 
NSbighah Al-Hudhaili then got up and said, “I was between the 
two women. One of them struck the other with a stone, killing her 

and what was in her womb. So thc Messenger of Allah M ordained 
(as above). Ibn Hibb^n and al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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335- There was no Qi$&$ in this case, as the woman did nol. intend to kill hor 
She only used a small stone or the like. 
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1211. Anas narrated that Ar-Rubai' bint An-Nadr (his aunt) 
broke the ineisor tecth of a girl. Thc family of Ar-Rubai' askcd the 
family of the girl to pardon hcr, but they rcfuscd. Tliey thcn offe- 

red them Arsh m , (as compensation) but they also refused. They 


came to the Messengcr of Allah ^ asking for Qtsds, and hc gave 
orders that they should take their Qisas from Ar-Rubai'. Anas bin 

An-Nadr then camc to the Messengcr of Allah and said, ‘O Mes- 
scnger of Allah! Will the incisor tooth of Ar-Rubai' be broken? No, 
by Him Who sent you with thc truth, her incisor tooth will not be 

brokcn. The Messcnger of Allah then said to him, “Anas! Al- 
lah’s decree is equal retaliation.” But the family of the girl 

agreed to pardon Ar-Rubai'. Thc Messenger of Allah M thcn said, 
“Among Allah’s servants are those who if they swear by Al- 
lahLfor something), Allah will consent to their oath ” Agreed 
upon, and the wording is from Al-Bukhari. 
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1212. Ibn Abbas (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of Allah 
said, “If anyone is killed and his killer is not known 337 , or 


330- Term used for blood money owed for injuries. 

337- Such as the one killed in a fight between two families or two tribcs and 
it is not definitcly known who killcd him or how hc was killed. In this 
case the other family must tako an oath that they did not kill the victim, 
and if it is known who killed him (which group of people or which fam- 
ily) they would share his Diyah (for a death caused by mistake) Other- 
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was killcd with a stone, a whip or with a stick (i.e. killed by 
mistake but with a deliberate ii\jury) his Diyah will be that 
of killing by mistake (manslaughter). As for whoever killed 
deliberately, retaliation is due (from the one who killed him). 
Anyone who tries to prevent taking Qisas (from the killer) 
may Allah curse him.”

said,“If a man holds another man so that a third man can 
kill the seized one, then the one who killed is to be killed 
(in Qis&8) and the one who seized the killed one is to be im- 
prisoned.” Related by Ad-Daraqutni. Ibn al-Qa^n graded it as 
Sahi/j, and its narrators arc trustworthy. 
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1214. Abdur Rahman bin Al-Bailamani narrated that the 
Messenger of Allah H killed a Muslim who killed a Muahid 

who had made a covenant with thc Muslims, and said, “I am clos- 
est to the ones who keep their covenants of protection.” 
Related by 'Abdur Razz&q. 


wise, if it is diflicult tu identify the group of people who killed him, his 
Diyah is to be paid from the Muslim Troasury. 

338- A Mu'dhid is a non Muslim who is rcsiding in an Islamic State with 
whom there is a covenant of peace and protection. The killing of such a 
person is murder. 
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1215. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘A young boy was murdercd 
deceitfully. 'Umar (RAA) thereupon said,‘If all the people of San '&’ 

(in Yemen) participated in killing him, I would kill them all.’ 33 ® 

Related by al-Bukhari. 
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1216. Abd Shuraih Al-Khaza'i (RAA) narrated that the Mes- 


senger of AllSh ^ said, “If the relative of one of you is killed 
after my speech, his family has one of two choices: ‘Either 
they take his Diyah or kill the killer.” Related by Abu Dawud 
and An-Nasa’i. 
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1217. A similar narration is transmitted by Al-Bukhari and 
Muslim on the authority of Abu Hurairah. 
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Chapter II: Types of Diyah (Blood money) 
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339- Thc incident happened when a man traveled and left his wife with their 
child. The woman and her lover killed the child for fear that hc may tell 
the husband about it when he returned. Those involved were the woman, 
her lovev, her servant and another man. When Umar knew about it from 
Yala bin Umaiyyah, his ruler in Yemen, he issued a decree that all of 
them must be killed as they killed him collectively. 
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1218. Abu Bakr bin Muhammad bin 'Amro bin Hazm narra- 
tcd on the authority of his father on the authority of his grand- 

father (RAA) that ‘The Messenger of Allah wrote to the people 
of Yemen (mentioning the hadfth which included), ‘Wlioevcr kills a 
believer deliberately for no rcason or a crime that he committed, 
hc should be killed (in retaliation), unless the family of the rnurde- 
rcd person agrees to take Diyah (blood money). Thc Diyah for a 
life is a hundred camels. Full blood money (i.e. total Diyah of 100 
camels) is paid for the total cut off of each of the following: the 
nose, the eyes, the tongue, the lips, the penis, the testicles and the 

backbone. 310 For the cutting off of one leg; half a Diyah is paid (i.e. 

50 camels). For a hcad injury a third of the Diyah is paid, for a 
stab which penetrates the body, one third of thc Diyah, for a blow 
which breaks a bones or dislocates it, 15 camels. For each finger 
or toe, 10 camels are paid. For each tooth five camels are paid. 
For a wound which exposes a bone five camels are paid. A man is 
killed in Qisas for killing a woman. For those who possess gold, 
thoy should pay the equivalent of the 100 camcls which is fixed as 
one thousand Dinars.’ Related by Abu Dawud in his book "al- 
Marasil”, an-Nasa'i, Ibn Khuzaimah, Ibn al-Garud, Ibn Hibban 
and Ahmad, but they disagreed regarding its authenticity. 


340- A full Diyah is duo in this case, as each of these organs are either impai- 
red (i.e. cannot bc compensated), or the full pair is cut off (such as the 
ears, the lips etc..) 
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1219. Ibn Mas'ud (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
said, “The Diyah for accidental killing is paid in five typ- 


es of camel indemnity 3 ' 11 : 20 she-camels ‘ hiqqah * (in their fou- 

rth year), 20 she-camels ‘ Jaz'ah * (in their fifth year), 20 she- 
camels ‘ bint makhad’ (in their second year), 20 she-camels 
‘bint tabun’ (in their third year) and 20 he-camels 'ibn labhn' 
(in their third year).”Related by Ad-Daraqutni with a strong chain 
of narrators. The four ImSms reported it with this version, “twe- 
nty 'ibn makhdd' (twenty male camels which had entered their 
second year),” instead of “ibn lab&tu ” 
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1220. Abu Dawmd and At-Tirmidhi transmitted on the autho- 
rity of 'Amro bin Shu'aib on his father’s authority, who reported 
from his grandfather (RAA), who rcportcd that the Messenger of 

Allah 3 ^ said, “The Diyah (of intentional homicide) is paid in 


three different types of camels 3,12 : 30 she-camels ‘AiggaA’ (in 

their fourth year), 30 she-camels ‘ Jaz'ah’ (in their fifth year), 

and 40 pregnant she-camels.” 


341- This Diyah is less sevcre in that its payment is deferred, and paid in five 
different types of camels. Some scholars say that it could be paid over a 
pcriod of three years. 

342- This Diyah is severe in that it is to be paid immediately and paid in 
three different gond types of camels. 
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1221. Tbn Umar (RAA) narratcd that tho Messcnger of AllSh 

M said, “Three typcs of people arc most hated by Allah, the 
Almighty: whoever kills another in the Sacred area of Har- 
am (Sanctuaty), whoever kills anyone other than the one 
who killcd him or whoever kills anyonc in revenge as in 
times of JdAi/tya/i(pre-Islamic times).” Related by Ibn Hibban. 
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1222. 'Abdullah Ibn 'Amro ibn al- Ag (RAA) narrated that the 


Messenger of Allah ^ said, “The Diyah for accidental and 
quasi-deliberate homicidc -such as that inflicted with a 
whip or a stick- is a hundred camcls, forty of which are 
pregnant she-camels.” Relatcd by Abu- Dawud, An-Nasa’i and 
Ibn Majah. Ibn Hibbiln graded it as Sahih. 
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1223. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

said, “This and that are equal -meaning the little finger 
and the thumb.” Related by Al-Bukhari, Abu Dawud and At-Tir- 
midhi transmitted, “The Diyah for the fingers and toes is the 
same, and that for the teeth is the same; the incisor and the 
molar tooth are the same.” Ibn Hibban narrated, “The Diyah 
for the fingers and toes is the same; 10 camels for each.” 
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1224. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narratcd on thc authority of his fath- 
er, on the authority of his grandfather (RAA) that the Messenger 

of Allah said, “Anyone who practices medicine but is not 
known as a practitioncr, and kills a human being or inflicts 
harm on him, will be held responsible.” Related by Ad-Daraq- 
utni. Al-H&kim gradcd it as Sahih. Abu Dawud, an-Nasa’i and 
others also narrated it, but. its Mursal form is stronger than the 
connected one. 
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1225. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on the authority of his fath- 
er, on the authority of his grandfather (RAA) that the Messenger 

of Allah said, “For a wound which exposes a bone five 
camels are paid (in compensation).” Related by Ahmad and 
the four Imams. Ahmad added the following statcment, “And the 
fingers and tocs are all equal- in Diyah’ ten camels.” Ibn 
Khuzaimah and Ibn al-Garud graded it as Sahih. 
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1226. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on the authority of his fath- 
er, on the authority of his grandfather (RAA) that the Messenger 
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of All&h 5 % said, “The Diyah of the Dhimmi ' 143 is half that of a 

Muslim.” Related by Ahmad and the four ImSms. The narration 
of Abu Dawud, “The Diyah of the Mu'ahid (non Muslim with a 
covenant of protection) is half the Diyah of a free Muslim.” In 
the narration of An-NasS'i,“The Diyah of a woman is the same 
as the Diyah of a man up to the third of the value (if the due 
value exceeds the third then her Diyah is half that of the man) 
Ibn Khuzaimah graded it as Sahih. 
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1227. 'Amro bin Shu'aib narrated on the authority of his fath- 
er, on the authority of his grandfather (RAA) that the Messcnger 

oi Allah said, “The Diyah of the quasi-deliberate homicide 
is as severe as deliberate murder (in its being given in three 
typcs of camels), and the offender is not to be killed. This 
happens when the devil excites enmity between people 
causing them to shed blood but not due to hatred or car- 
rying weapons in fighting.” Related by Ad-Daraqutn! and gra- 
ded it as weak Hadith. 
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1228. Ibn 'Abbfls (RAA) narratcd that, ’A man killcd another 


man during the lifetime of thc Prophet so the decided that his 
Diyah would be 12 thousand ( Dirhams ).’ Related by the four 
Imams. 


343- A non-Muslim; Christian or Jew, living under the protection of an Isla- 
mic government 
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1229. Abu Rimthah narrated, ‘I came to the Prophet with 
my son and he askcd me, “Who is this?” I answered, This is my 

son, and I swear on it.’ 344 The Messenger of Allah M said ,“He will 


oot carry your burdens 345 (sins) and you will not carry his 

burdens.” Related by An-Nasa’i and Abu Dawud. Ibn Khuzaimah 
and Ibn al-Garud graded it as Sahih. 
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Chapter III: Claiming the Right to Qisas and 
Qasdmah (taking an oath) 
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344- In another narration, the Messenger of AllSh M asked him again, ‘Is it 
true that he is your som?* The man then said I bear witncss to it. The 
Mcssenger of Allah sfe smiled because of the rcscmblance between the 
father and son and for the fact that the father took an oath on this 
matter. 

345- Any action which entails Qisds or punishment.

1230. Sahl bin Abi Khaithamah (RAA) narrated on the autho- 
rity of some honored men from his people that 'Abdull&h bin Sahl 
and Muhaiysah bin Mas'ud, went out to Khaibar because of a har- 
dship they were undergoing. Muhaiysah came and told thcm that 
'Abdullah bin Sahl had bccn lcilled and thrown into a well. He 
came to the Jews and said to them, ‘I swear by AllSh that you 
have killed him.’ They replied, ‘Wc swear by Allah that wc have 
not killed him.’ Then Muhaiysah came along with his brother 

Huwaiysah and 'Abdur Rahman bin Sahl to the Prophet ^ and 

Muhaiysah started to talk. The Mcssenger of Allah ^ said to him, 
“Let an older one speak (take charge of this matter).” So Huw- 
aiysah narrated what happened and then Muhaiysah spoke. The 

Messenger of Allah ^ said,“Either they pay the Diyah of your 

companion or be ready for war.” The Messenger of Allah M 
wrote to them about this and they wrote back saying, ‘By Allah, 

wc have not killed him.’ The Messenger of Allah M then said to 
Huwaiysah, Muhaiysah and 'Abdur Ralimfin bin Sahl, “Would 
you take an oath (that they killed him) and then you will be 
entitled to the Diyah of your companion.” They answered, 

‘No (as they did not witness the crime).’ The Messenger of Allah ^ 
then said, “Then the Jews should take an oath (that they are 
innocent).” They said, ‘They are not Muslims.’ The Messenger of 

Allah 3sg thereupon paid the Diyah of the victim himself and scnt 
them 100 camels. Sahl commented, ‘A red shc-camel (of these 100 
camels) kicked me.’ Agreed upon. 
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1231. A man from the Ansar narrated that the Messenger of 


All£h ^ consented to the Qas&mah (taking an oath that they did 
not kill the victim), which was practiced during thc time of Jahili- 

yah (pre-Islam) and the Messcngcr of All&h made a judgment 
between some men from the Ansar conccrning a man who was 
killed and they claimed that thc Jews had killed him.’ Related by 
Muslim. 
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Chapter FV: Fighting Transgressors 
(who rebel against the ruler unjustly) 
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1232. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narratcd that thc Messenger of Allah 


said, “Whoever carries arms against us T is not one of us.” 
Agreed upon. 
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1233. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated, “He who rebcls agai- 
nst obedience to the ruler, abandons the Muslim commun- 
ity and then dies, his death will be as if he died at the time 
of J&hiliyah” Related by Muslim.

Related hy Al-Bazzar and 
al-Hakim. The latter graded it as Sakih but he was mistaken as 
Kawthar bin Hakim (one of the narrators) is a rejected narrator. 
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1236. 'Arfagah bin Shuraih (RAA) narrated, ‘I hcard the Mes- 

senger of Allfih say, “He who comes to you when you arc 
united and wants to disunite your community, kill him.” 
Related by Muslim.

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1239. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of 
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Allah said, “If anyone spies on you (tries to look at you) 
without your permission, and you thereupon throw a stone 
at him and because of it he lost his eye, you are not to be 
blamed.” Agreed upon. In another version by Ahmad and an- 
Nasa'i and graded as §aht(i by Tbn Hibban, “He has no right for 
Diyah or Qisas. ” 
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1240. AI-BarS’ bin 'Azib (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

Allah ordained that the guarding of a garden is the responsi- 
bility of its owners during the day and the guarding of animals is 
the responsibility of their owners at night. However, the owners of 
the animals are responsible for any damage caused by thcir anim- 
als during the night (i.e. pay compcnsation for what they damaged 
of other’s property).’ Related by Ahmad and the four Imams except 
At-Tirmidhi. Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1241. Mu'adh bin Jabal (RAA) narrated - concerning a man 
who embraced IslSm and then turned to Judaism (i.e. apostated), 
‘I shall not sit down until he is killed. That is the Command of 
Allah and His Messenger, and he gavo an order that hc must be 
killed and so he was.’ Agreed upon. 


In a version by AbO Dawud, TIc was givcn a chance to repent and 
return to Islam but he refuscd. 
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1242. Ibn 'AbbSs (RAA) narrated that thc Mcsscngcr of Allah 
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M said, “He who changes his religion (i.e. apostates) kill 
him. M Related by Al-Bukh&ri. 
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1243. Ibn 'AbMs (RAA) narrated, ‘A blind man had a prcgn- 

ant slave, who used to abuse t.he Messenger of All&h and def- 
ame him. The blind man forbade her but she did not stop. One 

night she began to slander the Prophet M so he took a n axe, 
placed it on her belly, pressed it and killed her. Thc Messenger of 

Allah ^ was told about it, and thcrcupon he said,“Oh pcople! Be 


witnesses that no Diyah is to be paid for her blood .” 347 Rela- 


ted by Abu Daw'ud with a trustworlhy chain of narrators. 


347 - Because shc was slandering the Prophet so she is considered as a ' 
disbeliever and an apostate. 
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Book X: Hudud or Prescribed Penalties in 
Islamic Shari'ah 



Chapter I: The Prescribed Penalty (punishment) 

for Fomication 
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1244. Abu Hurairah and Zaid bin Khalid al-Juhani (RAA)

narrated that a Bedouin cavne to the Prophet jk, and said, ‘O Mes- 
senger of Allah! I beseech you by Allah, thatyou judge between us 
according to Allah’s Laws.’ The man’s opponent who was wiser 
than him got up and said, ‘Yes, judge betwecn us according to 

Allah’s Law and kindly allow me (to speak).’ The Prophet said, 
“Speak.” He said,‘My son was a laborer working for that man (the 
Bcdouin) and hc committcd illegal sexual intercourse with his 
wifc, and I was informcd that my son dcsorvcd to bc stoned to 
death (as punishmcnt for this offenee). I ransomed him with one 
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hundred sheep and a slave girl. But when I asked the knowledge- 
able people they told me that my son should receivc a hundred 
lashes and be exiled for a year, and the man’s wife should be sto- 

ned to death. The Messenger of All&h ^ replied, “By Him in 

Whose Hands my soul is f I shall judgc between you accor- 
ding to the Law of Allah (i.e. His Rook). The slave girl and 
the sheep are to be returned to you. As for your son, he has 
to receivc one hundred lashes and be cxiled for a year. O 
Unais! Go to this man's wife, and if she confesses, then 
stone her to death.” Agreed upon, and this is Muslim’s version. 
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1245. 'UbSdah bin As-Samit (RAA) narrated that the Messen- 


ger of Allah ‘M said, “Receive from me (this revelation), receive 
from me (this rcvclation). Allah has ordaincd a way for those 


women 3<fl (unmarried females who committed adultery). When 

an unmarried man, commits adultery with an unmarried 
woman, they should receive one hundred lashes and be exi- 


Ied for a year 3 ' 19 . If they (fomicate while they) were married, 


they shall receive hundred lashes and be stoned to death 350 

Reported by Muslim. 


348- The Messenger of Allah M is referring to the versc (4:15) sfirat an-Nisa’, 
**...and if thcy testify, confine them (those women) to their houses 
until death, or (until) Allah ordains for them sorne other way. n 

349- Imam Malik is of the opinion that a woman is not to be exiled as this 
will cxpose her to hardship, and shc is not allowed to travel on her nwn 
anyway. She should only be floggod a himdred lashes, and thc male is to 
be flogged and exiled. Other scholars say that if she is cxiled she must 
be with a mahram. . 

350- Most scholars are of the opinion that there is no need for flogging and 
that stoning is suflicient for the (marricd) adulterer and the adultei css. 
Thcir evidence is that the Prophct did not combine flogging and ston- 
ing in tho punishment of Miiiz and only stoned him to death. This is also 
evident in this hatlilh as thc Prophct did not ordcr Unais to flog hcr

1246. Abu Hurairah (EAA) narratcd, ‘A Muslim man 351 camc 


to thc Prophct while he was in the mosque, and called him say- 
ing, ‘0 Mcsscngcr of Allah! I have committcd adultery.’ Thc Mes- 

senger of Allah turned his face away from him, so the man 
came round (from the other side) towards his face and said, ‘O 
Messenger of Allah! I have committcd adultory.’ The Messenger of 

Allah again turned his facc away from him, but the man rcpe- 
atcd his statement four times. When he testified four times that 

he did it, the Messenger of Allah -jti called him saying, M Are you 

insane?” The man said, ‘No.’ The Messenger of Allah ^ then 
asked him, “Are you married?” Thc man answered, ‘Yes.’ The

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1247. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narratcd, ‘When Ma'iz came to the

Some scholars are also of the opinion that 
this hadith is abrogated as it was the first to be reveated, concerning the 
punishment of the married adulterer and adultercss while the story ol’ 
Ma’iz occurred at a later time.

Ver- 
ily, stoning is an obligation in thc Book of Allah to be inflicted on

352- A Qur’anic verse was revealed prescribing the punishment of stoning, 
but according to the opinion of tho lnsjority of the companions and schol- 
ai-s, it was later abrogated, regarding its recitation in the Qur an, but its 
verdict still applics as proven by the Sunnah.

M offered funeral prayer for her, and thereupon 'Umar said, ‘0 
Messenger of Allah! You offer funeral prayer for her even though 

she committed adultery?’ The Messenger of Allah $£. replied, “Shc 
has offered such a repentance (for her sin) that if it was divi- 
ded between seventy of the inhabitants of Madinah, it wou- 
ld be suffieicnt for them. Have you found such repentance

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1252. Jabir bin Abdullah (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of 
AllSh ^ stoned a man from Aslam 356 to death, a Jewish man and

The Messenger 
of Allah sfe asked them about the legal penalty for such a crime in their 
Book (the Torah). They told him that their Kabbis have innovated a 
punishment of blackening the faces with charcoal. 'Abduliah bin Salam 
said, “O Messenger of Allah! Tell them to bring the Torah.’ When they 
brought the Torah, one of them found the vcrse of stoning to death with 
his hand and starting reading the preceding verse and what followed. 
Ibn Salam then said to the Jews, ‘Lift up your hand.’ The verse was 
there under his hand and thereupon the Messengcr of Allfih sfe ordered 
that the two sinners be stoned to death.

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on your back (i.e. flogged for your accusation if it is false.”(refer 
to hadith no.1138).

Chapter III: Penalty for Theft 
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363- This is evidence that the punishment of a ma!e or a female slave for this 
crime is half of that prescribed for a free person, which would be fiO 
lashes. 
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1267. 'A’ishah (RAA) narratcd that Allah’s Mcssenger said, 

“A thiefs hand should not be cut off except for a quarter of 

a Din&r 364 or more.” Agreed upon and the wording is from Mu- 


slim. 

The version of Al-Bukhari reads, “The hand of a thief is to be 
cut off for a quarter of a Dinar or more.” 

In a version by Ahmad, “Cut off a thief s hand for a quarter of 
a Dinar, and do not cut it off for what is less than that.” 
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1268. Ibn TJmar (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 


^ cut off the hand of a thief for stealing a shield that was worth 
three Dirhams. Agreed upon. 
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1269. Abd Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

AllAh ^ said, “May Allah curse the thief who steals an egg 
for which his hand is cut off, or steals a rope for which his 

hand is to be cut off.’ Agreed upon. 365 


364 - A theifs right hand is to be cut off if he is caught stealing a quarter of a 
Dinar (almost 1.5 gm of gold) or goods worth that much at the time of 
the thefl. 

365- Thc consensus of the scholars is that stealing an egg or a rope does not 
call for someone’s hand to be cut off. The exaggeration in the hadith is 
meant to be a factor that urges anyone who thinks of stoaling, to think 
twice, and see how mean this act is, as he would loose his precious right 
hand for something as worthless as an egg. 
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1270. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ‘AllSh’s Messenger said (to 
Usaimah bin Zaid), “Are you interceding with regards to onc 

of Allah’s prescribed penalties? 3 » 5 ” Then he got up and addres- 


sed the people sajnng, “O peoplel What destroyed the nations 
before you, was that when a noble person committed theft, 
they used to leave him (without punishment), but if a weak 
person among thcm committed theft, they would inflict the 
legal punishment on him.” Agreed upon and the wording is 
from Muslim. 


Muslim has anothcr version on thc authority of 'A’ishah (RAA) 
who said, ‘A woman used to borrow (people’s) belongings and deny 

having taken them, so the Prophet ordered that her hand be 
cut oflf’ 
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366- A lady lcnowti as F&timah bint Aswad al-Makhzumiyah who came from a 
prominent family committed an act of thcft. When the Messengcr of 
AllSh ik commanded that her hand was to be cut off, people started to 
intercede to exempt her from punishment, and among thcm was Usa- 
mah bin Zaid, the son of his former servant Zaid bin Thabit. The Mes- 
senger of Allfih 31 became very arigry and said the statement mentioned 
in the hadfth. The owner of the stolen goods however can intercede for 
the thief, for his hand not to be cut off as long as the case has not yet 
been taken to the judge. Once it has bccn brought to court, no one can 
seek pardon for the thief. 
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1271. J&bir (RAA) narratcd that the Messenger of All&h ^ 
said, “There is no cutting of the hand for the treacherous, 
for snatching (like thc one who snatches and runs away), or for 
forcible sei/.ure (looting or robbery).” Related by Ahmad and 
thc four Imams. At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1272. Rafi' bin Khudaij (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messen- 


ger of AJl&h ^ say, “There is no cutting off of a hand for tak- 
ing fruit or the pith of a palm tree.” Related by Ahmad and 
the four Imams. At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibb&n graded it as Sahi/i. 
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1273. Abu Umaiyah al-Makhzumi (RAA) narrated, ‘A thief 
who has made a confession was brought to the Messenger of Allah 


$£, but no goods were found with him. Allah’s Mcssenger said 
to him, “I do not think you have stolenl” The man replied, *Yes 


I have.’ The Prophet ^ repeated it to him twice or thrice, so he 
gave his commands concerning him, and his hand was cut off. He 

was then brought to the Messenger of Allah ^ who said to him, 
“Ask for the forgiveness of Allah and turn to Him in rcpen- 
tance.” The man then said, ‘I ask Allah’s forgiveness and tum to 

Him in repentance.’ The Messenger of Aliah then said three 
times, “O Allah! forgive him.” Rclated by Abu Dawud, Ahmad 
and An-NasS’i with a trustworthy chain of narrators, and it is Abu 
Dawud’s version. 
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1274. Al-Hakim transmitted the samc hadith on the authority 
of Abu Hurairah (KAA) giving similar meaning. The Messenger of 

Allah ?M said, “Take him away and cut off his hand and caut- 
erize him.” Al-Bazzar transmitted the same hadith but commen- 
tcd that its chain of narrators is not sound. 
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1275. Abdur Rahman bin Auf (RAA) narrated that the Mes- 

senger of Allah ^ said, M A thief is not to be fined if the presc- 
ribed punishment has been inflicted on him.” Related by An- 
Nasal who said that its chain of narrators is disconnected. 
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1276. 'Abdullah bin 'Amro bin al-'As (RAA) narrated, ‘The 


Messengcr of Allah was asked about dates which are still hang- 
ing on the palm tree, he then said,“If a ncedy person eats some 
dates, but without taking a supply away in his garment, he 
is not to be blamed, but if anyone takes away any of it, he 
is to be fined and punished. And if anyone takes away any 
of it (thc datcs) after it has been put in the place where it is 
going to be dried, and it amounts to the price of a shield, 
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he must have his hand cut off ” Related by Abu DawOd and 
An-NasS’i. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahth. 
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1277. gafwan bin Umaiyah (RAA) narratcd, ‘When the Mes- 

senger of Allah £§ commanded that the thief who had stolen his 
cloak (i.e. Safwan’s) should have his hand cut off, Safwan wanted 
to intercede, for the thiefs hand not to be removed. Thereupon the 

Messenger of All&h said to him, M Why didn’t you do so before 
bringing him to meT Related by Ahmad, the four Imams, and 
Al-Hakim graded it as Safith.

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1279. An-Nasa’i also rcported a similar hadith on the autho- 
rity of Al-HArith bin H&tib. Ash-Shafi'i mentioned that the killing 
in the fifth time (of stealing) is abrogated. 
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Chapter IV: Penalty for Drinking and 
the Nature of Intoxicants 
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1280. Anas bin Malik (RAA) narrated, ‘A man who had drunk 


wine was brought to the Prophet and he commanded that the 
man should be beaten (lashed). Thc man was given about forty 
lashes with two palm branches. Anas added, Abu Bakr (RAA) did 
the same, but when 'Umar (RAA) becamc the Caliph, he consulted 
the people and 'Abdur Rahman bin 'Auf said, The mildest puni- 
shmcnt for drinking is eighty (lashes).’ So, 'Umar (RAA) gave his 
commands accordingly. Agreed upon. 
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1281. Muslim transmitted on thc authority of 'Ali (RAA) con- 
ccming the story of al-Walid bin 'Uqbah3ss that the Messenger of

if he drinks for the fourth time you should kill him.” 

Related by Ahmad and the wording is his. It is also transmitted 
by the four Im&ms; At-Tirmidhi mentioned what indicates that it 
is abrogated, but Abu Dawfid reported it clearly on the authority 
of Az-Zuhari. 
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1283. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah M said, “When one of you is flogging (while inflicting a 
prescribed punishment)he should avoid the face.” Agreed upon.

M said, “Every intoxicant is Khamr, and every intoxicant is 
prohibited.” Related by Muslim. 
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1288. Jabir (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of Allah ^ 
said, “If a large quantity of any beverage intoxicates, then a 
small amount of it is prohibited.” Related by Ahmad and the 
four Imams. Ibn Uibban graded it as Sahi/j.. 
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1289. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘Raisins used to be soaked 

for the Messenger of Aliah M in a water skin, and he would drink 
it that day, thc next day and the following day. When it was the 
cvening of the third day, he would drink it and give some to 
others. If anything was left from it, he would spill it’ Related by 
Muslim. 
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1290. Umm Salamah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “Allah did not make your cure in what He 
made Harcim (unlawful) to you.” Related by Al-Baihaqi and 
graded as Safith by Ibn Hibban. 
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1291. WS’il Al-Hadrami narratcd that Tariq bin Suwaid asked 
the Mcssenger of All&h ^ about Khamr which he made only to be 

used as a medicine. The Prophet ^ replied, “It is not a medi- 
cine, it is a disease.” Related by Muslim and Abu Dawud.

370- Imdm Muslim transmitted a hadith on the authority of Abu Hurairah 
that a man came to thc Prophet -§ asking about a man who is trying to 
take away his money, the Prophet afe said to him, “Do not give it to 
him.”

“Yes, a Jihad which is without fighting, it is Hajj and 'Um- 
rah .” Related by Ibn M&jah. 
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1301. 'Abdull&h bin 'Umar (RAA) narrated ‘A man came to 

the Messengcr of Allah ^ asking his permission to go out for 

Jihad. The Messenger of Allah ^ asked him, M Are your parents 

alive?” Hc replied, ‘Yes.’ The Mcssenger of Allah then said to 
him, “Then your Jihad would be with them (i.e. in looking 
after them and being at their service.).” Agrced upon. 
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1302. Ahmad and Abu Dawud transmitted a similar hadith on 
the authority of Abu Sa'fd, and they added the extra statement, 

“Go back and ask for their permission. If they permit you 
to go, then go for Jihad otherwise, be good to them (look 


after them ).” 372 
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1303. Jarir (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
said, “Any Muslim who stays among the polytheists, does 
not bclong to me.” Related by the three Imams with a sound 
chain of narrators. Imam Al-Bukhari considered it as Marsal (i.e. 
the companion is absent from the chain of narrators.) 
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1304. Ibn Abbas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h

killed the men who were fighting and took the women and chil- 

drcn as captives. Abdullah bin Umar told me about it. Agreed 
upon.

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enemy, or the polythcists, invite thcm to threc courses of 
action, and accept whichever of them they are willing to 
agree to, and withhold from doing anything else: Call them 
to Islam, and if they agree accept it from them. Then invite 
them to migrate from their land to the land of the Emigr- 

ants (i.e. al-Madinah ), 377 if they refuse, then tell them they 

will be like the Muslim desert Arabs , 373 thus they will have 

no right in the Ghanimah 379 or Fai ’ 3S0 unless they partici- 

pate in Jihad with the Muslims.

And if they offer to capitulate under the condition that 
they are subjected to the judgment of Allah, do not grant 
them this, but judgc according to your own command, for 
you do not know whether or not you will be able to carry 
out Allah, the Most High’s Judgment regarding them.” Rela- 
ted by Muslim.

384- This man who followed the Prophet ijfe was a bravc and strong man, but 
the Messenger of Allah wanted him to embracc Istam first as hc could 
see that the man had a strong desire to becomc a Muslim. In another 
version of thc hadith it says that when hc beeame a Muslim thc Mcssen- 

ger of Allah ^ gavc him permission lo fight with them. Some scholars 
say that this hadlLh is evidencc Lhat asking the assistance of a non-Mus- 
lim is not allowcd in war, but othcr narrations prnvc that thc Prophet 
sought thc help of gafwfln bin Umaiyah on the Day of Hunain when he 
was still a polytheist, and hc also asked the assistance of some other 
polytheists at thc same battlc hoping to bring Iheir hearts doser to Isl- 
am, as he gave them a share ofthe war booty. That is why some scholars 
adopt the opinion that it was fii-st prohibitcd to seek the help of polyth- 
cists cluring a war, but latcr on it was allowed (when the power oflslam 
became strongcr). Asb-ShflfiT is of the opinion that ifthe polytheist has 
a good opinion concerning the lactics of war etc, it is allowcd to scek his 
assistance, otherwise itis disliked. 
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1314. Samurah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 

said, “Kill the mature men 388 of the polytheists but spare 

their children.” Related by Abii Dawud and At-Tirmidhi gTaded 
it as Sahih. 
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1315. 'Ali (RAA) narrated that they (the Muslims and the 
polytheists)engaged in duel combat on the Day of Badr. Related by 
Al-Bukhari and Abu Dawud reported it as part of a long hadith. 
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1316. Abu Aiyiib (RAA) narrated that this verse was revealcd 
concerning us (.al-Ansar).’ Hc was referring to thc verse, “And do 
not throw yourselves into destruction, y (2:195). Abu Aiyub 
said that to answer those who disapproved of the action of those 


who attacked the Romans till they were amidst their army.’ 388 


Related by the threc Imams. At-Tirmidhi, Ibn Hibban and Al- 
Hakim graded it as Sahih. 


385- He means :£?. the grown up and strong men who are able to fight. 

386- When the Muslims confronted thc Romans at Constantinople, a Muslim 
fighter attacked the lines of the Romans until he was in their midst, and 
then returned.

in it) and a cause of disgracc to those who are guilty of it in 
this world and in the Hereafter.” Related by Ahmad, and An- 
Nasal, and Ibn Hibbdn graded it as Sahih. 
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1319. 'Auf bin Malik (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of AllSh 

^judged that the belongings taken from the (non-Muslim enemy) 
killed soldier in a war, are to be given to the onc who killed him.’ 
Rclatcd by Abu DawOd. Muslim reported it as part of a long 
hadith. 
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387- This incident took place during the siege of Banft an-Nadir in Madinah. 
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1320. 'Abdur RahmSn bin 'Auf (RAA) narratcd rcgarding the 
story of the killing of Abu Jahl,‘..they both 358 hastened to him with 
their swords till they killed him. Afterwards, they went to the Pro- 
phet ^ and informed him (of what they had done).

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1334. Ibn TJmar (RAA) narrated, ‘On our expcditions, we used 
to get honey and grapes (as spoils) 399 and eat them while on our 


military expeditions, without bringing them to the Prophet ^ (or 
whoever is in charge of distributing the spoils).’ Related by Al- 
Bukh&ri. Abu Dawud narrated, ‘The fifth was not taken from 
them.’ Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 


397- The Messenger of Alltih gave them moro if the booly is gained on the 
way back, as thc enciny is more on the alert and thc fight would be more 
fierce. 

398- This was given as an additional reward for something special they did.

Abu 'Ubaidah al-Jarrah (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the 
Mcsscnger of All&h say, “Muslims must respect the protec- 
tion granted (to a non-Muslim) by othcr Muslims .” 400 Rclated 

by Ibn Abi Shaibah and Ahmad with a weakness in its chain of 
narrators. 


400- This hadith (and the following ones) providc cvidonce that a Muslim 
may give a covonanl of protcction lo a non-Muslim (give him asylum) 
whether this Muslim is a man or a woman, old or young, rich or poor 
and it becomes an obligation on all Muslims to respcct it. 
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1338. At-Tai§lisi transmitted on the authority of Amro bin al- 
As_(RAA), The right of giving protection to non-Muslims is exten- 
ded to the most humble of the believers (and all Muslims must 
respect it and give him support).’

'Ali (RAA),‘The protection granted by one Muslim is likc one given 
by them all, and this right is extended to the most humble of 
them.’ Ibn M&jah narrated with a different chain of narrators,‘And 
the most eminent gives protection on their behalf.’ 
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1340. Al-Bukh&ri and Muslim transmitted in the hadith of 
Umm Hfini’, “We have given protection to whom you have 


granted (protection ).” 401 
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1341. 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘I heard the Messenger of Allah 


‘M say, “I will certainly expel the Jews and the Christians 
from the Arabian Peninsula so as to leave only Muslims in 


it .” 402 Reported by Muslim. 


401- Umm H&ni’ was the daughter of Abu T&lib and the sister of 'Ali bin Abi 

Talib (RAA). She became a Muslim on the conquest of Makkah. The h a ' 
dith refers to two men of her family to whom she gave protection on the 
con-quest of Makkah and hcr brother 'Alt did not want to accept it, but 
the Messongcr of Allah accepted her protcction. 

402- Scholars say that polytheists and those adopting other religions can 
travel by this area to pass through, except for Makkah and Madinah 
and the sanctuary around each of them. What is really meant here is 
that they should not get the nationality of this land, in modern standa- 
rds, rather they may stay temporarily for work or trade.

Ibn IJibban graded 
it as §afLik. 


tth the Messenger of Allah ^ said that no two beliefs can coexist in the 
Arabian Peninsula, meaning that no other religions should be establi- 
shed there or have placcs of worship for this land to remain pure with 
the call to the Unity of AllSh, the Almighty.

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1351. Al-Miswar bin Makhramah and Marwan narrated, The 
Messenger of Allah went out in the year of al-Hudaibiyah (recon- 
ciliation) - the narrator narrated a long hadith which containcd, 
‘this is what Muhammad bin 'Abdullah has reconciled with Suhail 
bin 'Amro, to stop fighting for 10 years during which time people 
will live safely, and refrain from fighting one another...’ Related by 
Abu Dawud. It is part of a long hadith narrated by Al-Bukhari. 
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1352. Muslim transmitted part of this hadtth on the authority 
of Anas bin Malik (RAA) which says, ‘In case any of you comcs to 
us we shall not send him back to you (i.e. one of the Muslims who 
goes back to Quraysh), and in case any of us came to you, you sho-

Wadd' is a distance of five or six miles and from Thanyat- al- 
Wada ' to the mosque of Banu Zuraiq is a distance of one mile.’ 
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406- A Mu'ahid ia a non Muslim who is staying in an Islamic State and with 
whom there is a covenant of peace and protection. 
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1355. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
held a horse race and made the destination from the fully grown 
ones at a longer distance.’ Related by Ahmad and Abu DawOd. Ibn 
Hibban graded it as Sahih.

Ibn 'AbMs (RAA), ‘He (The Messenger of Allah M) prohibited...’ 
and had the additional phrase, ‘and every bird with talons.’ 
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1361. Jabir (RAA), narrated, ‘On the Day of Khaibar, the Mes- 

senger of Allah ^ prohibited eating the flesh of domestic asses, 
but permitted horsc flesh.’ Agreed upon. 
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1362. Ibn Abi Aufa (RAA) narratcd, ‘We went on seven expedi- 

tions with the Messenger of AilSh and we ate locusts.’ Agreed 
upon. 
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1363. Anas (RAA) narrated regarding the story of the rab- 
bit, 407 ‘He (Abu Talha) slaughtered it and sent its leg to the Mcs- 

scnger of Allah iH and he accepted it.’ Agreed upon. 
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1364. Tbn Abbas (RAA),‘The Messenger of Allah <$£ prohibited 
killing four creatures: ants, bees, hoopoes and shrikes/ Related by 
Ahmad and Abu Dawud. Ibn Hibb&n graded it as §ahih . 
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1365. Ibn Abi 'AmmSr narrated, ‘I said to Jabir (RAA), ‘Is 
hyena a kind of game?’ 408 He replied, ‘Yes.’ I askcd, ‘Did Allah’s 

Messcnger ^ say that?’ He replied. ‘Yes.’ Rclated by Ahmad and 
the four Im&ms. Al-Bukhari and Ibn HibbSn graded it as Sahih. 
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407- Anas and somc other companions chased a rabbit at Marr a dh Dha hran, 
and his companions got tired of chasing it, but Anas kept on till hc cau- 
ght it and brought it to Abu I<dhah who sent its leg to thc Prophet jfe. 

408- According to this hadith, eating hyena is permissiblc, but some scholars 
say that it is prohibited to eat it as it digs into gravos to get human 
flesh. 
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1366. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated that he was asked about a 

hedgehog and he then recited, “Say (O Muhammad I find 
not in that which has been inspired to me anything forbid- 
den ..” (6:145). An oltl man who was present said, ‘I heard Abu 

Hurairah say, ‘It was mentioned in the presence of the Prophet ^ 
and he said, “It is an abomination from those things which 
are abominable.”Ibn 'Umar then said, ‘If the Mcssenger of Allah 

<?§ had said that, thcn it is as he said.' Related by Ahmad and Abu 
Dawud with a weak chain of narrators. 
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1367. Ibn Tlmar (RAA) narrated, *The Messenger of All&h m 
prohibited eating the animal wliich feeds on filth or drinks its 
milk.’Related by the four Imams except for An-NasSI. At-Tirmidhi 
graded it as Hasan. 
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1368. Abu Qatadah narrated concerning the story of the zebra 

‘Thc Messenger of Allah ^ate from it.’ Agreed upon. (refer to Jiad- 
ith no. 753). 
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1369. Asma’ bint Abi Bakr (RAA) narrated, ‘During the life- 

time of the Prophet m, we slaughtered a horse and ate it.’ Agreed 
upon. 



1370. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘The sand lizard 409 was ser- 
ved as food on the table of the Prophet ^ Agreed upon. 
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1371. 'Abdur Rahman bin 'Uthman al-Qurashi (RAA) narra- 

ted, ‘A doctor consulted the Prophet 0k about extracting medicine 
from a frog but he prohibited killing it.’ Related by Aiimad, Abh 
Dawud and An-Nasa’i. Al-H&kim graded it as Sahtfi. 
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Chapter II: Hunting and Slaughtering 
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1372. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, ‘If anyone owns a dog except a sheepdog, a 
hunting dog, or a farm dog, a carat of his reward will be 
deducted daily.” Agreed upon. 
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409 - The Messenger of AU&h % did not prohibit them from eating it, but he 
did not liko it himself 
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1373. 'Adi bin Hatim (RAA) narrated,* The Messenger of Allah 
said to me, “When you set off your dog, mention Allah’s 
Name (say Bismilldh), and if it catches anything for you 
and you come up to it while it is still alive slaughter it; if 
you come up to it when the dog has killed it but not eaten 
any of it, eat it. If you find another dog with yours and the 
game has been killed, do not eat, for you do not know wh- 
ich of them killed the animal. When you shoot your arrow, 
mentions Allah’s Name and if the game goes out of sight for 
a day and you find it without any marks except for that of 
your arrow, eat if you wish, hut if you find it drowned in 
water do not eat it.” Agreed upon, and the wording is from 
Muslim. 
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1374. 'Adi (RAA) narratcd, ’I asked the Messengcr of All&h ^ 

about hunting using a featherless arrow ( al-Mi'rdd * l <> ). He replied, 

“If the game is killed with its sharp edge (the iron piece) eat 
it; but if it strikes with the middle part of the shaft (i.e. it is 
not penetrated with the sharp part) and the game is killed (due 


to being hit with it), it is considered a Mauqddhah so do 


not cat it.” Related by Al-BukhSri. 


410- It is a featherless arrow without a sharp edge, but it hits thc game with 
its broad side. Some say that the Mi'rad is a thick bar of wood with a 
Piece of iron fixed to its edge and it could be without this piece of iron 
which is closer to its description. 

411- The Mauqudhah is the animal killed by a violent blow with a stone or a 
stiek and it is prohibited to eat it. This hadith clearly specifies that if 
the game is wounded with a sharp object and bleeds to death, then it is 
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AbO Thalabah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 


Allah ^ said, w When you shoot your arrow and the game has 
gone out of sight, eat it when you come upon it, provided it 

has not become rotten .” 412 Related by Muslim.

Messenger of Allah $g prohibited throwing pebbles (on animals) 
and said, ‘Such means do not hunt a game, nor do they iry- 
ure an enemy, but they only may brcak a tooth or gouge 
out an eye.” Agreed upon, and it is Muslim’s version. 


permissible to eat it but if it dies out of being hit by an object it is not 
lawful to eat in this case, as the body is not penetrated to bleed. 

412 - If the animal is found having drowned, it is forbidden to eat it, but if he 
found it still alive it must be slaughtcred first. As stated previously, if 
he found his game with no other injury except for that ofthe arrow, then 
it is lawful to eat even if it is dead, as long as it is not rotten.

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1379. Ka'b bin MAlik (RAA) narrated, ‘A woman slaughtercd a 

sheep with a stone, so the Prophet £§ was asked about that and 
he ordered it to be eaten.’ Related by Muslim. 
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1380. Rafi' bin Kliadij (RAA) narrated that the Prophet 
said, “You may eat an animal which is slaughtered by any 
means which causes the blood to gush out as long as Al- 
lah’s Name is mentioned over it, except for the tooth and 

the claw (not allowed to be used). 41a The tooth is a bone and 

the claw is the knife of the Abyssinians (Ethiopians).” Agre- 
ed upon. 
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1381. Jabir bin Abdullah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of 

AHah M prohibited beating a tied-animal to death.’ Related by 
Muslim. 


413- Any sharp object, which makcs the blood flow, could be used to slaugh- 
ter an animal excopt for a tooth or a bone. 
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1382. Shaddftd bin Aus (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 


Allah said, “Verily, Allah has prescribed proflciency in all 
things.Thus, if you kill, kill in the least painful manner you 

can ; 414 and when you slaughter an animal, do it in the best 


possible way ; 415 and any of you should sharpen his blade so 

that the animal may be spared from the suffering of the 
slaughtering.” Reported by Muslim. 
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1383. Abu Sald al-Kliudri (RAA) narrated that the Messenger 
of Allah % said, “The (legal) slaughtering of the fetus is inclu- 
ded when its mother is slaughtered.” 416 Rclated by Ahmad and 


Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1384. Ibn Abbfis (RAA) narrated that thc Messenger of Allah 


414- If someone is to be executecl (for any crime he committed), he should be 
killed in such a manner that he faccs the least possible suffering and 
that he passes away as quickly as possible. 

415- When someone is slaughtoring an animal he should not move it around 
violently, ncither draw it with force, nor slaughter it in the presence of 
another animal that may be watching it. 

416- When the cow or the camel is slaughtered and a fetus is found inside, 
the fetus is lawful to eat if one wishes. That only applies if it was found 
dead, but if it was still alive, it must be slaughtered. 
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M said, “A Muslim’s name is sufficient for him, so if he forg- 
ets to mention Allah’s Name when he slaughters an animal, 
he should mention Allah’s Name, then eat it” Related by Ad- 
Daraqutni but there is a weak narrator in its chain. Also there is 
Muhammad bin Yaztd bin Sinan in its chain who is truthful but 
had a weak memory. 




1385. 'Abdur Razzaq transmittcd it with a sound chain of nar- 
rators on the authority of Ibn 'Abb&s but it is not connected up to 

the Prophet 
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1386. Abu Dawud narrated a similar hadith that reads, The 
slaughtering of any Muslim is Halal (lawful) whether or not he 

mentioned All&h’s name over it.”-* 17 Its narrators are reliable.

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1388. Muslim has also reported on the authority of A’ishah 


(RAA), “Allah’s Messenger ordered a homed ram with black 
legs, a black belly and black around its eyes, and it was brought 
for him to sacrifice and he said to A’ishah (RAA), “ A’ishah, get 
the knife.” Then he said, “Sharpen it with a stone.” When she 
had done so he took it, then taking it (thc ram) he placed it on the 
ground and slaughtered it. Iie then said, “ Bismill&h (In the 
name of Allah), O Allah, accept it from Muhammad, Muha- 
mmad’s family and from Muhammad’s Urnmah (followers).” 
Then he sacrificed it.’ 
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1389. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that Allah’s Messenger 
^ said, “He who can afford it but did not offer a sacrifice 
must not come near our place of prayer .”'* 18 Relateti by Ah^ 
mad and Ibn Majah. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. Other Imams 
said that it is Mawquf (i.e. it is not connected to the Prophet |§.) 


418- Offering a sacrifice is not obligatory, but it is a confirmed Sunnah which 
was always practiced by the Prophet 
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1390. Jundub bin Sufian (RAA) narrated,‘I witnessed (the pra- 

yer of) 'ldul Ad-ha with the Messenger of Allah and when he 
finished his prayer with the people, he looked at a sheep which 
had been sacrificed, so he said, “Anyone who has sacrificed be- 
fore the prayer must sacrifice another goat instead (of the 
one which he slaughtered before Lhe prayer)and if anyone has 


not sacrificed he should do so in All&h’s naine.*' 119 Agreed upon. 
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1391. Al-Bara’ bin Azib (RAA) narrated Allah’s Messenger M 
stood among us and said, “There are four types of sacrificial 
animals, which are not permitted:A one-eyed animal which 
has obviously lost the sight of one eye, a sick animal which 
is obviously sick, a lame animal which obviously Iimps, and 
an old animal which has no marrow." Related by Ahmad and 
the four Imams. At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1392. J&bir (RAA) narrated that Allah’s Messcnger M said. 


419- This hedith is evidence that if an animal is slaughtered before the ‘eid 
prayer, then it is not considered a sacriflcc and will not get the reward 
as such, it is rather considered as a charity to be givon to the poor. Thc 
proper sacrifice must be slaughtered aftcr the prayer, which is why the 
Messenger of AllSh told them to sacrillce anothor one. 
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“Sacrifice only a full-grown animal unless it is difiicult for 
you, in which casc you should sacrifice a (six to ten month 
old) sheep.” Reportcd by Muslim. 
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1393. 'Ali (RAA) narrated, ‘Allah’s Messenger M enjoined us 
to pay great attention to the eye and the car, and not sacrificc a 
onc-eyed animal, or an animal with a slit which leaves something 
hanging at the front or back of the ear, or with a perforation in the 
ear, or an animal with broken front teeth.’ Rclated by Ahmad and 
the four Imams. At-Tirmidhi, Ibn Hibban and Al-Hakim graded it 
as Sakfh. 
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1394. 'Ali bin Abi Talib (RAA) narrated, The Messenger of 

Allah M appointed me to be in charge of his sacrificial animals, 
and commanded mc to distribute all their meat, hides, and sad- 
dlery to the poor, and not to give anything from them to thc but- 

cher.’ 420 Agreed upon 
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1395. JSbir (RAA) narrated, ‘In the year of Hudaibiyah (Rec- 
onciliation), wc sacrificed a camel for cach seven people along with 

Allah’s Mcssenger an( l a l s0 a cow f° r seven.’Related by Muslim. 


420 - It is prohibited to give the butcher his wages in the form of some meat 
of the sacriliced animal, unless he does not tako it willingly. 
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Chapter IV: 'Aqiqah 421 
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1396. Ibn AbbSs (RAA) narrated, The messenger of Allah ^ 

slaughtered a ram for both al-Hasan and al-Husain 422 (at their 

birth).’ Related by AbO Dawud, Ibn Kliuzaimah, Ibn al-Garud and 
'Abdul Haqq graded it as Sahih, but Abu Hatim said that it is 
most probably Mursal. 
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1397. Ibn Hibban transmitted a similar hadith on the autho- 
rity of Anas. 
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1398. A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ’All&h’s Messenger com- 
manded them to slaughter two sheep equal (in age) for a boy and 
one for a girl at their birth ’ Relatcd by At-Tirmidhi and graded it 
as Sahih. 


421- This term is used for the animal whieh is slaughtered for thc sake of a 
new-born baby whethcr male or female. The Sunnah is that the animal 
is to be slaughtored on the 7 Ul day of the baby’s birth, and also it is an 
act of the Sunnah of the Prophet to slaughtor one sheep for the 
female and two for the male. 

422- They are the grandsons of the Mcssenger of Allah and the sons ofnAli 
bin Abi Talib and Fatimah the Prophet’s daughter. Al-Husain is one 
year youngcr than al-Hasan. 
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1399. Ahmad and the four ImSrns transmitted a similar had- 
ith on the authority of Umm Kurz al-Ka'biyah. 
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1400. Samurah (RAA) narrated that Allah’s Messenger 

said, “Every boy is pawned 423 against his 'Aqiqah, to be sla* 

ughtered on his behalf on the seventh day of his birth, his 
head is to be shaved, and he must be given a name.” Related 
by Ahmad and the four ImAms. At-Tirmidhi graded it as Sahih. 


423- The Messenger of Allah ^ is drawing a similarity between an article, 
which is pawmed and a child who is lying in a state of being pledged. If 
his parents do not. do this 'Aqiqah for him, he will not be able to 
intercede for Ihem with Allfih on tho Day of Judgment, if hc dies in his 
childhood before reaching thc agc of pubcrty; i.c. thcy will not benefit 
from his intorcession to their welfarc.

Allah’s Messenger called them and said, “Verily, Allah forb- 
ids you to swear by your fathers, so whoever has to take an 
oath, he must swcar by Allah or keep silent.” Agreed upon. 
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1402. Abu Dawud and An-Nasal transmitted on the authority 

of Abu Hurairah (RAA) that the Messenger of Allah <jj£ said, “Do 

not swear by your fathers or by your mothers, or by rivals 
to Allah; and swear not by All&h except when you are spea- 
king the truth.” 
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1403. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 
Allah ^ said, “Your oath should be about something regar- 
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ding which your opponent shall believe you .” 421 Related by 
Muslim. 
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1404. Muslim transmitted, “An oath is to be interpreted 
according to the intention of the claimant (whether the judge 
or the dcfendant’s rival demanding an oath concerning a partic- 
ular matter).” 
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1405. 'Abdur Rahman bin Samurah (RAA) narrated that the 


Messenger of Allah M said, “If you take an oath to do some- 
thing and later on find something else which is better than 
that one, make an expiation for (the dissolution of) your 
oath and then do what you find to be better.” Agreed upon. 

In the version of Al-Bukh&ri, “Do what you find to be better 
and make expiation for your oath.”

'Abdullah Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘A desert Arab 


came to the Messenger of Allah H and said,‘0 Messenger of AIl&h! 
What are the most serious sins (the major sins)?’ The narrator 


mentioned the hadith which says “and the false oath .’ 425 I asked 

(i.e. Ibn 'Umar), ‘What is the false oath?’ The Messenger of Allah 

M replied, “It is that by which one takes the property of 
another Muslim, and hc is lying about it (intentionally).” 
Related by Muslim. 
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1409. A’ishah (RAA) narrated regarding the verse, “Allah. 


425- The false oath is called in Arabic, Al-Yamtn al-Ghctmus (the engulfing 
oath), which indicates that it overwholms the one who took it in sin or in 
thc Hell Fire.lt is one of the Mnjor sins which includes disbclief in Allah, 
killing, magic, adultery, rrcating parenls badly and drinking alcoholic 
drinks or narcotics. 
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will notpunish you for what is unintentional in your oaths ” 

(5:89). ‘It was revcaled about such phrases as: ‘No, by Allah,’ and 
*Yes, by Allah.’ Related by Al-Bukh&ri and Abu Dawud. 
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1410. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that Allah’s Messenger 
^ said, “Allah has ninety-nine names . 426 He who retains 


them in his memory 427 will enter Paradise.” Agreed upon. At- 
Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibbdn mentioned the ninety nine names, but it 
is the narrators who mentioned them and not the Prophet 
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1411. Us^mah bin Zaid (RAA) narrated that All&h’s Messen- 

ger M said, “lf one is done a favor and he expresses (his grat- 
itude) to his benefactor by saying, ‘May Allah give you a 
good reward’ ( Jazah Allah Khairan) he has fully expressed 
his appreciation.’Related by At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibban graded 
it as Sahih. 
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1412. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah ^ 


426- There are also other names which arc attributed to Allah 

427- Whnt is meant is not just memorizing them, but comprehending their 
meanings and implications, obsciving them in one’s behavior and acting 
accordingly etc.. 
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forbade making vows ( Nadhr )*& and said,“It will not bring (you) 

any good but it is only a means by which some of the wea* 
lth of the miserly is taken out.” Agreed upon. 
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1413. Uqbah bin Amir (RAA) narrated that. the Messenger of

sion, “If he did not specify it.” 
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1414. Abu Dawud transmitted on the authority of Ibn 'Abbas 

(RAA), ‘Allah’s Messenger M said, “If anyone makes a vow but 
does not fulfill it, its expiation is the same as that for an 
oath; if anyone makes a vow to do an act of disobedience, 
its expiation is the same as that of an oath, if anyone ma- 
kes a vow which he is unable to fulfill, its cxpiation is the 
same as that of an oath.” Its chain of narrators is Sfthih, but 
the scholars of hadith said that it is not connectcd to the Prophet

428- Making obligatory on oneself an act of worship which was not originally 
made obligatory by Allah such as taking a vow to fast extra days or pray 
cxtra supererogatory prayers or pay charity when so and so happcns (if 
any sick person rccovers, if my ahsonl comes back ctc ). 
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1415. Al-Bukhari transmittctl on the authority of 'A’ishah

must not be fulfilled.” 
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1417. 'Uqbah Ibn 'Amir (RAA) narrated, ‘My sister made a 
vow to walk to the Ka 'bah for pilgrimage on foot, and she ordercd 

me to consult the Prophet. j^r, so he consulted him and the Mes- 


senger of Allah ^ said, “Let her walk and ride.” Agreed upon, 
and it is Muslim’s version. 
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1418. Ahmad and the four Imams also reported that he said 

M, “Allah, the Most High will not do anything with the affl- 
ictions your sister imposes on herself, command her to put 

on her Hijab 129 (scarf) and to ride, and to fast three days.” 


429- It is mentioned in another narration that she made a vow to walk to the 
Ka'bah while taking her hijctb ofT, and that is why the Prophct ^ orde- 
rcd her to wear her hijftb and to makc expiation as this is an act of dis- 
obcdience. 
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1419. Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) narrated, ‘Sa'd bin 'Ubadah asked Al- 
lah’s Messenger $k for a ruling regarding a vow made by his mo- 

ther who had died before fulfilling it, and he replied “Fulfill it 
on her behalf.” Agreed upon. 
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1420. Thabit bin ad-Dahhak (RAA) narrated, ‘During the life- 
timc of the Prophet ;?3f| a man madc a vow to slaughter camels at 
Baw&nah and he came to Alliih’s Messengcr ^ and asked him. 

AllAh’s Messengcr ^ asked,“Were there any idols worshipped 
at that place (in the time o( Jahiliyah )?” Hc said, ‘No.’ Tlie Mes- 

senger of Allah ^ asked again, “Was any Jahiliyah festival 
celebrated there?” He replied, ‘No.’ Tlie Messcnger of Allah tlien 
said to the man, “Fulfill your vow, for there is no fulfillment 
of a vow to do an act of disobedience to Allah, neither to 
break the ties of kinship, nor to do something which a hu- 
man being does not possess (or lias no control over).” Rclated 
by Abu Dawud and At-Tabarani and it is his version; it is narra- 
ted with a sound chain of narrators. 
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1421. There is a similar narration on the authority of Knrdam 
transmittod by Ahmad. 
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1422. Jabir (RAA) narrated, A man said on the Day of the 
Conquest of Makkah, “O Messcnger of AllSh, I vowed that if All&h 
opens Makkah for you, I shall pray in Jerusalem.” The Messenger 

of Allah M replied, “Pray here.” He asked him again and the 

Prophet again replied, “Pray here.” The man asked the third 
time, and the Messenger of Allah then said to him, “It is up to 
you then.” Related by Ahmad and Abu Dawdd and Al-H&kim 
graded it as Sahih. 
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1423. Abu Sa'id al-Khudri (RAA) narrated that the Mcsscn- 
ger of Allah said, “No (religious) journey is to be undertaken 
except for prayer in one of the three mosques: Al-Ma$jid 
Al-Har&m (The Sacred Mosque in Makkah), the Aqsa Mos- 
que (in Jerusalem), and this Mosquc of minc (in al-Madi- 
nah).” Agreed upon and it is Al-Bukhari’s version. 
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1424. 'Umar (RAA) narratcd, ‘I said: O Messenger of Allah! I 
made a vow at thc time of Jahiliyah to perform I'tik&f 430 for one 


430- I likaf means rcmaining in a mosquc (prcfcrably a congregationai mos- 
que) for a certain period of time with thc intention of rcmaining in seciu- 
sion from worldly matters, and keeping oneself busy with acts of wor- 
ship such as praying, fasting, reciting Qur'an, dhikr etc.

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1426. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah ^ said, “He who has been appointed a judge has been 
slaughtered without a knife.” Related by Ahmad and the four 
Imams. Ibn Khuzaimah and Ibn Hibb&n graded it as §afath.

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431- It will be a source of pleasuro and power in this world, but as it is a 
great responsibility, it will be a source ol’gricf and rcgrct on the Day of 
Rcsurroction. 
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1430. 'Ali (RAA) narrated that the Mcssenger of Allah <$$ said, 
“When two men prcsent a case bcfore you, do not decide in 
favor of the first till you hear what the other has to say. 
Then you will know how to judge.” 'Ali said, Thereafter, T 
judgcd according to that.’ Related by Ahmad, Abu Dawud and At- 
Tirmidhi who graded it as Hasan. Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1431. Al-Hakim transmitted a similar hadith on the authority 
of Ibn 'Abbas.

(to testify) for members of this family.” Reiated by Ahmad 
and Abu Dawud. 
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433- They are the ones who say their testimony for the sake of Allah, so that 
justice could be established. 
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1445. Abti Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘He heard thc Mcsscngcr 
of Allah jH say, u The testimony of a desert man against the 
dweller of a village (or a town) is not allowed .” 434 Related by 
Abu Dawud and Ibn M^jah.

434- The rcason is that the nomads are not. familiar with the circumstances of 
the village and city dwellers, so they are not allowed to testify against 
thcm.

AMh ^ said, “There are three to whom Allah will not speak 
on the Day of Judgment, at whom He will not look, and 
whom He will not purify, and they will have a painful puni- 
shment: A man at a placc with excess water in the desert 
and he withholds it from travelers; a man who sold a com- 
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modity to another person in the aftemoon(or after the A§r 
prayer) and swore to him by Allah that he had bought it at 
such and such a price and he (the buyer) believed him yet 
that was not the case, and a man who pledged ailegiance to 
the Imam but for thc sake of worldly matters (i.e. not for 
Allah’s sake), if the Imam bestowed on him something out of 
worldly riches he adheres to his allegiance, and if he did 
not give him anything, he did not fulfill the allegiance.”

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1460. Iiin 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
rcstored the oath to be sworn by the claimant (and not the defen- 
dant).’ Related by Ad-D&raqutni with a weak chain of narrators. 
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1461. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated/One day, AllSh’s Messenger ^ 
came to me looking happy while his face was glistening and said, 
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“Did you not see that Mujazziz Al-Mudliji (a physiognomist) 
He Looked at Zaid bin Harithah and Usamah bin Zaid, and 

then said, “These feet are related to one another .”* 30 Agreed 

upon. 


436- Zaid bin Harithah the freed slave of the Prophet had a white comp- 
lexion whereas Usamah his son was rather dark.. Usamah’s mothcr 
Umm Aiman was also dark, but peoplc started to talk about Usamah’s 
lineage because he was dark while his father was white. Mujazziz A1 - 
Mudljji saw them lying down with thcir faces covered with linen, whilc 
their feet were bare. He then commented upon looking at their fcet with

I then asked, ‘Which slaves 
are the most excellent (for the purpose of emancipating them) and 
he replied, “Those whose prices are the highest and are the 
most valuable to their owners.” Agrecd upon.

M said, “Anyone who emancipates his share in a slave and 
has enough money to pay the full pricc for him, a fair price 
for the slave should be fixed. His partners should be given 
their shares, and the slave should thus be emancipated. 
Otherwise he is emancipated only to thc extent of the first 
man’s share.” Agreed upon. 
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1467. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah said, “Otherwise he will be required to work to pay 
for his freedom, but he must not be overburdened.”

443- This refers to al-Mukatib who remains under the samc rulings, which 
are applicable to a slave until he pays the full amount. Agreed upon.

Nasihah to His Mcsscnger means to believe in 
him, in thc Divine Revelation that was revealed to him, to f'ollow his 
Sunnah ctc., to the leadors of the Muslims by obeying them, giving them 
sincerc advise, helping them elc. Nasihah lo the Muslims means to pro- 
vide them with good advice, not harming thcm, guiding them to what is 
good.

None has 
the right to be worshipped except Allah alone and Allah is 
great.’ It does not matter which you say first.” Related by 
Muslim. 
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1590. Abu MQsa al-Ash'ari (RAA) narrated that the Messen- 


ger of Allah ‘M said to me, “O 'Abdullah bin Qais, would you 
like to be guided to one of the treasures of ParadiseTThere 
is no might nor power except with Allah.’ Agrced upon. An- 
Nasfi’i added in his version, “There is no refuge from Allah 
except by turning to Him.’ 
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1591. An-Nu'man bin al-Bashfr (RAA) narrated that the Mes- 

scnger of Allah ^ said, “Vcrily supplication is worship.” Rela- 
ted by the four Imams and At-Tirmidhi graded it as Sahih.

1592. Anas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
said, “Supplication is the pith of worship.” Related by At-Tir- 
midhi with a full chain of narrators. 
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1593. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messengcr of 

Allah ^ said, “Nothing is more honorable before Allah than 
supplication.” Rclated by At-Tirmidhi with a full chain of narra- 
tors. Ibn Hibb&n and Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1594. Anas (RAA) narrated that the Mcsscnger of Allah $$ 
said, “A supplication made between the Adhan and lqamah 
is never rcjcctcd.” Related by An-Nasa’i and others. Ibn Hibb&n 
and others graded it as Sahih. 
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1595. Salman (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah ^ 
said, “Your Rabh (Lord of the Universe) is Modest and Gen- 
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crous, and would never turn the hands of a slave without 
gain when he raises them to Him (in supplication).” Related by 
the four Imdms except An-Nasa’i. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1596, TTmar (RAA) narrated, *When the Messenger of Allah 
raised liis hands in supplication, he did not lower them till he wip- 
ed his face with thcm. Related by At-Tinnidhi. Therc are other 
traditions, which support this narration, of which are: 
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1597. the Hadith narrated by Ibn 'Abbas (RAA) related by 
Abu DawAd and others.Put togcther, they confirm that it is Hasan 
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1598. Ibn Mas'tid (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of All&h 

M said, “Those who are nearest to me on the Day of Resur- 
rection are those who invoke many blessings on me.” Rela- 
ted by At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Hibban graded it as Sahih. 
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1599. ShaddSd bin Aus (RAA) narratcd that the Messcnger of 
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Allah M said, “The best manner of asking for forgiveness is 
to say: “O Allah! You are my Lord. None has the right to be 
worshipped except You. You created me and I am Your ser- 
vant and I abide by Your covenant and promise as best I 
can. I seek refuge in You from the evil, which I have com- 
mitted. I aclinowledge Your favor upon me and I knowle- 
dge my sins, so forgive me, for verily none can forgive sin 
cxcept You.” Rclated by Al-Bukh&ri. 
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1600. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
never failed to say these words in the morning and the evening: 

“O Allah! I ask You for pardon and well-being in my religi- 
ous and worldly affairs, and my family and my wealth. 0 
Allah! Cover my weakncsses and set at case my dismay. 0 
Allah! Preserve me from the front and from behind and on 
my right and on my left and from above, and I seek refuge 
with You lest I be swailowed up by the earth.” Related by 
An-Nasa’i and Ibn Majah. Al-Hakim graded it as Sahih. 
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1601. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah M 
used to supplicate saying, “O Allah! I seek refuge in You from 
the withholding of Your favor, the decline of thc good hea- 
lth You have given, the suddenness of Your vengeance and 
from all forms of Your wrath.” Related by Muslim. 
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1602. Ibn 'Umar (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah «£| 
used to say, “O AJlah! I seek refuge in You from the burden 
of debts and from being over*powered by men and from the 
gloating of enemies (at an evil I am afflicted with)” Related by 
An-Nasa’i and Al-Hakim graded it as §ahiL 
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1603. Buraidah (RAA) narrated, ‘The Messenger of Allah 
heard a man saying: ‘O AllAh! I ask You by virtue that I testify 
that You are Allah; there is no God but You, the one - the Self 
Suflicient Master, Who did not begct and was not begotten, and to 
Whom no one is equal.’ Aliah’s Messenger then said, “He has ask- 
ed Allah by His Name by which when asked, He gives, and 
by which when supplicated, He answers.” Related by the four 
Imams and Ibn HibbSn graded it as Sahifh 
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1604. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated, ‘Allah's Messenger $$ 
would say in the morning, “O Allah! By Your leave we have 
reached the morning and by Your leave we have reached 
the evening. By Your leave we live and die. Unto You is our 
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resurrection.” In the evening, he would say the same except the 
last phrase: “and to You do we return.” Related by the four 
ImSms. 
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1605. Anas (RAA) narratcd, The Messcnger of Allah $£ used 
to supplicate frequently: “O our Lord, grant us the best in this life 
and the bcst in the ncxt life, and protect us from the punishmcnt 
ofthe Fire.” Agreed upon.

Allah ^jg used to supplicate, “O All&h, forgive me my faults, my 
ignorance, my immoderation in my concem. And You are 
better aware (of my affairs) than myself. O Allah, grant me 
forgiveness (of the faults which I committed) seriously or 
otherwise (and which I committcd) inadvertently and deli- 
berately. AJl these (failings) are in me. O Allah, grant me 
forgiveness-from the faults, which I did in haste or defer- 
red, which I committed in privacy or in public and You are 
bettcr aware (of them) than myself. You are the First and 
the Last and over all things You are Omnipotent.” Agreed 
upon. 
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1607. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of 

Allah M used to say, “O AUah! Set right for me my religion, 
which is the safeguard of my affairs. And set right for me 
the affairs of the world wherein is my living. Decree the 
Hereafter to be good for me. And make this life, for mc, (a 
source) of abundance for every good and make my death (a 
source) of comfort to me and protection against every evil.” 
Related by Muslim. 
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1608. Anas (RAA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
used to say, “O Allah! Grant me benefit in what You have 
taught me, and teach me useful knowledge and provide me 
with knowledge that will benefit me.” Related by An-Nasa’i 
and Al-Hakim. 
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1609. At-Tirmidhi reported a similar tradition on the autho- 
rity o f Abu Hurairah(RAA), he said at its end, “And increase my 
knowledge. Praise be to Allah in all circumstances. I seek 
refuge in Allah from the state of those who will go to Hell.” 
Its chain of narrators is good. 
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1610. 'A’ishah (RAA) narrated, ’Allah’s Messenger taught 
her this supplication, “O Allah! I ask You of all good of what I 
have done and what I have not done in this world and in 
the Hereafter. I seek refuge in You from the evil of what I 
have done and what I have not done in this world and in 
the Hereafter. O Allah! I ask of You all good that Your ser- 

vant and Prophet Muhammad ^ used to ask of You. I seek 
refuge in You from all evil that Your servant and Prophet 
Muhammad used to seek refuge in You from. O Allah! I ask 
You for Paradise and what brings me nearcr to it of deeds 
and sayings. I seek refuge in You from Hell-Fire and what 
brings me near to it of deeds and sayings. I ask You for the 
good consequences of Your Decree.” Rclated by Ibn Majah 
Ibn Hibban and Al-HSkim graded it as Sahifu 
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1611. Abu Hurairah (RAA) narrated that the Messcnger of 


Allah M said, “Two phrases which are dear to the Compas- 
sionate One and are light on the tongue but heavy in the 
scale arc: “How perfect Allah is and 1 praise Him; and How 
perfect Allah is the Most Great.” Agreed upon. 
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
